As is the 
case with many Eskimos, these often 
enter buildings without knocking, and 
I remember many mornings waking up 
and finding Me-John (we called him 
“Ugcehuc”’) sitting by my bed and 
staring into my face. From an English- 
speaking Eskimo I found out that he 
was fascinated by watching “white 
man” sleep—but why I could never 
decide. 

Baffin Island may be barren, but it 
certainly is fascinating country, and 
the fishing is truly fabulous.—EZ. S.

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Reloading a Rigby 


Question: I'd like to reload for my .416 
Rigby, but I’ve been unable to locate any load- 
ing data. The rifle is made up on an Enfield 
action, which I understand is like yours.— 
Daniel B. Fleming, Alaska. 


Answer: I use the 400-gr. Barnes bullet ob- 
tainable from Fred N. Barnes, Grand Junction, 
Colo. I’ve standardized on a load of 105 gr. of 
No. 4831 powder with that bullet. The velocity 
is 2,450 feet per second. I use this load because 
the bullets have the same point of impact as 
does the factory ammunition from England. 

I use .378 Weatherby brass. I turn the belts 
off and then run the cases through a die which 
I got from R. C. B. S. Gun & Die Shop, 730 
Bird St., Oroville, Calif. In doing so, I have 
.416 Rigby cases which I can reload and which 
will take American primers.—J.O’C. 


Not A Good Idea 


Question: I’m thinking of building a power- 
ful single-shot pistol by using a Remington 
Rolling Block 7 mm. barrel and action. I in- 
tend to cut the barrel to 9 in. Would this be 
dangerous, or would the short barrel reduce 
pressures? What would you think of such a 
pistol.—Kenneth Worley, Calif. 


Answer: I'm afraid you don’t have a very 
practical idea there. In the first place, it would 
probably be considered an illegal weapon be- 
cause it would be a rifle with a barrel shorter 
than 18 in. Secondly, your powder would be 
designed for rifles, and with a short barrel you 
would get all muzzle blast and recoil and not 
much velocity. Thirdly, the recoil would darn 
near break your arm. I'd forget it if I were 
you.—J.O’C. 


Sighting for Crows 


Question: I have a Lavage .222 with a side- 
mounted K-6 Weaver scope. With it I can just 
about shoot minute-of-angle groups. I know 
the rifle is considered a 225-yd. weapon, but 
wouldn’t I get a flatter trajectory if the scope 
was set for 180 yd.? I’ve been having trouble 
hitting crows.—Duke Braddy, Mo. 


Answer: I think the smart thing is to sight 
in to put the bullet 1% in. high at 100 yd. 
That way you won’t miss anything, unless it’s 
exceedingly small, by shooting over it at mid- 
range. You'll be on the button at about 200 
yd., about 4 in. low at 250, and about 1% in. 
high at 150. A crow is a small target and 
pretty hard to hit no matter what you're shoot- 
ing.—-J.O’C. 


Can’t Be Rechambered 


Question: Can I have my Winchester Model 
1892 in .40/40 rechambered to shoot the 144 
Smith & Wesson Magnum?—Harry C. Wash- 
ington, Mich. 


Answer: I understand that rifle can be re- 
barreled for that cartridge, but not rechambered 
because the bore and groove diameter for the 
.44 Magnum and for the .44/40 are not identical. 
A .44 Special bullet is .431 in. whereas the 
.44/40 bullet measures .426 in.—J.O’C. 


Magazine Feed 


Question: My gunsmith tells me I can’t have 
my Springfield action rebarreled to .243 because 
the magazine won’t feed the cartridge through. 
Is this so?—H. A. Todd, N. Mex. 


Answer: No. All your gunsmith has to do is 
shorten the magazine follower and put in a 
magazine block. Then the .243 cartridges will 
feed.—J.O’C.

HIS TIME a year ago I stuck my neck out by predict- 
‘Lae that the East’s 1957 deer kill would be close to 
a quarter million. It now appears that I didn’t stick it 
out quite far enough. Official figures from most Eastern 
states, and good estimates from the others, indicate that 
the kill was at least 260,000 whitetails. 

Eighty-five percent of that huge hunters’ take was in 
the East’s three major deer states—Pennsylvania, New 
York, and Maine. Each state hit some sort of record. 

An exceptionally big deer kill is often followed by 
several below-average ones, but there isn’t any indica- 
tion that that will be true this year. This is remarkable 
because the king-size 57 hunters’ take isn’t the only 
debit entry in the whitetail ledger. Depredation by free- 
running dogs reached an all-time high in New York, 
and the whitetails of Pennsylvania, Maine, and West 
Viriginia also suffered severely. Motor traffic killed 
many deer all over the East. 


> But all those losses were cancelled out by the 

” whitetail’s remarkable fecundity. More fawns were 
born in the spring of 1957 than deer were killed that 
fall. This has been a fine game-food year, and in 
most areas herds are in excellent condition. Game 
technicians say that every Eastern state has at least 
as many deer as it had this time last year, and West 
Virginia has a good many more. 


Given good hunting weather, an Eastern kill of 275,- 
000 wouldn’t be out of line with pre-season prospects. 

Last fall Pennsylvania set a record with 49,000 buck 
kills—and then added 55,000 antlerless deer in a three- 
day added attraction. 

There will be the same double season this year—bucks 
only from December 1 to 13, a rest day, then a three- 
day antlerless (not any deer) season for which 350,000 
licenses (fee $1.15, valid only in the county where sold) 
will be available to residents and nonresidents who have 
regular hunting licenses. But if you kill a buck, you 
can’t hunt in the antlerless season. 

The unanimous opinion of deer-wise Pennsylvanians 
I’ve talked with is that hunting will be just as good as 
it was last year. 

The state has an immense expanse of diversified deer 
territory. Roger M. Latham, outdoors editor of the 
Pittsburgh Press and formerly the Game Commission’s 
chief of wildlife research, knows all of it, so I asked him 
for advice on the best places to hunt. 

“There are three kinds of deer country in Pennsyl- 
vania,” he told me. “Farmland, ‘big woods’, and inter- 
mediate range. The farmland areas occupy the entire 
southeastern section and much of the southwestern and 
northwestern corners. Deer live in woodlots and on 
small ridges and hills near streams. There aren’t as 
many of them there as in other areas, but the total kill 
is sizable. Farm crops provide the whitetails with 
abundant food; they are usually large, and the bucks 
heavily antlered. Many of the best trophies are killed in 
these districts.” 

The other extreme, Rog went on to say, is the “big 
woods” territory in the northcentral and Pocono Moun- 
tain sections, where there are more deer—and more 
hunters. Sometimes 50 whitetails come out of the 
woods on one drive. But there are food shortages in 
these areas, and the deer are sometimes undernourished 
and have poor racks. 
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*’ Deer Prospects Soar 


Last fall 40,000 whitetails were killed in the 
12 counties of the northcentral region. All are heav- 
ily loaded with deer again this year. There will be 
good chances within easy reach of Wellsboro, Wil- 
liamsport, Galeton, Coudersport, Lock Haven, Re- 
nova, State College, Philipsburg, Clearfield, Empor- 
ium, Ridgway, Smethport, Kane, Warren, Tionesta, 
and Brookville. If he were going to hunt in this area, 
Latham’s choice would be either McKean or Elk 
County. 


Conditions are similar in the Pocono region in the 
northeastern part of the state. Honesdale, Laporte, 
Tunkhannock, and White Haven are headquarters. 

Roger continues by saying, “In my opinion, the best 
deer hunting in Pennsylvania, in all respects, is in 
areas which are intermediate between intensively culti- 
vated farming districts and rugged mountain country. 
The cultivated land is in narrow valleys and river bot- 
toms. Deer live on nearby ridges and hills. Food condi- 
tions are good because whitetails have access to both 
farm crops and the forest growth. Deer average fairly 
large, the bucks have good antlers, and usually there 
aren’t too many hunters. 

“My first choice of these areas is the Perry-Franklin- 
Huntingdon Counties district. I’d make Blain or Three 
Springs my headquarters. I also like country near the 
Ohio line that includes Venango, Clarion, Armstrong, 
Indiana, and Cambria Counties; I’d do my hunting out 
of Emlenton or East Brady.” 

Another good bet, Rog tells me, is the Bedford-Fulton 
Counties section easily reached by the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike. The towns of Bedford, Somerset, Meyersdale, 
and Hyndman are close to productive whitetail areas. 

Carbon, Dauphin, and Schuylkill Counties, in eastern 
Pennsylvania, also have lots of whitetails. Many eight 
to 12-point bucks are killed in them. Good towns to 
hunt from are Jim Thorpe (formerly Mauch Chunk), 
Schuylkill Haven, Pine Grove, Hegins, and Lykens. 
Schuylkill County will be a hotspot. 

The northeastern Susquehanna-Bradford Counties 
section also rates high with Latham. New Milford, 
Montrose, Towanda, and Canton are headquarters 
towns. Susquehanna County will be especially good. Its 
deer are underharvested, and it needs more hunters. 

Northern Maine has the sort of deer hunting which is 
so old that it’s brand new to most of today’s Eastern 
sportsmen. 

Aroostook, Piscataquis, and Somerset Counties are 
so big that, though some 38,000 hunters killed close to 
12,000 whitetails in them last fall, they average only 
two hunters per square mile, spread out over a 40-day 
season. In this immense wilderness you can hunt deer 
the way our great-grandads did—stillhunt a whitetail, 
or walk it down if there’s a tracking snow. 

More sportsmen are going to northern Maine than 
ever before, largely because new logging roads have 
opened hitherto inaccessible backwoods areas. 


» Best bet among these is the American Realty 
Road, a trunk logging road which starts at Ashland, 
on Maine 11 about 160 miles north of Bangor. It 
runs about 25 miles westward to near Round Moun- 
tain, where it forks. One fork continues westward to 
Musquacook Lake; the other runs southwest to 
Chamberlain Lake. Dozens of “cut-throughs” branch 
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from the trunk road. Deer are plentiful all over the 
area, Older sections of this road, and some other 
logging roads, are shown on the 1958 Official High- 
way Map, obtainable from the State Highway Com- 
mission, Augusta. 


There’s plenty of good deer country that’s easier to 
get to in other parts of Maine. A few of the real good 
hunting areas are: 

Hancock County. In my opinion this area is Maine’s 
best bet for the average hunter—easy to get to, not too 
difficult to hunt, plenty of camps, motels, and other ac- 
commodations. Last season one hunter out of three got 
his whitetail—state average was one out of four. Good 
deer country can be reached by U. S. 1 and Maine 9 
(Bangor to Calais) and hard-surface roads connecting 
them, and running from U. S. 1 to the coast. 

Penobscot County. Last fall it had the biggest kill in 
the state, and it always is good. Lincoln is an excellent 
headquarters town. 


» Knox and Lincoln Counties. Within easy driv- 
ing distance of Portland and Augusta, they have the 
most productive and dependable deer herd in the 
state. Heavily hunted, but hunters’-success ratio is 
good, But game technicians are keeping their fingers 
crossed because they are afraid an influx of addition- 
al hunters will result in poorer sport. 


Unless I was in such a hurry that I couldn’t go farther 
upstate, I’d pass by Maine’s two southernmost counties, 
York and Cumberland. Last year the percentage of 
hunters who got skunked was double the state average. 

New York’s biggest deer kill last year was in the 
Catskill region. Its four counties, Sullivan, Ulster, Dela- 
ware, and Greene, produced one-fifth of all deer killed 
in the Empire State. There is every indication that the 
Catskills holds as many deer now as it did last year. 

Deer hunting in the Catskills has its drawbacks, but 
to thousands of sportsmen in the New York City area 
they are cancelled out by the fact that most of the 
region is within easy driving distance. New York 
toutes 28, 42, and 214 run through or near good white- 
tail areas. Though there’s a good deal of posted land, 





there are promising places to hunt. Nearly all deer are 
on farms, or near them. Often picking out a good spot 
and just “sitting” is the method most likely to pay off. 

Excellent hunting is looked for in the Adirondacks. 
Last fall’s kill of 10,700 antlered bucks was 1,400 under 
the record take of 1954, but the decrease resulted not 
from fewer deer but from fewer hunters. There are 
almost unlimited opportunities to get a whitetail in St. 
Lawrence, Hamilton, or Franklin Counties. Among the 
many good jump-off towns are Lake Placid, Saranac 
Lake, Indian Lake, and Speculator. Warren County is 
underhunted. 

The Southern Tier counties west of Elmira all look 
promising, with the southern halves of Steuben, Cat- 
taraugus, and Chautauqua standing out. 

East of the Hudson River, the outlook is good in 
Dutchess and Columbia Counties. Try back roads 
reached by Taconic State Parkway. 

What every New York sportsman prays for is a place 
where there are lots of deer and only a few hunters. 
I've been tipped off to one such spot in Washington 
County. It is the foothill country between Route 22 
and the Vermont line, from Shushan northward to 
Granville. My informant says that the kill was light 
last year because few but local people hunted, but that 
every hunter he knows got a deer. He also maintains 
that the whitetails of this area are bigger and fatter 
than those of either the Adirondacks or Catskills. 

Except in the Adirondacks, the New York season 
opens November 17. It closes December 2, everywhere. 
Any deer is legal on closing day. 


Vermont’s deer season runs from November 
8 to 23. There’s a good chance of last year’s record 
kill of 11,300 bucks being bettered. Bulk of the kill 
will be in the southern and central counties. Green 
Mountain National Forest helps to solve the where- 
to-hunt problem, since a good deal of farmland is 
posted and the pressure is heavy. Northern counties 
haven’t as many deer. 


Eastern deer states I haven’t mentioned have seasons 
in December. I'll report on their whitetail prospects 
next month.—Arthur Grahame, Eastern Field Editor. 
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INE DUCK shooting is forecast this month for most 

Western states. A moderate increase in flocks of 
ducks using the Pacific flyway seems assured, and 
Central flyway activity is expected to be about the same 
as last year. Wyoming, Colorado, and New Mexico are 
on the Central flyway; all other Western states are on 
the Pacific flyway. 

Black brant populations on the Pacific coast continue 
to drop, but it is hoped that by closing the season Janu- 
ary 31 rather than February 15 the trend will be re- 
versed. Encouraging increases have been noted in 
numbers of Great Basin Canada geese in eastern Idaho, 
Wyoming, Washington, Oregon, northeastern Califor- 
nia, and Nevada. 

Better duck hunting than last year should be found 
in eastern Oregon and Washington, Idaho, western 
Montana, western Wyoming, Utah, northeastern Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, and New Mexico. Eastern Montana is 
relatively dry; fewer water areas than last year will be 
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More Ducks Coming Up 


available. Central and southern California and Arizona 
should be about the same as last year. Conditions in 
the important Central Valley of California will depend 
largely on rains and flooding of private or state and 
federal waterfowl management areas. 


> Composition of fall flights should be about 
the same as last year, according to Leo L. Laythe, 
Pacific regional director of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service. There may be a slight decrease in pintails 
and diving ducks. Mallards should increase. Breeding 
information on geese (except Canada geese) is not 
the best, since the birds nest principally in far north- 
ern areas not covered by duck surveys, but Laythe 
anticipates about the same or slightly increased 
goose flights. 


Duck losses due to botulism have occurred at Cali- 
fornia’s Tulare Lake, in the Klamath Basin, at Warner 
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Valley, and in eastern Montana. Several other potential 
trouble spots exist, but the areas are being watched 
closely for serious outbreaks. 

Supplementing Laythe’s rundown is the following 
summary of anticipated hunting conditions by John C. 
Gatlin, Southwest regional director of Fish and Wild- 
life Service, for the five Western states in his region: 

ARIZONA. Flights should be about on a par with 
last year. Duck hunting should be good in the northern 
part of the state during the early part of the season 
and fair in the southern part during the middle and 
latter part of the season. No significant improvement in 
the status of Great Basin Canada geese. 

UTAH. Water conditions good and more ducks pro- 
duced than last year, especially pintails. Canada geese 
production down slightly. 

COLORADO. Water conditions good to excellent, 
duck production average or slightly above. Production 
of Canada geese is low. 

NEW MEXICO. Water conditions generally good. 

WYOMING. Water conditions below normal in north- 
eastern section, but elsewhere in state they are average 
or better. Production of ducks and Canada geese about 
the same as last year. 


Principal producers of ducks hunted in 
Colorado, New Mexico, and Wyoming are Saskatche- 
wan and North and South Dakota. Drought condi- 
tions in Saskatchewan adversely affected waterfowl 
production. Nesting conditions in North Dakota were 
variable, and duck production may be slightly below 
last year’s. South Dakota water conditions were be- 
low normal, but there was an increase in the number 
of breeding ducks and in the size of their broods. 


Where to hunt? Weather, as always, will be the de- 
termining factor. In Washington, for example, an early 
freeze will send the northern flight from Alberta high- 
tailing south. If ponds are open, best bets should be 
the Spokane area, the Columbia basin, and Yakima 
Valley. In western Washington, the Skagit Flats area 
should be good into November, the last half of Decem- 
ber, and the first two weeks of January. 

Wes Hunter of Washington’s Department of Game 
looks for fine pheasant shooting through November. 
Best bets will be Yakima Valley, the Columbia basin, 
and the Palouse wheat lands. Lots of chukars, but 
hunting may be tough if rains spread them out. 


In Oregon, the Klamath basin, the Snake River area, 
and Summer Lake area should provide good shooting. 

California’s Sacramento, San Joaquin, and Imperial 
Valleys, and the lower Colorado River sloughs should 
produce limits of pintails, widgeon, shovelers, and teal. 
State-operated shooting areas are the best bets for un- 
attached hunters. If storms hit the Owens Valley, jump 
shooting for big greenheads should be a cinch, Also 
honkers at Crowley and Topaz Lakes. 


Winter Steelheading 


INTER steelhead fishing on the Pacific coast may 

get under way earlier than usual this year if the 
forecast of an unusually wet winter for northern Cali- 
fornia and north to British Columbia is realized. 

In California, heavy rains are needed to open sand- 
bars at the mouths of shorter streams, permitting the 
migratory fish to start spawning runs. Big rivers such 
as the Klamath, Trinity, Eel, and Sacramento are al- 
ways good bets. Check also between rains the Qualala 
Garcia, Big, and Noyo Rivers. 

In Washington heaviest runs usually come in Decem- 
ber, but the Samish, Skagit, and Nooksak Rivers may 
be hot. In Oregon, the Siletz, Umpqua, and Nehalem 
Rivers are normally good. In Idaho, it’s Salmon River. 

In the Rocky Mountain states, big rivers and reser- 
voirs are mostly open and will reward rugged anglers. 

Fishing for chinook and silver salmon should begin 
to pick up from Tomales Bay in California to the Co- 
lumbia River. 


California striped-bass fishing should be 
good, barring winds and cold weather, in the delta 
of the Sacramento and San Joaquin Rivers. This has 
been one of the best striped-bass seasons in years. 
No reason why it shouldn’t last in protected areas. 


This month marks start of the winter largemouth- 
bass season in lower Colorado reservoirs from Lake 
Mead to Martinez. Best bet should be Mohave Lake. 

Southern Californa’s all-year trout waters are heav- 
ily stocked with trout on staggered weekly schedules. 
Improved water conditions should make roadside fish- 
ing good throughout the winter in Big Bear and Little 
Rock Lakes and in the North, West, and East Forks of 
the San Gabriel River.

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HIS SHOULD be a good year for Southern deer 
hunters. Reports indicate that the antlered tribe is 
increasing in most sections. The animals seem to be 
concentrated largely in the same localities gunners 
found them a year ago, but for hunters who venture 
afield for the first time, here are a few tips on hotspots. 
The Arkansas Game and Fish Commission reported 
a record deer kill of 9,276 animals during the Novem- 
ber-December season last year. More than 200 hunters 
were successful in each of 14 counties. Chicot County 
led with 619 kills; Desha had 550; Ashley, 519; Ar- 
kansas, 482; Prairie, 447; Grant, 320; Phillips, 306; 
Dallas, 274; Ouachita, 260; Jefferson, 257; Monroe, 
235; Pike, 223; Hempstead, 216, and Union, 207. One 
of the largest kills was a 12-point, 375-pound buck 
taken in Lee County. 
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Southern Deer Hotspots 


From Florida, Bob Dahne of the Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission, advises that the best spots for 
hunters unfamiliar with the territory are the 32 wild- 
life management areas—over 4 million acres in all—set 
aside for controlled public hunting. Of these, 21 list 
deer as the principal species. 

Famous deer hunting spots are Eglin Field Air Force 
Base near Panama City, in the state’s panhandle, and 
Ocala National Forest, near city of the same name. 
Other top management areas for deer are Gaskin, Lib- 
erty, Aucilla, Steinhatchee, and Gulf Hammock. 


Unusual deer hunting is found in Florida’s vast 
Everglades marshes. For this, you need special ve- 
hicles designed to travel wilderness swamps and 
marshes. Such equipment, with guides, may be 
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rented in the Fort Lauderdale-Miami area, in Dade 
and Broward counties. The game commission lists 
seven licensed hunting guides in these counties, but 
you can hunt anywhere in Florida without a guide. 


Tennessee expects this deer season to be tops for all 
time. Under the intensive stocking, management, and 
protection program, Tennessee’s whitetail kill has been 
increasing for the past decade. The total take in 1949 
was 113; in 1957 season it reached a record 2,730. 

Though hunting has improved statewide, the best 
regions for bucks and does (where does are allowed) 
lie within management areas. At Tellico, in 1949, only 
75 bucks were brought in, but last year the kill there 
was 376, including both bucks and does. In Central 
Peninsula only 79 deer were taken in 1950, but 1,365 
were killed last season by both gunners and archers. 
Central Peninsula also had the largest hunter success 
ratio, one in three. 


Alabama’s best areas for deer, according to 
Charles D. Kelley of the state’s Department of Con- 
servation, are in Clarke, Choctaw, Baldwin, Wash- 
ington, Monroe, Mobile, Marengo, Sumter, and Greene 
counties, but most successful hunting in these areas 
is done on private lands, Arrangements to hunt must 
be made with the landowners. “Good public hunting 
areas are in Bankhead, Oakmulgee, Choccolocco, and 
Conecuh National Forests,” he adds. “Hunts in these 
areas are managed. Largest deer last year came from 
Randolph and Pickens counties, and from managed 
hunts in Bankhead National Forest.” 


Rod Amundson of North Carolina’s Wildlife Re- 
sources Commission says reports indicate deer herds 
are increasing in most parts of his state. Gunners are 
looking forward to a record kill. 

“The most successful deer hunting will be done on 
wildlife management areas,’”’ he says. ‘Three of these 
should produce outstanding kills—the Uwharrie, near 
Albemarle, Sandhills area near Aberdeen, and Holly 
Shelter, east of Wilmington. Managed hunts will be 
conducted in the western national forests. On the more 
popular areas, advance permits will be required. In- 
formation on these management sites may be secured 
from the commission, Box 2919, Raleigh.” 

Good private-land deer hunting is found along the 
Roanoke River, but much of the better range is con- 
trolled by private clubs. General distribution of deer 
is in the mountain and coastal plain regions of the 
state, while in the Piedmont, deer are found only on 
management areas. 

Fulten Lovell, Director of Georgia’s Game and Fish 


Commission, tells me that some of the best deer hunt- 
ing in his state centers around Long, Liberty, McIntosh, 
and Camden counties, with Camden the top spot. Most 
deer hunting in this area is done with dogs. 


»No deer hunting with dogs is allowed in 
Georgia’s middle and upper counties. Lovell recem- 
mends the Piedmont Game Management Area and 
the Blue Ridge Management Area for trophy deer. 
Because of an over-population problem in the Blue 
Ridge area, regulations this year give gunners the 
choice of either a buck or doe. 


In South Carolina, Eddie Finlay of the Wildlife Re- 
sources Department reports that the 10 coastal coun- 
ties constitute the state’s best deer country. Known 
as the Low Country, much of the region is patterned 
in swamps, pine forest, and palmetto thickets, all nat- 
ural deer habitat. 

He also suggests the counties southeast of Columbia, 
along Edisto River, and Lakes Marion and Moultrie. 

Juanita Mahaffey, editor of Oklahoma Wildlife, be- 
lieves the counties which produced the largest kills there 
last season will be best bets again this season. Here 
they are, with the total kills for each: Atoka, 152; 
Cherokee, 198; Cimarron, 28; Comanche, 50; Dela- 
ware, 56; Latimer, 35; LeFlore, 40; McCurtain, 187; 
Muskogee, 49; Pittsburg, 118, and Pushmataha, 126. 

St. Clair Thompson of Mississippi’s Game and Fish 
Commission says the state’s deer herd is continuing to 
show a good increase. Last season, more than 4,000 
successful deer hunters were checked. 

“The Wildlife Management Areas,” he states, “are 
probably the best bets for nonresident deer hunters.” 


Virginia’s deer population is estimated at 
more than 300,000 animals. Last season, hunters 
harvested 22,000. Best counties were listed for two 
sections: Charles City, New Kent, and South Hamp- 
ton, in eastern Virginia; Shenandoah, Buckingham, 
Augusta, Rockbridge, Bath, and Frederick, west of 
the Blue Ridge. Top counties were Augusta and 
Shenandoah. 


Texas hunters claim that the Hill Country west of 
San Antonio, and those counties lying along the Rio 
Grande in the extreme southern tip of the state, provide 
top buck hunting. 

Hotspots for deer in Louisiana are said to be along 
the Mississippi River parishes, especially in Madison 
and Tensas, generally north and northwest of Alexan- 
dria, and north and south of the Red River.

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yg Hunt Without Hunters 


OOK for the biggest and most successful elk hunt in 

the United States to be staged this winter in Yel- 

lowstone National Park. But sportsmen won’t be able 
to get in on it. 

Here’s the story. As things stand now, the park’s 
northern herd numbers around 9,000. Biologists esti- 
mate that the available range, already badly scarred 
by overgrazing, should carry only 5,000 for at least the 
next five years to give vegetation a chance to come 
back, That means the herd should be reduced by 4,000 
head between now and spring, if conditions permit. 
But because national park regulations prohibit hunting 
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of any kind, the thinning will have to be done by park 
rangers. 


» Just how many elk will be shot in the park de- 
pends on the harvest by hunters in the Gardiner and 
Gallatin areas in Montana, immediately north of 
Yellowstone, where the season is now open, If severe 
weather should push the herd outside the park 
boundary in time, resulting in a heavy kill in those 
areas, the butchering job in the park will be reduced 
accordingly.

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In the Gardiner area, the season opened October 5 
and will close November 23, but will be reopened later 
if enough elk migrate in. This is the notorious “firing 
line” where disgusted sportsmen tell you that you don’t 
need a gun to get an elk—you need running shoes. 
Often so many hunters fire at an animal that nobody 
knows who killed it, and the first to reach it claims it. 
Hunters have taken as many as 6,000 a year in this 
area when the migration was heavy. 

The season opened in the Gallatin area October 5 and 
will stay open until closed by the Montana Fish and 
Game Commission. In the past, this area has seen kills 
as high as 1,000 a year. 

But the Montana seasons were a bust last year be- 
cause of mild weather, and only 50 elk were taken. If 
it’s mild again this year Yellowstone Park officials will 
just have to shoot as many as they can of the 4,000 
surplus elk between now and spring, and it isn’t likely 
they’ll get it all done. Most of the meat will go to In- 
dian agencies and tribes. 

Past efforts to reduce the herd haven’t been too suc- 
cessful. In the fall of 1955 it numbered 13,500. Hunters 
in Montana killed 3,900 that year, and park rangers 
accounted for another 2,000 during the winter. By No- 
vember of 1956 the herd stood at 8,300. Hunters took 
only 345 that fall; rangers shot 700 and live-trapped 225. 

Last winter’s herd-thinning program flopped badly 
because of mild weather and light snow. Rangers shot 
536, trapped none. That’s why the herd built up again. 


Many sportsmen will argue that hunters 
should be given a chance to do the shooting. But 
Park Service people say that if a national park were 
thrown open to hunting of any kind, even in an 
emergency, a precedent would be set that would un- 
dermine one of the basic purposes of the national 
park system, to say nothing of the problem of decid- 
ing who would get the 4,000 elk licenses. 


Certainly it would be nice if licensed sportsmen could 
take the surplus elk under proper regulations and safe- 
guards, Park rangers don’t enjoy the job, and park 
officials resort to shooting only when all other methods 
of herd thinning fail. 

The surplus elk are not live-trapped and used for 
stocking purposes because few states want elk for 
stocking. The Park Service will supply live-trapped elk 
to any state that will take them, for a trapping fee of 
$5 per animal, but there aren’t many takers. 


Wilderness Fight 


N° wilderness, roadless area, park, or hunting and 
fishing land is ever permanently safe from en- 
croachment. 

Even when the land is set aside in public ownership, 
and sportsmen feel sure it will stay that way forever, 
exploiters who see a chance to make a buck are waiting 
to reach for it. The threat of logging, mining, grazing, 
or power development always hangs over it. A hot 
dispute boiling up now in Michigan proves the point. 

Fifteen years ago, after a long uphill fight led by a 
handful of Michigan sportsmen and outdoor writers, 
but warmly supported in the final stages by prominent 
conservationists, the Michigan Conservation Depart- 
ment paid $1,000,000 for 58,000 acres of roadless forest 
in Porcupine Mountains on shore of Lake Superior. 


pit is a beautiful chunk of rugged wilderness 
near the west end of the upper peninsula, the last of 
its kind in the Midwest. It contains the finest moun- 
tain scenery between the Adirondacks and the Black 
Hills, good fishing lakes, brawling rivers with a heavy 
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spring run of rainbows, a sizable population of deer, 
grouse, and other game, and the biggest stand of 
virgin northern hardwood forest left in the United 
States. Covering 45,000 acres, this forest has never 
known ax or fire. 


The biggest roadless state park in the country, the 
area is open to hunting and fishing, with development 
limited to border roads, a trail system, camping shel- 
ters, and an outstanding ski area. The Porcupine Moun- 
tain wilderness is now on the way to becoming a top 
outdoor area in a state where the tourist and hunting 
and fishing industry is second only to the auto industry 
as an income producer. 

But a while back two big mining companies filed ap- 
plication with the conservation commission for a permit 
to take low-grade copper ore from 900 acres in the 
heart of the park, and from 5,200 acres of submerged 
land offshore in Lake Superior. 

The issue is a thorny one, since the commission is 
legally responsible for the state’s mineral resources 
and their use, as well as for its forests, waters, parks, 
game, and fish. The problem is made tougher by the 
fact that, though the state owns the copper involved 
in this application, on some 65 percent of the park lands 
Michigan owns surface rights only. The mineral rights 
belong to former owners, and on these lands mining 
could begin at any time with no authorization needed 
from anybody. It’s known that other mining interests 
are just marking time before going ahead with plans 
for some of these lands. Meanwhile, the battle rages. 

Those who favor permitting the mining activity 
say it would mean millions in payroll and other income. 
The mining companies talk of a $100,000,000 project. 
Outsiders call that an extremely optimistic view, but 
a poll probably would show that a majority of local 
people around the park favor the mining. They are 
looking to immediate profits rather than long-range 
benefits. 


On the other side are sportsmen and conserva- 
tionists, solidly lined up to keep the Porcupine wil- 
derness the way it is for the sake of present and 
future generations. One thing is clear. If mining is 
permitted, with roads, smelters, company towns, 
slag piles and smoke, docks and power plants, the 
wilderness goes down the drain, There’s a possi- 
bility, too, that huge quantities of copper wastes 
would be dumped into Lake Superior. 


The seven-man conservation commission hasn’t yet 
acted on the application, but it shows signs of being 
divided on the question. It has met in the park, looked 
the situation over, and asked Michigan State University 
and the Michigan Economic Development Department 
to make detailed surveys of the present and future im- 
portance of tourist business and copper mining to the 
upper peninsula. It’s a safe bet that if the commission 
turns down the application the mining interests will 
try again, either in the legislature or the governor’s 
office, or both. The controversy promises to last for 
a spell. 

Michigan United Conservation Clubs, the state’s big 
sportsman federation, numbering 275 groups with more 
than 50,000 members, has pledged a last-ditch fight 
against any commercial encroachment on the park. 
The Izaak Walton League, Michigan Audubon Society, 
and just about every other conservation organization 
in the state, plus a large majority of outdoor writers, 
are standing firmly with them. 

The latest move to keep things as they are has been 
the formation of a Porcupine Mountains Wilderness 
Association at 419 S. Walnut, Lansing, Mich.

stomach as our outboard motor- 

boat, a clinker-built 16-footer, 
drew closer to Westport Bar, one of 
the roughest passageways to the Pa- 
cific along the Washington coast. The 
swells around us were becoming higher 
and stronger, recalling to me some of 
the ominous tales I’d heard about this 
funnellike inlet at Westport, a pictur- 
esque fishing village at the mouth of 
Grays Harbor, some 135 miles south- 
west of Seattle. I'd heard of the wicked 
rip tides, of unpredictable sneaker 
waves big enough to overturn com- 
mercial-size fishing boats, of numerous 
small craft rescues by the Coast Guard 
and private boats, and of the many 
drownings. 

“Never try to leave or enter the 
harbor in a small boat during ebb tide,” 
warned one saimon moocher whose ad- 
vice was backed by nearly 50 years of 
fishing the Pacific Northwest Coast. 
“Ebb tides are the worst; waters from 
miles around pile up at the bar. Some- 
times the rips are so dangerous that 
even yacht-size vessels have to stand 
off and wait for a change of tide.’ 

But Wendell Fox, my fishing partner, 
didn’t seem to be sharing my uneasy 
thoughts. Wen puffed at his curved 
pipe with composure, and his eyes 


B stomac as fluttered in my 
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twinkled when he said, ‘““‘We’ll bounce a 
bit when we cross the bar, but it won’t 
amount to much. Outside it’ll be like 
a millpond. This is one of the calmer 
days.” 

But I became dubious a few minutes 
later when I looked seaward and saw 
the channel mouth. It looked like a 
mean stretch of water. Wild seas were 
running, crashing over a stone jetty 
with such violence that it was almost 
hidden by white spray. And the waves 
around our boat were rollers no longer; 
they were steeper, stronger, and more

numerous, with savage rips among 
them. 

But Wen, undisturbed, reduced th 
throttle and steered ahead confident: 
Though high walls of green loomed 
around us, causing the boat to pitch, 
lurch, and shake, she lifted cleanly 
every time, sliding over the crests 
smoothly until, all at once, we were 
clear of the bar. The long, easy swells 
of the open Pacific were a welcome 
relief. 

“Easy going today,’’ Wen said, smil- 
ing. “We didn’t ship a drop of water 
Now we can start fishing.” 

“Is that Buoy 8?’ I asked, studying 
a large black cylinder off port. 

“Yes,” said Wen, cutting the engine. 
“Lots of big chinooks have been landed 
around her. Let’s bait up. Do you pre- 
fer plug-cut or spinner baits?” 

“I like spinners,” I said. 

“Spinners have done best by me out 
here,” he replied, producing a _ keen, 
thin-bladed knife. “I'll try one.” 

We had on board fresh whole herring 
ranging between 6 and 9 in. These, 
which appeal strongly to ocean-feeding 
Pacific salmon, are probably the most 
popular offshore bait. Some moochers 
fish them whole, others remove their 
heads with a slanting stroke of the 
knife for plug-cut baits, and still others 
















offer them as spinners—long triangu- 
lar fillets sliced from their sides. Wen 
skillfully removed spinners from two 
herring and handed one to me. I rigged 
it to a 3/0 single hook and studied its 
action by drawing it through the water 
alongside. It looked fine. 

After testing his own bait, Wen 
started the motor and jockeyed the boat 
into position for our first run. We were 
going to motor-mooch, a comparatively 
new technique which has grown so pop- 
ular along these offshore salmon waters 
that it has virtually replaced the old 
system of trolling with large spoons and 
plugs on heavy gear. Aside from allow- 
ing anglers the fun of catching salmon 
with lighter tackle, motor-mooching 
also gets more and larger fish 

“Ready ?”’ asked Wen, satisfied with 
the boat’s position. “Drop your spinner 
over the side. I'll run mine over the 
stern. About 50 ft. of line ought to do 
. 

I paid out about that much line on 
the starboard side, and the spinne1 
went down nicely with only 2 oz. of 
sinker. Then I set the reel on click and 
waited. While we inched along, I saw 
a fisherman in one of the several othe1 
boats around us hook into what looked 
like a heavy fish. 

We'd been underway only a few min- 
utes when something tugged on my 
line. Tensing, I held off until the fish 
struck again, then set the hook with a 
hefty upthrust of the rod. Its tip bent 
with little jerks, and the reel buzzed 
as line eased through the guides. I let 
about 15 ft. of line move past the tip, 
thumbed the reel, and pulled back hard 
Again the reel buzzed as line ran out, 
faster this time. 

Wen killed the engine and reeled in 
his line. I stood up, braced myself 
against the swells, and prepared for 
a fight. But the fish stopped running at 
almost the same time. Puzzled, I dipped 
and cranked, gaining line. No matter 
how hard I tried to spur him, the fish 
simply wouldn't start off again 

“I’m afraid you've hooked a bottom 
fish,” said Wen sadly, studying the per- 
pendicular angle of my line. “Probably 
a ling cod or a sea bass.” 

Soon I pumped in a 10-lb. ling cod 

We'll keep him for the table,”’ Wen 
said. “This time let out a few yards 
less line. You dropped your bait too 
low.” 


i, next motor-mooching operation 
was scarcely under way when some- 
thing heavy socked Wen’s bait, sending 
his rod tip into a crazy dance. Wen 
hauled back and hung on, not reeling, 
letting the pull of the unslackened boat 
and the rod’s whipping action do the 
fighting. His reel protested loudly as 
the fish, moving faster into the tide, 
tore off line. 

“This is a chinook,’’ Wen said ex- 
citedly. “Reel in and take over the 
motor. We may have to follow him.” 

The chinook eased up after he'd 
dragged out about 300 ft. of line, but 
Wen had plenty of work to do. The fish 
stopped running to bore deep, where he 
held his ground stubbornly. Slowly, 
Wen wound and pumped, gaining and 
losing, always poised for the next run.

Do Brown Bears Attack?

I’ve met 402 of them, interviewed 81, and I think I know the answer to that 


Strength showed in every square inch of him, 

and in every move he made. His eight-foot 
height gave him a decisive advantage over me, and I 
didn’t like the sound of his grinding teeth. 

Without a doubt he controlled my immediate destiny. 
“I’m safe for this second,’’ I remember thinking, “be- 
cause he can’t hurt me without getting closer.” 

Suddenly the great jaws snapped shut, and without 
another sound the bear dropped to all fours. He sniffed 


H E STOOD quite still, giving me a long, hard look. 


the air without moving. Still testing the air, he took a 
few steps straight toward me, then stopped, uncertain, 
and started edging to his left, walking in a crablike 
fashion that allowed him to face me at a quartering 
angle while still moving. After going about 20 feet, he 
stood up again. I could plainly see his nose wriggling 
as it searched the air for my scent. 

He dropped to all fours again, and moved a few feet 
farther. Suddenly he stiffened, and his head came up. 
He gave a tremendous Whoof!, and then crashed away 
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When he can’t get my scent, cautious brownie stops, eases back. Retreating

noisily into the dense surrounding undergrowth. 

Interview No. 1 was over. 

I sat down sharply on a grass hummock and started 
breathing again. My mind was blank. Then questions 
began to come. 

I had just encountered my first Alaska brown bear. 
Our meeting place was at the head of Port Frederick on 
Chichagof Island in southeastern Alaska. 

To study the big brownies was one of the main rea- 
sons I’d come to Alaska—to learn about the big fellows’ 
habits, characteristics, and temperaments. 

Had this first one been about to charge me? Was he 
big for a brown bear? Was it the man smell that had 
frightened him off? 

I got up and pushed into the brush on the bear’s 
trail. I wanted to measure his tracks. He’d gone across 
a snowbank and through soft mud, and here I found 
good prints, unmarred by slipping. Measurement of the 
prints completed all research on bear No. 1 in a project 
that started more than 12 years ago and is still going on. 

My interest in guns, cameras, and wild animals goes 
back as far as my memory. With animals, this interest 
seemed to increase in direct ratio to the animal’s size 
and reputation for ferocity. I felt a special interest in 
the big bears. 

In the beginning, my observation of bears was infor- 
mal and had little more purpose than to satisfy my 
curiosity and give me the pleasure of seeing, stalking, 
and photographing them, and occasionally hunting one 
with rifle for meat or trophy. As time went on, however, 
and I heard more about the bears and saw more of them 
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in the wilds, I began to notice that much information 
given and accepted was based on what I considered 
hearsay. 

I started asking many more questions about the bears 
when talking to old-time Alaskans. I remember particu- 
larly a conversation with one. 

“Are there many big bears around here,” I asked, 
“and are they as fierce as many people think?” 

“There’s quite a few,” he answered, ‘and they’re 
plenty mean.” 

“Tf I run onto one in the woods, is he likely to take 
after me?’ 

“T’ll tell you, son,” he answered positively. ‘One out 
of every two will come after you.” 

‘You've probably seen lots of ’em,” I said. 

“No, I don’t get out in the woods much. But one of 
my wife’s cousins knew an old guide up in the interior 
years ago, and he told me a lot about them.” 

In another discussion I was told, “Any time a bear 
stands up, look out! He’s going to come for you.” 


hat’s been your experience?” I asked. 
“T’ve seen a few of ’em all right,” was the answer. 

These were typical. I asked the same question of 15 
people and got 15 different answers ranging from, ‘‘One 
out of two will charge,” to ‘Leave them alone and 
they’ll leave you alone.’’ I had read that one out of 10 
bears seen in the wilds will charge on sight. 

At about this time something happened that was as 
revealing as it was incredible. A party of men had gone 
to the head of a bay one Sunday to fish for trout at the 
mouth of a river. When they returned that evening, 
they were an excited group. 

“Boy, did we almost get it!” one of them exclaimed. 

“What happened ?” asked the nearest man. 
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“Bear charge ya?” asked another. 

“Seventeen shots with a .30/30 it took to kill that 
brute,” said the man who'd done the shooting. 

“A big one?” 

“About 1,500 or 1,600 pounds, I'd say.”’ 

Here, I thought, was an excellent chance to get first- 
hand information. It’s not often that you get all these 
witnesses to an actual charge. 

Later, I saw the rifleman alone and asked him, “Was 
the bear running toward you when you started shoot- 
ing?” 

“He was standing up, measuring the distance from 
him to us,”’ he answered. ‘‘There was no time to waste.” 

“Where were you?” 

“We were fishing off the high bank on this side. The 
bear was standing by the big log and grass hump just 
on the other side.” 

“Did you hit him 17 times?” I asked. 

“Well, you can’t miss anything as big as one of them 
boys.” 

“Did he have a good hide ?” 

“IT didn’t go near him. Can’t tell when they might be 
playing possum.” 

A few days later I had some time off. In an outboard- 
powered boat, I went to the head of the bay. I measured 
the distance from the place where the men had been to 
where the bear had stood. It was 57 yards. 

The bear lay dead—nearly 200 yards from his origi- 
nal position. He apparently had run toward the nearest 
timber, rather than toward the man with the .30/30. 
His line of flight was roughly at right angles to the 
line of shooting. 

The carcass was bloated, and the skin drawn tight, 
making bullet holes easy to see. I examined the body 
carefully, rolling it over with a short pole. Only two 


bullets had touched the bear. One had gone through the 
tip of his nose; the other had broken his neck. 

Looking the bear over and comparing him with the 
many black bears, deer, and other game I had weighed, 
it was hard to believe he was heavier than 650 pounds. 

After that, however, all you had to do was mention 
bears around the cannery, in neighboring villages, or on 
fishing boats to hear how a man had to shoot a charging 
1,600-pound brownie 17 times with a .30/30 to kill it, 
and even then had escaped death by a narrow margin. 

So far I hadn’t learned much about bears, but I’d 
learned something about men, and I hadn’t come to 
Alaska to study men. If I wanted facts, apparently I had 
to get them first-hand. That’s when I decided to make 
a scientific project of my study. 


he next few days were spent making plans. I wanted 
the study to be as accurate as possible. So I de- 
cided first of all that every measurement must be made 
with a steel tape. Then I resolved that all facts would 
be written down, not trusted to memory. 

Measurements of tracks, strides, and distance be- 
tween the bear and me could be made with the tape. 
Things such as the bear’s temper, frame of mind, inten- 
tions, and rate of speed couldn’t be checked as accu- 
rately. But I could try to remain calm enough to make 
decent estimates. 

The main object of the study from now on would be 
to find out what percentage of bears would knowingly 
charge a human, and under what circumstances, 

Throughout the study, the word “charge’’ would be 
interpreted in the usual sense: a bear coming toward 
me to attack me with teeth and claws. 

In carrying out this study, I would get as close as 
possible to each bear, using (continued on page 92) 
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How to Hunt 


HERE WAS one day afield last November I'll al- 
['ways remember. It began the morning John Mox- 

ley, Louis Bohley, and I parked the station wagon 
in a winding farm lane and prepared to open our Ohio 
pheasant season. 

A heavy frost covered the countryside and gave its 
crew-cut fields a jeweled, glittering surface. The ground 
was frozen hard, and dry grass crunched underfoot. 
But an orange sun was rising in a clear blue sky. We 
would have the kind of weather we enjoy too seldom 
at this season in northern Ohio. 

Deedee, John’s gray-and-brown pointer, scouted a 
ragweed thicket ahead of us, then swung into a patch 
of wild sweet clover. Right in the center she stopped 
as suddenly as if she’d hit an invisible barrier. From 
almost under her nose, a rooster flushed frantically, 
cackling as it gained altitude. Then a hen and another 
rooster flushed in quick succession. All three birds 
were far out of range. 

John blew his whistle:and the dog reluctantly re- 
turned. The pointer almost seemed embarrassed as 
John spoke gently and scratched her head. Then he 
turned to Lou and me. “She’s a young one,” he ex- 
plained, ‘‘and sometimes a little too eager in the begin- 
ning. She’ll settle down. We'll have lively shooting 
this morning.” 

We surely did. Following a narrow strip of stubble 
that had been cultivated on a contour, the dog criss- 
crossed methodically ahead of us. We'd traveled less 
than 100 yards when the dog hesitated, swung around, 
and stopped. 

“Steady,” John called as the dog inched forward and 
then stopped again. To me he said, “‘Get up there and 
take that bird.” 

When I was 15 feet from the dog, a pheasant burst 
into the air. I’ve hunted ringnecks from Korea to the 
Dakotas, but that sudden, noisy flush never fails to 
startle me. I missed this one completely with the first 
barrel, but recovered in time to fold it with the second. 

Deedee shifted slightly when I commanded, “Fetch!”, 
but still she held the point. “Fetch!’’ I repeated, and 
that was exactly when another rooster flushed just be- 
hind me. I was too surprised to raise my double— 
which was empty anyway—but Louis Bohley caught 
the bird right in the center of his pattern. Then Deedee 
fetched both birds without any instructions at all. 

That was the pattern for our entire hunt, and for as 
spectacular a bit of dog work as too few sportsmen ever 
see. We had our limits before noon. 

While working back to the car with heavy hunting 
coats, we watched several pheasants enter a field of 
heavy cover. On three sides the cover field was bounded 
by tracts of nearly bare land seeded with winter wheat. 
On the fourth side the cover field joined a brushy wood- 
lot. 

John was about to send Deedee into the cover just 
for the extra workout, but then we spotted another

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Hunters must learn to cope with running pheasants. We’re breeding a race of 


group of hunters coming that way. Plenty of birds in 
there, we called out to them, but to this day they prob- 
ably think we were joking. Hunting side by side direct- 
ly toward the woodlot, they failed to flush a single 
pheasant. 

“What happened to the birds?” I asked. 

“They’re probably in the next county, by now,” John 
Moxley answered. “You just watched one of the worst 
mistakes a pheasant hunter can make, especially when 
hunting without dogs. You should always, and I mean 
always, hunt toward sparse cover rather than toward 
heavy cover as that party did.” 

“There were enough birds in there for a couple of 
limits,” Louis added. “But they just ran ahead into 
the woods. If those men had hunted in the opposite 
direction, the birds would have been pushed out against 
a bare field, and a lot of them would have hidden there 
and flushed in range rather than run into the open 
wheat land.” 

If any men are qualified to give advice on the subject, 
Moxley and Bohley would be high on the list. Together 
they represent almost half a century of managing, 
raising, studying, and hunting pheasants. Moxley has 
made a profession out of ringnecks. He owns the Hill 
’n Dale Farm, a model hunting preserve near Medina, 
Ohio, where a sportsman can enjoy completely natural 
pheasant shooting with pen-raised birds. 

Bohley is the state’s game warden in Medina County. 
Like a busman on a holiday, he spends his spare time 
at three pursuits—teaching gun safety to all the young- 
sters in his community, preaching the gospel of con- 
servation, and hunting pheasants. 

Both Moxley and Bohley believe that we have inad- 
vertently created a “different” breed of pheasants 
through the years. “They’d rather run than fly now- 
adays,” John explains. ‘Every fall we shoot a lot of 
birds that have a strong tendency to escape by flying. 
Most of the runners survive. So we've bred a strain 
with more inclination to escape on foot. A hunter 
should keep this in mind.” 


The pheasant was brought to this country from China 
and neighboring provinces, Though there were some 
earlier experiments with small plantings of birds, the 
first major success with Chinese ringnecks was in Ore- 
gon’s Willamette Valley. A few dozen pheasants re- 
leased there in 1881-’82 did so remarkably well that 10 
years later Oregon gunners harvested at least a quarter 
of a million of the big birds in one shooting season. 

From the 1800’s on, pheasants were planted all over 
the country. They have gained a solid hold in all but 
the hot and humid Southern and Southeastern states. 
Today pheasants furnish more action for more gunners 
than any other gamebird in America, 

As more of the nation’s wildlife biologists study them 
every year, more interesting information on pheasants 
becomes available. Sportsmen can benefit from much 
of it. In many Eastern and Midwestern states, for ex- 
ample, 75 to 90 percent of all birds bagged are shot on 
opening day. A surprisingly large percentage of these 
are taken the first hour. Every experienced hunter has 
seen how the birds seem to vanish after the first big 
onslaught. 

Other investigations have shown that in many areas 
hunters fail to harvest enough pheasants to keep the 
proper balance of pheasant population and available 
food and range. Bill Hendershot, the chief of game 
management in Ohio, says: “Our season, and most 
seasons elsewhere, could be longer, and we could stand 
bigger bag limits, too. We may be killing our pheasants 
with kindness instead of by hunting. This is waste; it 
doesn't put meat in the freezer and it doesn’t give our 
hunters as much sport as they deserve.”’ 

Hendershot’s idea, essentially, is to harvest more 
roosters. A ratio of one cock pheasant to each 10 hens 
will assure a successful breeding season, for pheasants 
are about as polygamous as barnyard chickens. The 
extra cock pheasants left on a given range after the 
hunting season will spend the winter competing with 
hens for the available food, perhaps starving out hens 
that would otherwise lay those golden eggs next spring.

So, strange as it sounds, we might have more pheas- 
ants to shoot if we shot more pheasants. Laws in most 
states protect hen pheasants from gunners. The roost- 
ers, by outwitting and outrunning a lot of hunters, ade- 
quately protect themselves. Our ringneck hunters 
should be more skillful than they are. 

“Best way to be a better pheasant hunter,” Moxley 
invariably says, “is to use a well-trained dog. The 
pheasant dog should be a slow, deliberate worker that 
will stay close to the gunner. German shorthaired 
pointers have all the necessary qualities. Brittany and 
springer spaniels are fine too. Some Labradors are good 
on pheasants, and nowadays they’re even using beagles 
to trail running birds. Properly trained, these little 
fellows could really add something to the game.” 

More than a week after that opening day last fall, I 
was hunting again with John Moxley and Rudy Fodor, 
a hunting guide. The area we selected had fine pheasant 
cover, but it had been heavily hunted. The birds were 
wild and were running ahead of us like jackrabbits. 

One rooster, probably an old veteran, stayed in front 
of us for a quarter of a mile. Then it circled to get in 
back of us. The dog kept making half-points, but it 
never would freeze. Finally it pinned the bird at a 
point where a strip of sorghum bordered on a strip of 
mowed ground. John flushed the bird and clobbered it 
with the first barrel. 

This old rooster wasn’t finished, though. It was 
sprinting at top speed the second it hit the ground and 
the dog caught it almost 100 yards away. Without the 
dog, we wouldn’t even have known that bird existed. 
In fact, we wouldn’t have bagged a pheasant all day 
without the dog’s help. 

On the way back to the car Rudy told me, “I’ve seen 
hunters without dogs lose pheasants wholesale. Unless 
they're killed clean in the air, pheasants will be run- 
ning the second they touch the ground. And the aver- 
age hunter might as well try to run down a cotton- 
tail. A dog has to hustle to catch a rooster with 
a broken wing.” (continued on page 111)

Float a Crooked Creek 


He hauls proof he knows how to make creek-fishing produce 
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We had fabulous bass fishing new 
even to Louisiana’s bayou anglers

into the fallen treetop. Just as the hurtling craft 

struck, I gave an extra dig with the paddle, leaned 
backward over the stern until I was parallel with the 
water, and did my best to watch for cottonmouths as we 
crashed through the barrier. The spray of broken twigs 
had hardly settled before Perk dropped his top-water 
lure against the bank downstream, replacing his dis- 
lodged cap with his other hand. 

A bass took it instantly, and I straightened the boat 
in the current. Spotted bass aren’t noted for their acro- 
batics, and, true to type, this one bored deep. But Perk 
cranked and brought him back up. The fish finally 
jumped near us and with exact timing Perk turned the 
leap for freedom into a jump into the boat. 

“T still say that’s no way to treat a bass,” I said. 

“Jump ‘em in the boat or you lose nine out of 10,” 
chuckled my partner, slipping the pounder into the live 
well. “There’s no time to net or play them in this 
water.” 

He was right, of course. I was just a bit put out be- 
cause he was catching three fish to my one, and had 
been for two days. 

Carroll Perkins and I were float-fishing in Louisiana's 
bayou country, and I was getting my first taste of a 
fantastically productive brand of fishing that’s little 
known even to local residents, Fast-water floating in 
Louisiana? Sounds strange, but it’s true. My first hour’s 
stint on the paddle ruled out the “‘placid bayou” myth. 

Louisiana is great fishing country, with more than 
7,000 square miles of water area within it. It is flat 
country. There are countless backwater lakes, sloughs, 
brakes, and bayous, but there are creeks too. Lively 
streams descend swiftly from the rolling pine hills of the 
parishes east of the Mississippi River, and from the 
uplands of extreme western Louisiana. They twist and

turn, spreading out and then rushing through narrow 
gaps. Where they rush they’re sometimes so swift you 
can’t paddle upstream against them. 

They also offer bass, the scrappy spotted bass that’s 
our smallmouth. Some anglers have averaged a limit 
per day—15 bass—for 20 years. Yet most of the creek 
fish die of old age. 

This fishing is for he-men only. There are no comfort- 
able chairs to fish from, no guides to maneuver a 17- 
foot john boat, make camp, and cook. There are no 
boats. You bring your own. 

I first learned about this creek fishing, and first met 
Carroll Perkins, while I was fishing my way through 
college. That was a dozen years ago, when he was sen- 
ior wildlife biologist for the Louisiana game depart- 
ment. But it wasn’t until last December that I got my 
first personal acquaintance with Perk’s specialty. 

A professional outdoorsman, Perk has degrees in for- 
estry and wildlife management, and his schooling is well 
implemented by a rugged constitution, amiable disposi- 


tion, and a well-developed sense of humor. After 16 
years with the state game department, he left it last 
year to go into the pine-seed business. 

We'd planned this float trip in July, to take place 
whenever Perk could make it, and it was now mid-De- 
cember. The temperature was 29 

Perk lives in Natalbany, 40 miles east of Baton 
Rouge, and it was past sundown when I completed the 
225-mile drive from my home in Natchitoches. 

I knew I'd arrived when I heard the various sounds 
of a Labrador, a beagle, a Chesapeake, an otter, and 
six assorted-size smaller Perkinses. 

For an hour or so, we kept abreast of Gwen—Mrs. 
Perkins—as she fried fish. Then we got down to the 
business at hand. 

“What’s the program for tomorrow ?” I asked, wiping 
the crumbs away. 

“We'd better fish the Tchefuncte,” Perk drawled. 
“Tom, my oldest boy, and I sampled the Tickfaw this 
morning.

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Deep South 
Deer Run 


We box up the deer, then drive them out 
with hounds. Sounds like a sure thing, 
but it doesn’t always turn out that way

known to go through a season 
without getting his buck. Hear- 
ing other deer hunters talk, I some- 
times feel singled out by fate in 
suffering this humiliation, even 
though statistics of my native state, 
Tennessee, indicate that only a small 
minority of those who go deer hunt- 
ing there actually get deer. 
Seeking better odds, I went to the 
swamps of southern Alabama and 
found something that happens once 


L: A DEER HUNTER who's been 
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in a while—a deer season in which 
swampland deer are driven out of 
the swamps by high water and are 
concentrated on higher ground. 
Plenty of deer—deer hopping around 
thick as grasshoppers. This season, 
I felt, I had it made. Or did I? One 
thing was sure, with the aid of my 
friends John Chason and Thomas 
Earle, who’d invited me to hunt with 
them, I’d got into an interesting 
deer-hunting situation. 

John Chason and I took a stand

together. This was a little extra 
sociable for deer hunting, but I had 
my reasons. In Deep South deer 
hunting with hounds there are cer- 
tain places, certain thickets, clear- 
ings, spots along a fence, that deer 
will cross. An experienced hunter 
can pick one of these where deer are 
likely to run. But only one who’s 
had experience hunting the same ter- 
rain year after year can select a 
stand where deer are sure to run. 
John has this intimate local experi- 
ence, and when he invited me to 
share his stand I took him up on it. 
Deer were concentrated here in 
Thomas Earle’s timber tracts, and it 
could happen that John and I would 
both get our bucks from the one 
stand. 

On this drive there were perhaps 
20 hunters, and they were divided 
into standers and drivers. The stand- 
ers were deployed along three sides 
of a quadrangle, carefully out of 
buckshot range of each other, but 
close enough so a deer wouldn’t be 
able to get through without coming 
under somebody’s gun. The line of 
drivers made up the fourth side. The 
drivers had a dozen or more hounds, 
making up two or three packs. The 
deer were hemmed in, but good, you 
might think. The drivers come 
through, the hounds get on the heels 
of a buck and tell what direction he’s 
going, and you just murder him. Or 
do you? 

Two shots were fired in rapid suc- 
cession. “That,” said John, “is 
Thomas Earle’s signal for the drive 
to begin.” 

We tiptoed a few feet apart and 
stood each with his back against a 
pine, to avoid making an outline. 
This is a good enough blind for deer 
hunting, especially when the deer 
are being run with dogs and their 
attention is distracted by what is 
pursuing them. 

In a few minutes the drivers were 
whooping and hollering to scare the 
bucks out of hiding. Hounds, in 
groups or singly, started to strike 
trails and open up, some running hot. 

Presently a pack of hounds, 
screaming and clamoring behind deer 
they'd jumped, began coming toward 
John and me. John cut his eyes at 
me with a gleam of elation. The ex- 
citement had begun to build. 

Off in the direction of a logging 
road along which standers were 
strung, we heard two shots. Then, 
after an interval, there was another 
shot, probably the finishing-off shot 
of a buck brought down by the first

two charges of buckshot. From an- 
other direction came a couple more 
shots. We were really slaughtering 
deer—or were we? 

The chase came toward us, closer 
and closer. Whatever was going to 
happen would happen soon. 

Then we heard a stealthy sound 
in the thicket right in front of us. I 
raised my shotgun almost to shoot- 
ing position, with my thumb on the 
safety. I saw that John, too, had 
his gun ready to pop to his shoulder. 

This form of deer hunting is hunt- 
ing with action, with none of the 
cold and tedious monotony of still- 
hunting. It is also an occasion of 
sociability and good fellowship. It 
is the old-time American way, still 
practiced in the Deep South where 
swamps provide such dense cover

for deer that it is also the practical 
way. The land is flat, so rifles aren’t 
permitted for fear a high-powered 


bullet will reach on through the 
brush past a deer to another hunter. 
Buckshot is the permissible ammuni- 
tion, and sometimes rifled slugs. 

Thomas Earle owns the planta- 
tion, inherited from his ancestors, 
where we were hunting. Paper mills 
had come to the region and Thomas’ 
generation had given up farming to 
become land and timber dealers, 
growers of trees, for the southc~n 
Alabama paper mills. Thomas and 
his brother-in-law, John Chason, a 
lawyer of Bay Minette, were partners 
in the hunting and fishing of Thom- 
as’ lands. John had invited me, and 
Thomas made me welcome. 

The region in which we were hunt- 
ing lies north of Mobile. It is called 
simply the River Swamp. It is rough- 
ly 15 miles wide and 50 miles long, 
and the heart of it is at the conflu- 
ence of the Alabama and Tombigbee 
Rivers. It is overflow swamp, which 
is to say that for most of the year 
it is high and dry. But most years, 
and some years twice, the rivers 
overflow and flood the land, a fact 
which has discouraged its being 
transformed into farmland. This 
makes it a great wilderness area, 
inhabited by wildlife. Deer increase 
in it and then spread into the timber- 
tract areas on surrounding higher 
ground. 

In flood times, the deer are tem- 
porarily driven out onto the piney 
ridges. They concentrate on the 
edges of the flood. When a flood 
coincides with hunting season, a 
deer hunt—such as this one—can be 
carried out under ideal conditions.

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We were hunting where there were 
many deer. During an intermission 
between drives, which were to go on 
for three days, I visited a neighbor- 
ing farm to see a sight everyone was 
talking about. There were some al- 
falfa fields there, and all day long 
deer grazed in them in herds—hun- 
dreds of deer. During the day the 
does and fawns spread over the fields 
like cattle in a pasture. Then late 
in the afternoon, just before dark, 
the bucks came slipping out of their 
hiding places to graze there. 

Only one or two persons lurked 
at the edges of the thickets to bush- 
whack the bucks appearing in the 
alfalfa. Everyone else preferred to 
take his chances on the drives, the 
way the deer-hunting game is tra- 
ditionally played in the region. 

Hunting with hounds has a quality 
all its own. In the South deerhounds 
are a matter of deep concern and are 
lovingly reared. They don’t require 
much training, for nearly any dog 
would rather run a deer than any- 
thing else. You want a good hound, 
but you’ve got to beware of one that 
has no sense about quitting a chase. 
You want one that will quit and 
come back after a while, so you can 
run another deer with him. 

Many deerhounds are culls from 
fox packs, or maybe coonhounds that 
refuse to be broken from running 
deer. Almost every deer hunter in 
the region has a few of these dogs 
of varying strains—black-and-tans, 
redbones, and even bloodhounds and 
beagles. Men who own no hunting 
land and who belong to no club, get 
to go deer hunting by maintaining 
packs of good deerhounds. A man 
with a good pack is invited to join

hunts everywhere, and he can pick 
and choose. 

When John and I heard that 
stealthy noise in the thicket, it 
meant just one thing—a buck. Does 
and fawns would have run out. It 
could only be a buck, pausing to 
listen and to test the wind before 
coming out to cross the open space. 

But at just that moment we heard 
another noise. Two farmhands came 
walking along the log road, one car- 
rying an old single-barreled shotgun, 
the other a .22 rifle. Then the dogs 
came, indicating that the deer had 
turned—-away from us. 

“You're apt to get shot accidental- 
ly, sneaking around in the woods like 
this when there’s a deer drive on,” 
John said to the intruders. 

“We’re squirrel hunting,” one of 
them replied. They left. 

Later John said to me, “Squirrel 
hunting, my foot. They know we’re 
deer driving, and they come sneak- 
ing out here on that pretense, hoping 
to kill a deer and hide it until we 
are gone.” 

That’s the way it goes-—you get a 
deer dead to rights and something 
goes wrong. When the hunting party 
assembled at the cars, we learned 
that the three shots we’d thought 
indicated a deer kill had been a miss. 
The man who confessed to the futile 
shooting was marked down to have 
his shirttail cut off. Some other 
shots had come from a hunter kill- 
ing a wildcat. Not a deer had been 
killed. A group of hunters boxing 
up deer and driving them out with 
hounds had turned to be not as dead- 
ly to the deer as one might think. 

It was the drivers’ fault, someone 
said. It is in the nature of this form 
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of deer hunting that the hunters 
feel, at the beginning of a drive, that 
they have things so perfectly organ- 
ized that the deer simply can’t es- 
cape. But it is also in the nature of 
a buck deer often to succeed in escap- 
ing. Sometimes he lays low and lets 
a driver walk right past him, and 
when the drive is over the buck will 
still not have moved to stir up a 
scent for the hounds to find. 

Sometimes a stander learns, when 
the dogs come along, that a buck 
has gone right past him, within 
range, skillfully utilizing a few bush- 
es, a gully, and a brushpile to keep 
from being seen. To have done it 
so, the buck must have known just 
where the stander was. 

One way or another, this hemming 
up of deer often fails to produce, 
and there are no deer to be hung up 
and divided among the hunters when 
it is all over. Ironically, the blame 
usually is placed on those who elect 
to drive. 

Someone will good-naturedly sug- 
gest that the drivers were lazy, that 
they walked through the easy places 
instead of routing into the dense 
thickets. And a driver, in turn, will 
mention the ineptitude of hunters. 

“What about that buck that went 
right to where you were standing?” 
someone asked of John Chason and 
me. “‘What was the racket that made 
him turn right there?” John ex- 
plained. 

“Excuses, excuses,’”’ the driver re- 
plied, with a smile and a shrug. 

We were standing by our cars be- 
fore picking up to move to another 
area, when one of the men stepped 
into the bushes. Crash went a buck, 
bounding away.

“Shoot that buck,’”’ someone yelled. 
But everyone had put his gun down, 
or was in the act of unloading it. 
The buck vanished. 

A hound came wagging along, 
smelled the hot, fresh scent, and 
took off after the buck. By now, 
however, all the hunters were at the 
cars, and no one was on a stand 
where the buck would pass. The 
luck of the drive has it that a beau- 
tiful buck has been jumped, but that 
nothing is accomplished. A _ dog- 
catching problem has arisen, how- 
ever, for the buck will run miles and 
the dog, hot on his scent, will pay 
no attention to the horn. The owner 
of the dog is thrown out of the game, 
to spend the rest of the day getting 
his dog back. So it goes. 

Timber tracts, such as the one we 
were hunting, generally have log- 
ging roads at intervals for conveni- 
ence in harvesting. The roads are 
also convenient in deer driving. They 
square off areas reachable on all 
sides by car. With the hounds, the 
deer drivers go into the thick stuff 
to rout out the deer.

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Day For Thanksgiving

We counted our blessings in salmon, a bountiful haul of 250 fighting pounds 
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Duane, with Bob, leads portage around dam for rest of our float 
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young Bob Hoopes, my father Bill Brown, and my 

kid brother Duane, and I, sitting around the 
kitchen table in our home in Benbow, California, making 
strawberries. 

That calls for an explanation. To make a strawberry 
you start with a skein of salmon roe, either fresh or 
cured, cut off a piece about the size of the end of your 
thumb, tie it in a four-inch square of cloth as fine and 
sheer as a nylon stocking, and snip away the surplus. 
The result is called a strawberry because that’s what the 
gob of orange-colored roe looks like. If borax has been 
added to the roe to toughen it, the berry keeps the same 
color and texture when dunked. The borax also causes 
it to “milk” in the water, making it more attractive to 
hungry fish. 

With a quart of these strawberries, on the South Fork 
of the Eel River in northwest California in November 
and December, you can catch king, silver, and chub 
salmon (chub being the local name for a small buck 
king) about as fast as you can land ‘em, Now and then 
a buck king weighing 40 pounds or more will grab a 
berry. A little later on, in January and February, the 
strawberries take sea-run steelheads. 

So this was a strawberry party, in preparation for a 
fishing trip. Tomorrow would be Thanksgiving Day. 
Jay, my hunting and fishing partner, and his brother 
Neil had driven over from Richvale despite warnings 
that we'd had heavy rains, were likely to get more, and 
the river might be too muddy for good fishing. ‘“‘You 
can always take young kings on strawberries, even in 
muddy water,” Jay reminded me on the phone. “We'll 
be on deck this evening.”” So here we were, parked

around the table, making plans for morning. Things 
were looking better all the time, too. The weather had 
turned sharply cold at dark, the threat of rain was 
ended, and we could count on ideal conditions for our 
expedition. 

I’d have to see another river better than the Eel and 
its two branches, the South and North Fork, for salmon 
and steelheads before I'll believe one exists. Though 
the run of kings and silvers starts as early as October, 
November and December are usually the top months. 
By Thanksgiving we can count on the river being chock 
full of salmon, and, if the weather’s right, fishing is 
really hot. Jay and I have been making an annual pil- 
grimage to the South Fork around this time for several 
years, and most of the time it’s paid off. 

“‘Where’s the best bet for tomorrow?” dad asked me 
as he wrapped a ball of roe. 

“The Forbidden Hole,” I said. Of all the hotspots 
along the South Fork, that hard-to-get-to, little-fished 
piece of water is my favorite. 

“Who's going to carry the fish out?” dad grunted. 
“You need a mule if you want to pack just one salmon 
out of there.”’ 

“T’ve got that licked,” I told him. “I'll admit it’s 
quite a walk in, over the mountain and all, but if you 
travel light it’s not too rough. Why don’t you, Jay, and 
Neil hike in, and Duane, Bob, and I float in with the 
rubber raft? We could put in at the mouth of the East 
Branch, portage Benbow Dam, drift down to the For- 
bidden Hole, and when we’re through fishing load the

fish in the raft and float out to Briceland Bridge at 
Garberville.”’ 

Dad admitted this would solve the problem, and 
everybody agreed it was a good plan. When we finished 
preparing the strawberries, Bob left for his home in 
Garberville, and Duane and I made last-minute prepara- 
tions for an early morning start—lashing the rubber 
raft atop the car, setting out tackle, checking camera 
gear, oars, pump, and patch kit. 

We picked up Bob right after breakfast the next 
morning. It was foggy and freezing, a disagreeable 
combination that seemed to knife through all the layers 
of clothing we could pile on. 

Bob and Duane, both only 17, are regular fishing 
buddies, and old hands at this float business. When we 
pulled up at the mouth of the East Branch they were 
just a few minutes getting the raft off the car, inflating 
it the last few pounds (I always store and carry it low 
in pressure so there’s no chance that sun or a warm day 
will expand it to bursting), and tying oars in the locks. 

Our raft is inflated in two sections, divided by an in- 
flated seat, so there’s no danger of sinking in case of a 
sudden puncture. We stowed the tackle and extra 
paddle in the forward compartment, I took the seat and 
the oars, Bob and Duane perched on the big inflated 
tube, and we pushed out into the water below East 
Branch. 

The river immediately above Benbow Dam, varying 
from swift to quiet, is a terrific place in January and

Mickey Micheletti, our outfitter in French 

Equatorial Africa, said. ‘‘We’ll camp in the 
pass between the two ranges. See the village at the 
foot of the mountain?” 

He stopped the car then, and my companion, 
Elgin Gates, and I got out to stretch our legs and 
scan our new hunting country. The hills, rising 
sharply out of the desert brush, were patched with 
tumbled granite boulders and gray-green shrubs. 
They looked much like the mountains in Sonora, 
Mexico, where I’d done my first sheep hunting 
many years before. And the country through which 
we'd been traveling that day also looked like the 
Sonora desert. There were sandy washes which the 
Mexicans call arroyos but which the Arabs call 
wadis, sparse dry grass, and gray-green thorn trees 
that look much like the mesquites of the Southwest. 

But instead of the Gambel quail of the Sonora 
desert, we saw a flock of guinea fowl scurrying 
ahead of us up an arroyo, and in place of the big 
gray Mexican mule deer we saw half a dozen tiny 
Dorcas gazelles nooning under the thin shade of a 
thorn tree. 

I had to use binoculars to see the village—a col- 
lection of circular huts made of wattles (inter- 
woven sticks) plastered with mud. The peaked 
roofs were of thatch. A strange and other-worldly

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out the village through binoculars, it again became 
a part of the mountain when I took them from my 
eyes. 

Presently the big American truck that carried 
our camp gear, water, and safari boys came lum- 
bering up behind us. We started off once more, 
and as we drew nearer we could see people moving 
around in the village. The people likewise seemed 
to be part of the country—skinny black people 
with long, thin legs and scraps of once-white cloth- 
ing that had long since taken on the color of the 
soil. 

Elgin and I had just finished the first leg of a 
hunt in the Sahara for desert game, trophies never 
before taken by Americans, so far as we were able 
to find out. We’d been fabulously successful and 
had taken white oryx, addax, dama and Dorcas 
gazelles, and desert cheetah (all described in ‘‘We 
Hunt Rare Sahara Game,” October OUTDOOR LIFE). 

The only other Sahara game animal on our 
agenda was the strange wild sheep known as the 
aoudad or Barbary sheep. A curious creature, this 
aoudad. Almost as much goat as sheep, he’s the 
only wild sheep in Africa and also the anchor of a 
chain of wild sheep that_goes across three conti- 
nents and halfway around the world. You find the 
little Sardinian, Corsican, and Cyprian mouflion 
(French for sheep) on the islands in the Mediter- 





ranean; then the red sheep of Asia minor and the 
Middle East; the bharal of Tibet and India, and the 
urial of India, Afghanistan, and Persia; the great 
argali of central Asia; the Clifton and Kamchatka 
bighorns of eastern Siberia, and finally their rela- 
tives, the Dall, Stone, bighorn, and desert sheep of 
North America. 

It would probably take a psychiatrist to discover 
the answer, but for some reason I have been a pas- 
sionate sheep hunter ever since I first tried the 
game in the early 1930's. My first sheep hunting 
was done in the mountains of Sonora. Later I 
hunted bighorns in Alberta, British Columbia, and 
Wyoming, Stone sheep in northern British Colum- 
bia, and Dall sheep in several areas in the Yukon. 
In 1955 I hunted Persian red sheep and urial in the 
mountains of Iran. Now I was halfway around the 
world from where I'd started and at the other end 
of that great chain of wild sheep. Elgin is another 
keen sheep hunter, one of the 20 or so who have 
taken all varieties of North American sheep. 

But when Elgin and I were making plans for the 
Sahara hunt, I had a great many mental reserva- 
tions about the sheep. To shoot an aoudad in his 
native country had always been an ambition of 
mine, but now that it was a possibility I wasn’t 
sure I was in physical condition to go scrambling 
up and down the kind of suicide peaks wild sheep 
favor. 

I hadn’t hunted sheep since September, 1956, 
when I went after Dalls in the far Yukon. On that 
trip I’d climbed all over the mountains and had 
carried a 40-inch head, a rifle, and a load of cam- 
eras down a 2,000-foot rocksiide. But in January, 
1957, I was in an automobile accident that put me 
out of circulation for months. Heading for the 
African sheep mountains, I was still a little flabby, 
short-winded, and had a gimpy leg. 

When we were hunting farther north, up in the 
sand dunes of the Sahara, we'd made dry camps. 
Fortunately, we picked up more water as we headed 
south, even though the village we were now ap-

proaching has a normally reliable well. But we had 
hardly finished setting up camp in a dry wadi be- 
tween the two ranges of hills when one of our 
porters came in to say that the well was almost dry, 
so dry that the villagers had moved their cattle 
and that the village itself was deserted except for 
the very old and very young. Even these would 
have to move shortly or die of thirst. The rains of 
the Sahara wet season hadn’t amounted to much, 
and the underground stream on which they count- 
ed for water was drying up. 

Later we went over to the well and found that 
the villagers had dug down 40 feet into the dry 
wadi. The water was seeping in so slowly that it 
took an hour to fill a bucket. 

We had all counted on taking showers when we 
came in from hunting—clean clothes every day. 
Now we knew that if we wanted to stay by these 
sheep mountains for a few days we’d be back where 
we started—sponge baths out of a wash basin, 
making that dirty shirt and those crummy pants 
do another day or two. But that was something 
I'd long since got used to in dozens of dry camps 
down in Mexico. 

Otherwise the situation looked good. We’d shot 
a couple of Dorcas gazelles and some guinea fowl 
as we were coming in, so the meat situation was in 
hand. The head man of the village told Mickey the 
moufion were still in the country and that almost 
every day a herd led by a very large ram came 
down to a point overlooking the village. My blood 
pressure and my hopes hit a new high. 

The drive in had been miserably hot and dusty, 
but when camp was set up, Elgin and I scrubbed 
the dirt from our hides and changed into clothes 
that if not clean were at least not sweaty. The oil- 
burning refrigerator that the Michelettis carried 
in the truck was working, and presently we were 
having a long cool one in the shade of the dining 
tent while a vagrant desert breeze fanned the sweat 
from our brows.

Hampshire deer season, Southern 
Zone. I’d waited 11 months for this 
gray December morning, and I was 
jumpy. 

From where I sat, I could look out 
across a wild and rugged panorama 
of spruce and hardwoods rolling 
away to distant purple hills, but I 
wasn’t interested in scenery right 
then. My eyes were glued to the 100 
yards of slash and brush around me, 
straining for a glimpse of a deer, and 
everywhere I looked I thought I saw 
one. I even put the glasses on one 
brown patch that showed between 
two birches, but it was only a lichen- 
covered rock. 

A chickadee perched on a branch 
six feet above my head, and a jay 
bird screamed from the knoll. Then, 
all at once, a rifle blasted twice in 
the woods below, and I wondered 
whether it was one of the gang. I 
knew it wasn’t Nels or Dick, because 
they were on stand with me, spaced 
across the ridge to my right while 
the drivers worked up from the 
woods road below. 

There was no more shooting, and 
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for a while nothing happened—ex- 
cept that it grew colder. I flexed 
numb toes inside my boots, huddled 
into my jacket, and gripped the .308 
Savage tighter in stiff hands. Then, 
suddenly, a twig snapped in front 
of me, followed by a sound like some- 
one stepping over a blowdown. That 
could be Dave Lahue driving through 
from the hollow. 

But it wasn’t—it was a deer. And 
what a deer, a big ridge-running 
buck, sleek and plump from the 
beechwood knolls, with a wide rack 
that gleamed like polished walnut— 
the kind you dream about but seldom 
see except on someone else’s car, He 
was sneaking along slowly, glancing 
back now and then. The drivers 
must have jumped him from his bed 
in the evergreen swamp below. 

My blood pressure was giving my 
arteries a workout, but still I couldn’t 
help thinking that I didn’t really de- 
serve this buck. It was just luck that 
had turned him my way. I even felt 
a little regretful that with the season 
only hours old, my hunting was 
about over. But that didn’t stop me 
from raising the .308 to my shoulder. 

The buck continued slowly up the 
ridge about 75 yards away, quarter- 
ing away from me. I always aim at 
the neck when possible, for I’d rather 


make a clean kill or a clean miss 
than follow a wounded deer for miles 
through the woods and then maybe 
lose it. I held right on his spinal 
column, squeezed the trigger—and 
missed. 

A ridge of hair zipped from the 
buck’s neck, and he jumped into the 
air with a snort. By the time I'd 
jacked a fresh cartridge into the 
chamber, 200 pounds of assorted 
steaks and chops had vanished over 
the knoll, and suddenly my hunt had 
begun again. The shot had taken a 
lot of steam out of me. Now I'd set- 
tle down to hunt deer.

look, and what to look for, when choosing the dog that will be ideal for you 


you should get the one that will bring you the 

greatest pleasure. But how will you find him? 
How will you know which of the many fine breeds offers 
what you want. How will you recognize the right dog 
for you even when you're looking at him? 

Dogs are flesh-and-blood and can’t be custom-made to 
specifications, but there are certain guides, methods, 
and procedures which, when properly applied, minimize 
the risks involved in buying one. 

Buying a top-quality hunting dog requires time, ef- 
fort, and money, but all is amply repaid when the ani- 
mal you’ve chosen thrills you with a perfectly executed 
piece of work. That, and a good dog’s special kind of 
comradeship, makes it mpre than worthwhile to be 
extra careful about select him. After all, your dog 
will probably be an intimate part of your household 
for 10 to 15 years. If you and your dog are properly 
matched, your family, your neighbors, you, and the 
dog will all be happier—and your game bag will be 
heavier. 

Each of us has his own ideas of what he wants in 
a hunting dog, and each dog has its own personality, 
its talents, and shortcomings. That’s why it is a good 
idea to take whatever time is necessary to find the dog 
that will please you most, remembering that there’s no 
such thing as a perfect hunting dog any more than 
there’s a perfect hunter. 

There are only two fully trustworthy sources of in- 
formation about the qualifications of a hunting dog. 
The first is what you see with your own eyes. The sec- 
ond is records of field-trial performances. “‘Conversa- 
tion,” an old axiom states, “never proved the worth of a 
hunting dog.” 


D« ARE FOR PLEASURE. When you buy one 


The best places to see dogs are field trials. In the past 
10 years these “showcases” for the best in hunting dogs 
have enjoyed a tremendous growth in popularity. At 
trials run almost everywhere, you can see excellent 
dogs—dogs bred to do the job you want done—in action 
and on game, Wherever you live, you’ll not be far away 
from where trials are run on game native to your area. 
Attend as many of these as you can. Study the dogs, 
talk with their owners. Field-trial performers are sel- 
dom for sale, except at big prices, but closely related 
stock often is. Decide which of the dogs you see in 
competition comes closest to what you want, then inves- 
tigate the availability of similarly bred stock. Take 
someone with you who knows dogs, if you like, but the 
probability is he won’t be able to resist trying to steer 
you to what pleases him and not necessarily you. 

Admission to field trials usually is free, though some- 
times a nominal charge is made. As a visitor, you'll be 
welcomed by sportsmen who'll be delighted you’re inter- 
ested in their activities. 

After you get there, don’t try to understand field- 
trial procedures and judging standards right off the 
bat. It’s enough to know that, as nearly as it is possible 
to make them so, field trials are simulated hunts 
planned to make it equal for all dogs competing. Watch 
for dogs that, by their performances, stimulate you. 
If the dogs awe you with their fire, zest for hunting, 
range, and drive, bear in mind that their owners are 
trying to show judges a maximum amount of dog dur- 
ing a very brief period of time. 

The dogs are conditioned to their physical peaks. 
Often, the game-finding desire so intensely bred into 
them is deliberately thwarted before a big stake. The 
dogs are confined so they’ll build up such a head of 
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e The Hunting Breeds 


Many American blends, breeds, and strains 
of hunting dogs have been developed to meet 
local needs and personal tastes. Most, however, 
are specialists that can be fitted into one of 
five functional categories: 1. Bird-finding seek- 
ers of air-burne body scent. 2. Foot-scenting 
trailers. 3. Gaze hounds that hunt by sight. 4. 
Water retrievers. 5. Strike dogs that close with 
vicious quarry. Body-scent seekers may be di- 
vided into dogs that flush game within shotgun 
range, and.aogs that range wider and pin 
game for the gun with a positive point. Foot- 
seenters are hounds which find, flush, and pur- 
sue their quarry. Some tree the game, bark 
tree to call the hunter. Small terrier breeds 
are still used on vermin and burrowing ani- 
mals. Here are the popular American breeds: 


Pointing breeds: (specialists) Brittany spaniel, Eng- 
lish setter, Gordon setter, Irish setter, and pointer; 
(hound-blended pointing breeds) drahthaar, German 
shorthaired pointer, vizsla, Weimaraner. 


Flush dogs: American cocker spaniel, English cocker 
spaniel, English springer spaniel. Most water-retrieving 
breeds also make useful flush dogs and land retrievers. 


Water retrievers: American water spaniel, Chesapeake 
Bay retriever, golden retriever, Irish water spaniel, 
Labrador retriever. 


Gaze hounds: Greyhound and, rarely, Irish wolfhound, 
Scottish deerhound, and whippet. Often used in blends. 


Siow trailers: Basset, beagle, bloodhound, standard- 
size dachshund. 


Fast trailers: Many variations. Single genetic factors 
separate treeing dogs from nontreeing dogs, still trailers 
from buglers, barkers, choppers, and drawlers. For 
treeing dogs, look to black-and-tan coonhound, blue- 
tick, English coonhound, Plott, redbone, Treeing 
Walker. Normally nontreeing are American foxhound 
(Birdsong, Goodloe, Goodman, July, Maupin, Trigg, 
Trumbo, Walker), English foxhound. 


Strike dogs: Seldom purebreds, though Airedale 
serves here. Usually hound-crosses with Airedale, bull 
terrier, or fox terrier. 
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Why a hunting dog? The pheasant hunter shown at 
left knows the answer. He knows that when he takes his dog 
afield he finds, shoots, and takes home more game than gun- 
ners who go out alone, and he kills or cripples fewer birds 
before getting his limit. That’s part of the answer. He also 
shares his dog’s companionship, and enjoys watching it in 
action. So it is with all sporting dogs. Pictured here are repre- 
sentatives of some of the more popular breeds in America 





steam they’ll fairly explode when released at the start- 
ing line. Put these same dogs on a program of all-day 
hunts and they’ll soon adapt their paces to the require- 
ments of a full day’s work. 

Field-trial judges want to see an abundance of hunt- 
ing zest because it makes for thrilling performances, 
and also because they know the hunting desire must be 
very strong if a reasonable amount of correction during 
training isn’t going to discourage a dog from doing 
work he was bred to do. 

While you’re looking, also do some listening. Many 
who attend trials are serious dog breeders who have 
undertaken the sportsman’s challenge to improve a 
breed. Some might be overly enthusiastic about their 
own strain or breed, but that’s natural, and you’ll un- 
doubtedly profit from listening to several viewpoints 
before making up your mind. 

These serious sportsmen-breeders produce more good 
puppies than they can possibly try out, train, and keep. 
They must sell some, and in doing so try to place them 
where they’ll be appreciated and given a chance to 
prove themselves afield. If you find such a breeder, and 
if his breed and the parent stock interest you, don’t 
take too long to make up your mind. Good prospects 
aren’t available for long. 

One thing you will have to decide for yourself is 
whether you’re going to own a male or a female. The 
sexes should and usually do command equal prices. 
Bear in mind that a female will require confinement 
from the attention of males unwelcome to you for pe- 
riods of up to three weeks, usually twice a year. A male 
is always ready for service. Females usually train eas- 
ier, make better pets. Males, generally, have more dash 
and fire. 

If you buy a female, be prepared eventually to face 
up to the question of whether or not to have her spayed. 
I have a rule which may be worth passing along: Spay 
and be sorry. If the female you buy fully meets your 
expectations, gives you pleasure afield year after year, 
there may come a time when you'll want one of her 
puppies to carry on after her hunting days are over. 
I realize, of course, that many individual circumstances 
enter into making the decision. Some owners live under 
conditions which make it impossible to have an un- 
spayed dog on the premises. And spaying, done proper- 
ly and at an early age, doesn’t lessen a dog’s hunting 
ability—provided she’s not subsequently overfed and 
becomes overweight. 

Your next decision will be whether to buy a puppy 
or a mature, trained dog. Generally, the older the dog 
desired, the narrower the selection and the dimmer the 
prospects of getting a truly outstanding animal within 
what you might consider a reasonable price range. 
Well-bred puppies often are reserved even before the 
mating is made. Usually most go to their new homes 
at weaning time—six to nine weeks old. 

A breeder, no matter how expert, can tell little more 
about a puppy at four months than he can at two 
months, Consequently, so far as who will get the best 
pups in a litter is concerned, he would just as soon share 
an early chance with puppy buyers. In doing so, he 
avoids trouble and expense of keeping the litter intact 
for weeks in the hope of making a more educated

choice. Because of this, the careful puppy buyer usually 
has as good a chance as the breeder to get the “pick of 
the litter’ —if he makes his reservation early enough. 

There are other advantages in buying a young hunt- 
ing dog. First, you can anticipate more years of pleas- 
ure and usefulness from it. And here’s something you 
should know about hunting dogs: The good ones live to 
hunt, and no one is bigger in their lives than the man 
who takes them hunting. If you’re the only one who 
takes your dog hunting, his devotion to you will be 
complete. 

Another advantage is that puppies are fun. You can 
train a young dog to suit your own tastes, and the 
training can be mutually instructive. 

Of course, there are some important advantages in 
buying a mature dog. For one thing, you often avoid 
most of the effort required to train him. For another, 
you can tell more about what you’re buying since you 
can readily get a line on the dog’s disposition and other 
important characteristics. Moreover, mature dogs—even 
those only a year old—ordinarily are clear of normal 
puppy health hazards, such as distemper. 

When what appears to be a worthwhile older dog is 
available, there’s usually a reason for it. It may be its 
owner was hoping for a good field-trial prospect and 
this particular dog didn’t quite measure up. Just the 
same, the animal might make an excellent hunting dog 
for an amateur. But there’s also the likelihood that the 
dog has some serious flaw. You may be told he’s avail- 
able only because of death or ill health in the family, 
financial reverses, lack of game, no time for hunting, 
moving to the city, or a dozen other reasons. Maybe the 
reason given is valid, maybe it isn’t. 

Some reasons you might not be told about are: The 
dog is a biter and has an unreliable temper; he’s too 
dumb or too unco-operatve to accept training; he lacks 
the basic instincts and faculties required in an effective 
hunting dog; he’s an incurable barker, a confirmed 
chicken or stock killer, a fighter; he’s one of those rare 
dogs that are just naturally dirty, an escape artist, a 
mixed-up character that can’t be broken from running 
the wrong game; or that he’s infertile, gun-shy, a 
blinker—or just plain nuts.

There are other faults, acquired or inherent, that can 
minimize a hunting dog’s usefulness. That’s why I’d 
suggest you don’t buy an older dog you haven’t seen— 
unless you have utmost confidence in the seller. In my 
opinion, the man who buys a mature hunting dog by 
mail, regardless of the circumstances, should do it and 
have done with it. He should know he’s taking a gamble 
and be prepared to smile if he’s out the entire purchase 
price and the shipping expenses. The owner of an 
older dog worth shipping any distance will have too 
much respect for the animal to trust it to a stranger 
who could ruin it overnight. A man with respect for 
the dog he’s trying to buy won’t want to work it until 
he’s been. shown how the dog can be most effectively 
handled. 

If you want to try out a dog, go to the man who’s 
offering it for sale. Have him show you how the dog 
works on native game. Have him show you how to 
handle the dog on game. While the owner is with you, 
try to handle the dog on native game. Remember, the 
game, terrain, and other hunting conditions must be 
similar to what you have at home if you’re going to 
expect comparable results should you decide on buying 
the dog. 

If it’s impossible for you personally to inspect the 
dog you’re interested in, it might be worthwhile to ask 
one of the recognized professional trainers in the area 
to look it over for you and give you his opinion of it. 
There are many such trainers all over the country who 
aren’t interested in selling dogs but, for a reasonable 
fee, are willing to appraise them fairly for potential 
buyers. 

Bear in mind that it takes a professional trainer any- 
where from two weeks to two months to get well 
enough acquainted with a new dog to start a regular 
training program. How could you hope to give your new 
hunting dog a fair trial in any shorter period—par- 
ticularly if you haven’t been told about the signals he 
knows and respects? Unless there are very special cir- 
cumstances, you might just as well figure that if it’s 
impossible for you to look a grown dog over on his 
home grounds he’s not for you. 

Size is important in selecting a hunting dog. They

come in all sizes—from 10-inch beagles to 36-inch wolf- 
hounds and deerhounds (all dogs are measured to the 
height of the shoulder). If you’re going to keep only 
one dog, and if you’re prepared to give it the necessary 
care, attention, training, and housing, no hunting breed 
is necessarily too big for suburban living. 

Just as a guide, not as a rule, apartment dwellers 
might limit themselves to dogs that won’t mature at 
much over 15 inches. Other city dwellers will probably 
find life less complicated if they’ll restrict themselves 
to dogs that’ll mature at not much more than 20 to 23 
inches. Brittany spaniel fanciers have insisted that 
their breed, the smallest of the pointing dogs, be kept 
under 201% inches. Cities are crowded with men who 
want the family pet to be an in-season bird finder, but 
don’t feel they have room for or can manage a larger 
dog. Of course, it’s possible to find excellent hunting 
strains of English setters, Irish setters, and pointers 
that come within the 23-inch mark. The beagle owes 
much of his popularity to the fact that he’s small 
enough to fit into almost any home, 

There are many misconceptions, however, about the 
hardships large dogs—those in the 25-inch range—suf- 
fer in city homes and apartments. So long as the dog 
gets a reasonable amount of exercise and is conditioned 
before hunting season, he will be O.K. The keynote to 
keeping any dog, large or small, in small-home confine- 
ment is obedience training. Done right, it will adapt 
him to his living conditions. 

Much has been written about short-haired breeds vs. 
long-haired breeds, but actually length of hair is of no 
real importance except as a matter of taste. 

Chief indictment of long-haired hunting breeds has 
been that their coats collect burrs. My long-haired dogs 
clean themselves, between pickup point and home, of 
all the burrs they can reach. It takes me only a minute 
or two to remove the rest. If that’s an inconvenience, it 
is balanced by the fact that many short-haired dogs, 
lacking protection, are reluctant to enter into thorns 
or briers in pursuit of game. 

As for shedding, I find that short-haired dogs shed 
just as much as long-haired ones. Some breeds have a 
fluffy undercoat, and the shedding of it may pose prob-

lems for the conscientious housewife. But none of the 
breeds ordinarily used for hunting in this country has 
this type of coat. I'd forget the coat question; just 
pick what you like best. 

I'd also suggest you please your own fancy about 
color. Chesapeake breeders value the dead-sedge color 
highly, but Labrador enthusiasts claim that an immo- 
bile black dog will never scare a duck. Tolling dogs, 
which by their very mobility were used to attract ducks, 
came in several colors. Some upland hunters prefer a 
white or lightly marked dog because it is easier to see 
while hunting and on point. I do most of my hunting 
over snow, and my Irish setters’ dark coats make them 
easier to follow and find. 

It costs just as much to raise, feed, house, and keep 
the poorest-bred puppy as it does the best-bred one, 
and it would probably take longer and cost more to train 
the inferior one with less satisfactory results. If there’s 
an occasion when you should bend yourself a bit on 
price, it’s when buying a quality hunting dog. 

How much you should pay to get what you want de- 
pends on you, the seller, and supply and demand. I'd 
avoid a puppy priced so low that he couldn’t have been 
raised properly for the amount involved. A grown and 
trained dog’s price should be related to his quality, 
worth of his training, and his age. 

No one is so likely to get overcharged as the man 
who rushes to get on the band wagon of some breed’s 
sudden popularity. That’s when profiteers and puppy 
factories move into the picture. Culls go out to produce 
more culls until the fad runs its course, and often by 
then a fine breed has suffered irreparable damage. 

In buying dogs, it’s always best to plan ahead. If 
you wait until the hunting season is at hand, you'll 
find that prices will be up and the selection down. Al- 
most any available puppy will be too young for either 
training or usefulness during the upcoming season. 
Bird-dog breeders try to time their litters for early 
January arrival so the puppies will be ready for start- 
ing the following fall. 

Leading sporting magazines can’t screen every dog- 
for-sale advertisement offered for insertion, but they

of an English church. For the third time, I lost 

my balance and whatever dignity I might have 
had. I pitched onto my face in the snow and lay there, 
thankful for a moment’s rest. 

As I lifted my head from the snow, I saw Ray Wilde 
hunkered down by a patch of scraggly spruce, looking 
through his binoculars. 

“It’s a trophy bull, all right,” he whispered, as though 
the animal could hear us from 1,000 howling yards 
away. “He’s just what the taxidermist ordered.”’ 

On my hands and knees, I crawled to where Ray sat. 
Even this slight exertion left me gasping as if I’d 
chased a rabbit at full tilt 10 times around a Georgia 
brier patch. Up here at more than two miles elevation,

there was just hardly enough air to blow my nose. 

Ray handed me his glasses and I studied the bull 
the largest we'd seen in eight days of hunting. His 
spread was magnificent. His head was up, at a wild, 
alert angle. Just the picture of him standing there on 
the rim of this lost horizon, made every calorie I had 
sacrificed to that icy slope well worth its while. 

“He hasn’t seen or winded us,” Ray said. 

I looked again, without the glasses. The air was so 
clear I could count his tines, but through my naked 
pupils he didn’t look much larger than a cotton rat. 

“We'll have to get closer,” the guide whispered. 

With the great effort required for even the smallest 
exertion in that high country, I dug in my heels and 
sat up in the snow, fumbling for my own glasses but- 
toned inside my hunting coat. Together, Ray and I ex- 
amined every detail on that sweep of mountain. In ad- 
dition to the herd bull, we could make out two smaller 
males—a four-pointer and a spike. Around the big 
bull, 14 cows and calves were spread out like a commit- 
tee of four-legged vigilantes. Not even a coyote could 
have approached without being seen, 

“T wonder,” the guide mused, “how it would be to 


have that many women looking out for your interests?” 

We lay in the snow and continued our reconnaissance 
of the mountain. It was impossible to stand up and 
walk without being seen by one of the herd. Our only 
chance was to slither on our bellies like copperheads 
for more than half a mile, and approach upwind behind 
a patch of stunted scrub. 

“If they don’t suddeniy decide the grass is better on 
that next slope,’ the guide whispered, “we can get close 
enough.” 

I stuck out my face in sheer bravado I did not feel. 
“OQ. K.,” I said. “Let’s go.” 

I knew this was it. We’d come almost to the end of 
the hunt. Tomorrow we’d be on our way out of the 
area. Probably just in time, too. Already we’d had 
several snows and much of it was sticking in the high 
passes. This was late October, an uncertain time of 
year under the rim of the Continental Divide. We were 
the only hunting party left in the Thorofare. 

I was one of a group of eight Georgians who’d been 
invited to Wyoming by Gov. Milward L. Simpson, an 
old friend of mine. He had planned to make the trip 
with us into the northwest corner of his state, which 
he declared was one of the prize elk areas of Wyoming, 
but at the last moment he had to cancel his plans be- 
cause of urgent state business. 

In our party was Fulton Lovell, director of Georgia’s 
Game and Fish Commission; his brother Bill, a mer- 
chant from Blue Ridge, and Fred Jones of Dahlonega, 
one of Fulton’s commissioners. I had brought along 
with me two old hunting-and-fishing partners, Willis 
Harden from Commerce and Raleigh Rollins from my 
home town. Neither had ever killed an elk. The only 
two of our Georgia bunch who’d hunted previously in 
the Thorofare were Dr. C. J. Roper, of Jasper, and 
Charles Elliott, Southern field editor of OUTDOOR LIFE. 

Max Wilde, of Valley, Wyoming, had outfitted us with 
the finest group of guides, cooks, and wranglers I'd 
ever seen. Some were along for the pure and simple 
pleasure of living in a hunting camp. Like Bob Bell, 
assistant cook, who owns and operates radio station 
KODI in Cody, and Bud Cox, whose name is well known 
in Wyoming rancher circles. Cook Boyd Payne got his 
professional training on railroad diners and puts to- 
gether as fine a meal as I’ve ever had laid out in front 
of me—’scusing when my wife does the cooking. The 
others were professional guides, ranchers, and woods- 
men who have spent their lives in the mountains. My 
guide was Ray Wilde, nephew of our outfitter. 

Ray not only is a delightful companion on the trail, 
but also has an eye like a mountain sheep and knows 
big-game hunting from his boot laces up. But the fact 
remained that he and I hadn’t scored. 

We'd looked at more calves, cows, and big-antlered 
bulls than I'd ever seen in my life. Yet, out of our party, 
I was the only rifleman who hadn’t been able to hang 
his trophy on the rack.

The next time muskies drive you crazy by following 
your lures and not striking, rig up this booby trap 


RED PETERS yelled, “What 
ET: fish!” Hypnotized for a split 
second, I stared open-mouthed 
at the yard-wide boil on the lake’s 
surface where the big muskie had 
risen behind my plug, turned in a 
flash, and disappeared without grab- 
bing. Then I dived into my tackle 
box for a quick change of lures. 
A different lure cast to a rising 
muskie (a boiler in muskie camp 
parlance) will sometimes induce a 
second rise and a strike if you cast 
about halfway between the boil and 
where your last cast landed. I chose 
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a large double-bladed spinner with 
big treble hooks and a red-and-white 
bucktail, a famous muskie killer for 
longer than I’ve been around. I cast 
it as accurately as I could and with 
much hope, for our time was running 
out. 

We were fishing Lac Court Oreilles, 
the mere mention of which is enough 
to start any real muskie fisherman 
dreaming. It’s in Sawyer County in 
northern Wisconsin, at the western 
end of a forested area roughly 150 
miles long by 50 deep. Within this 
territory lie the famous muskie capi- 





tals of Hayward and Sayner, along 
with hundreds of sparkling lakes, 
many with such magic names as 
Chippewa Flowage, Big St. Germain, 
Round Lake, Grindstone, Teal, Lost 
Land, Ghost, Big Muskellunge, Mud, 
and Lac Court Oreilles. 

But, like all muskie country, it’s 
sensitive to the weather. Fred and 
I had fished our hearts out for a 
week under a sun far too bright and 
hot for mid-October. Our biggest 
fish had been a 20-pounder, nothing 
at all for a lake which, in October, 
regularly produces 40 and 50-pound 
muskies. October is supposed to 
bring frost, ice, and wind, the stuff 
that good muskie fishing is made of, 
but this year summer kept hanging 
around, The fishing was dead, and 
from all over Wisconsin fishing 
camps reported the same dismal 
news—only a few junior-grade mus- 
kies were showing up and most of il +

we'd seen on the trip, and we wanted 
it. I gave that spinner everything I 
had, and Fred did the same with his.

My hands began to shake, and my 
heart beat fast. Then the muskie 
turned and dived, and I let out a 
pent-up sigh. 

But we didn’t give up; we changed 
lures and cast again and again till 
we had no new lures to change to. 
As the setting sun slowly lowered 
our chances for that day, we tried 
all the tricks we’d learned in years 
of muskie fishing. Finally darkness 
sent us back to camp. 

“At least we raised a dandy,” Fred 
said ruefully as he pulled the out- 
board’s string. “He'd have gone 40 
pounds.” 

“That muskie is in a _ rising 
mood,” I said with sudden excite- 
ment. “I think I’ve hit on an idea 
that might catch him tomorrow.” 

“T’m listening,” Fred said. 

“You know how we catch big 
brown trout when they won’t hit 
flies or bait,” I went on. “We tease 
them to rise with a streamer, then 
drop a minnow in front of them. 
Why shouldn’t it work with mus- 
kies ?”’ 

Fred broke out his first smile in 
hours. “How are we going to fish 
the bait?’ he asked. 

“If that muskie follows a lure to 
the boat again tomorrow, he’s going 
to find a nice fat booby trap swim- 
ming around under us looking for 
all the world like an easy meal,” I 
said. 

It would have to be tomorrow, the 
last day of our vacations. The day

back again, leaving the dogs lost where 
he went in.” 

“Lead me to it,” I said. 

We took our stand by a wire fence 
separating some thickety land from a 
stand of pine. On our side of the fence 
the woods had been cut, except for a 
few scattered hardwoods. Beyond the 
fence was a pine forest with no under- 
brush, affording vistas down aisles of 
tall boles. The ground was flat, and 
there was a slight depression. All

LONG in the fall, I get many 
A letters from people living east

of the Mississippi River who’re 
planning to invade the West or Canada 
for their first game larger than deer. 
By way of preparation, they’ve been 
reading upon elk and moose, and on 
suitable weapons for them. Many have 
decided that if they’re not going to 
strew the woods with wounded animals 
they need nothing less than a howitzer. 
Just what cartridges are suitable for 
elk and moose is a subject of much 
debate, even in elk and moose country. 
For years I was chairman of the Idaho 











Wildlife Federation committee that rec- 
ommended calibers for various game 
animals to the state game department. 
My committee always recommended 
that cartridges less powerful than the 
old .25/35 be prohibited for use on deer, 
sheep, and antelope, and that car- 
tridges less powerful than the .30/30 
be prohibited for use on elk and moose. 

Idaho is one of the best elk states in 
the union, and all of the Federation 
delegates are elk hunters. Yet when 
my committee’s report would be read, 
about 50 percent of them would rise 
and with one voice shout: “The damned

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.30/30 is no good on elk and should be 
outlawed!’’ The other 50 percent would 
yell that such a regulation would be 
infringing on their rights as free-born 
citizens of the sovereign state of Idaho, 
that what the hunter hits the elk with 
doesn’t make much _  difference—it’s 
where the elk is hit that counts. 

Odd part of it is that I could never 
work up much heat defending my com- 
mittee’s report, since I agree with both 
sides. Under many conditions, and in 
the hands of many hunters, the .30/30 
is a lousy elk rifle, and, likewise, if a 
shot is placed right, both elk and moose 
can be killed very neatly with almost 
any cartridge. 

When the meetings were over, the 
boys would gather around me, fix me 
with glittering eyes, and half of them 
would tell me of finding dozens of dead 
and soured elk littering the woods, full 
of .270 and .30/06 bullets. The other 
half would relate that their Uncle Rafe 
in 36 years has shot 36 elk with 36 
.25/20 cartridges, and has yet to have 
one get away. 

I don’t want to appear cynical, but I 
learned long’ ago that there’s nothing 
much more unreliable than reports of 
some hunters on the killing power of 
various cartridges. Just as every man's 
wife is the best cook and mother in the 
country, his shotgun the hardest shoot- 
ing, and his bird dog the finest in the 
state, so is his rifle likely to be the 
deadliest weapon this side of an atomic 
bomb. He’s killed three elk with it. 
He’s eaten the meat and has the heads 
nailed to the garage. 

On the other hand, let our boy wound 
an elk and get himself in for a sticky 
and exhausting chase, and he’ll either 
blame the bullet he used or the caliber. 
The fact that the big bull got away 
wasn’t his fault. Trouble was the dog- 
goned bullet didn’t expand, or it ex- 
panded too much, or the bullet wasn’t 
big enough, or it wasn’t traveling fast 
enough. He doesn’t want to admit, even 
to himself, that his shooting was to 
blame, that he hit the elk once low in 
the neck and once in the guts—and he 
also doesn’t want to admit he didn’t 
follow the blood trail far enough. 

From talking with big-game hunters, 
I’ve often wondered whether the mental 
attitude of the hunter doesn’t impart 
some mysterious quality to’ the bullet, 
just as the incantations of the crap- 
shooter are supposed to make 7’s and 
11’s turn up more often than they 
should according to the laws of mathe- 
matical probability. An innocent lad 
who thinks his rusty old .25/35 is death 
and destruction will take it out and

knock over the biggest bull elk that 
ever walked, but the man who is con- 
vinced that nothing less than a .375 
Magnum is thoroughly reliable on elk 
will take out a .30/06 or a .270 and have 
no luck with it at all. 

Some years ago a pal of mine had a 
.30 Newton (an obsolete cartridge with 
factory ballistics similar to those of the 
.300 Magnum), and with his particular 
hand loads he was convinced he had a 
rifle of tremendous velocity and fright- 
ening power. He described its incred- 
ibly flat trajectory, the fantastic de- 
struction it did. Elk, bear, and large 
mule deer fell dead in their tracks when 
struck with its bullets, and the wounds 
bubbled and smoked for 15 minutes 
afterward. Then he made the mistake 
of giving me 10 of his handloaded 
cartridges to be chronographed. Sad to 
say, electronic interval timers have no 
imagination, and it so happened that 
our boy’s handloads turned up 2,650 
feet per second, or somewhat less than 
the common variety of factory load in 
the .30/06. When I gave him the re- 
port, his disillusionment was frightful 
to contemplate. It was several days be- 
fore he could keep anything on his 
stomach, and from then on the rifle 
wouldn’t even make a clean kill on a 
45-lb. javelina. 

Another man finds the .270 inade- 
quate for elk, yet he feels that his 
7 mm. wildcat Magnum is just the 
answer. I happen to know_ (from the 
same unimaginative chronograph) that 
ballistically there isn’t a dime’s worth 
of difference between the two car- 
tridges, and that if one makes a more 
severe wound than the other, the an- 
swer lies in astrophysics, telepathy, or 
something equally esoteric. Chrono- 
graph a .30/06 and a .300-H. & H. 


shot about 10 elk, give or take a few. 
In addition, I’ve lost two, and of these 
one was well hit through the lungs 
with a 180-gr. Bronze Point bullet in 
the .30/06. The shot was high, but the 
elk was scared enough to keep running, 
and he didn’t bleed. He ran 150 to 200 
yd. over hard cap rock on which I 
could find no tracks, then lay down in 
a dense patch of oaks and died. I didn’t 
find him for two or three days, and 
meantime I’d shot another elk. 

The only other elk I lost was hit at 
long range and too far back with a 
150-gr. bullet from the .270. He fell 
at the shot and lay there, something 
you wouldn’t ordinarily expect from 
such a hit. I was on foot, but a com- 
panion on a horse spurred up to within 
about 50 yd. of the elk, whipped out a 
revolver, and started shooting at it. 
The elk jumped up and took off into a 
terrible windfall where tracking was so 
slow that night came on before we 
could find the bull. Before we could 
take up the trail again, snow fell, and 
we never found him. If either of us 
had approached quietly, we could have 
finished him with a rifle shot with no 
trouble at all. 

It happens that of the 10 elk I can 
remember bringing home, one was 
killed with a .30/06, the others with 
.270’s. The record may be seen in the 
box below. 

A moose is much larger than an elk. 
Frank Butler, British Columbia game 
commissioner whom I’ve known for 
many years, once told me that in a 
good moose area in southern British 
Columbia game wardens weighed many 
moose, and that some went 1,200 lb.

field dressed. An Alaska moose (the 
variety found in extreme northern Brit- 
ish Columbia, the Yukon, and Alaska) 
is even larger, and it wouldn’t surprise 
me if some I’ve seen would field dress 
at 1,500 or 1,600 lb. I know that an 
Alaska moose is much larger than a 
big African bull eland, and I’ve fead 
that an eland will weigh 1,800 lb.— 
something I don’t believe, by the way. 

The records of some moose kills I’ve 
made or seen appear on page 86. 

You may interpret this dope any 
way you wish, but to me it seems that 
these experiences, such as they are, 
would tend to show that with suitable 
bullets either the .30/06 or .270 is ade- 
quate for either moose or elk if the 
shot is placed in a vital area. I think 
it also shows that anyone who expects 
always to kill either of these great

| Among the mountain men of the Cana- 


dian Rockies, men who live on moose, 
it’s generally held that when a moose 
is hit he hurts all over and almost al- 


| ways lies down quickly, often with a 


wound that the more high-strung elk 


|or even deer would run off with. 


Generally, the larger the animal the 
harder it is to kill. Just as a moose is 
harder to kill in his tracks than an elk, 
an elk is harder to kill than a caribou. 
Compared with the largest deer, how- 
ever, a big bull mountain caribou is a 
large animal—about as heavy, say, as 
a young bull elk. Whether the answer 
is somewhat smaller size, or less vital- 
ity, I don’t know, but it’s my experi- 
ence that a bull caribou is much easier 
to kill than a bull elk. Unless my mem- 
ory fails me, I have shot 14. My first 
took three well-placed shots through 
the lungs with a 130-gr. .270 Silvertip 
before he went down, though he didn’t 
move out of his tracks. The other 13 


| were all shot with .270 and .30/06 rifles 


of various makes and weights of bul- 
lets, and all except one was instantly 


dead in his tracks. That bull took a 
second shot, but it really wasn’t neces- 
sary. 

Because occasionally a shot has to 
be taken at an animal running away, 
and deep penetration is needed, it’s 
wise to use on elk and moose reason- 
ably heavy bullets of the controlled 
expanding type, such as the Core-Lokt., 
Silvertip, or Nosler. For open-country 
moose or elk shooting with a .30 cal- 
iber rifle, I can’t imagine a finer bullet 
than the 180-gr. Remington pointed 
soft-point Core-Lokt or the Nosler. 
When I hunt elk with a .270, I gener- 
ally use a handload of the 150-gr. Speer 
or Nosler spitzers with 58.5 gr. of No. 
4831 for a velocity of about 3,000 f.p.s. 
I’ve shot more moose and caribou with 
the 130-gr. .270 bullet than with any- 
thing else because I’ve shot most of 
these big deer when I was hunting 
sheep. I’ve never lost one, and I've 
never had one go very far after being 
hit. 

I have a friend in northern British 
Columbia who for 30 years fed a big 
family on moose meat brought down 
with an old Model 14 Remington pump 
in .32 Remington caliber. The late Dr. 
E. G. Braddock of Lewiston, Idaho, 
hunted elk for 40 years and shot many 
more than I have. His favorite elk rifle 
was a 7x57 mm. with the old 139-gr. 
Western open-point bullet at a velocity

He prefers 
to break the neck high up, but if he 
has to he’ll shoot for the heart. If an 
elk has its rear turned, he won’t shoot. 
For Bill, the .30/30 is all that’s needed 

Sam Smith, on the other hand, holds 
down a desk in a big city. He’s always 
planning to practice rifle shooting but 
never gets around to it. He’s excitable, 
short of wind, and a mediocre shot. He 
has a .300 Magnum with a 4X scope 
on it, but last year in Wyoming he 
wounded and lost three bull elk before 
he finally scratched one down. The ex- 
| perience convinced him that a .300 was 
|not enough rifle for elk, and next year 
he plans to hunt with a .375 

Jake Williams is another elk-wound- 
er. He has a beat-up old .30/06 with 
iron sights which he has sighted in by 
shooting at a white rock on a hillside. 
| He uses the 220-gr. bullet because he’s 
| convinced that the heavier the bullet 
| the greater the killing power. He never 
| shoots a rifle from one elk season to the 
|next, but when he’s elk hunting he 
| never hesitates to shoot at an elk from 
| as far as he can see it, almost always 
| offhand. Now and then he kills an elk, 
| but he also wounds plenty. 
| Tim Talbot is a hunter of another 
sort. He’s a rifle nut who shoots at 
least 1,000 rounds of full-power am- 
munition a year at targets, chucks, and 
jackrabbits. His rifles are carefully 
sighted in and he knows their trajec- 
| tory. Constant practice has made him 
|a good judge of range. He always holds 
for a particular spot on an elk, always 
shoots from the steadiest position he 
| can manage, never blazes away at the 
rear end unless he feels sure he can 
| nit the root of the tail and break the 
| spine. He’s killed elk with all sorts of 
calibers, and he finds all of them good. 

He’s a good example of what I’ve 
been saying—the most important at- 
tribute of the elk or moose rifle is the 
| guy behind it.—Jack O’Connor.

safari. Mickey is a Corsican, a former 
officer on a French aircraft carrier, his 
wife Monique from northern France. 
Elgin’s home is in Surfside, California, 
mine in Lewiston, Idaho. Our freight 
truck was from the United States. Our 
Land Rover was British. The helpers 
were native Africans. 

Our supplies were also internation- 
al—cheese from Holland, butter from 
Denmark, sauces from France and 
England, crab meat from Russian Si- 
beria, shrimp from Japan, wine from 
Portugal, delicious canned fruit and 
orange juice from Algeria, whiskey 
from Scotland, dried soup from Swit- 


zerland, toilet paper from the United 
States, canned ravioli from Italy. 

As for camp meat, we ate what we 
shot. In the course of the trip we ate 
gazelle, oryx, addax, mouflon, and other 
odd creatures, as well as dozens of 
guinea fowl. The chow was the best 
I've ever had on a hunting trip. Inci- 
dentally, all wine and groceries used in 
French Equatorial Africa are flown in 
from France, as there are no railroads 
from the coast. 

To the north of camp was a long 
rocky ridge cut with steep little can- 
yons and overlooking brushy basins. 
The villagers said they’d seen sheep 
there recently, so we decided to hunt it. 
We had hardly started when we found 
the fresh tracks of a greater kudu, the 
spiral-horned and elk-size antelope that 
is one of Africa’s most beautiful and 
cherished trophies. Both Elgin and I 
had previously shot greater kudus in 
Tanganyika, nevertheless the tracks 
and the fresh signs of browsing had us 
pointing excitedly. 


Or one saddle we found old beds and 
droppings of three sheep. The dim 
tracks were about the same as those 
made by a Sonora ram, and the loca- 
tion of the beds in the shallow notch of 
a high ridge was typical of wild sheep 
the world over. Standing there in the 
hot, bright sun and looking down at the 
brown desert spotted with gray brush 
and threaded with dry wadis, I felt an 
overwhelming sense of nostalgia for the 
days when I could drive to a sheep 
mountain in Mexico, make a dry camp, 
and hunt from dawn until dark without 
being tired. But now I was already a 
little tired, and a little gazelle that 
walked out of the brush and stood in 
the middle of a wadi destroyed the illu- 
sion that I was back in Mexico. 

That morning we saw a little more 
sheep sign, but all of it was old. It grew 
hot and the wait-a-bit thorns (which 
make Southwestern mesquite and cat- 
claw seem like nothing) almost tore my 
clothes off. It was a discouraging pros- 
pect. When we finally came off the 
mountain and took a cattle trail that 
skirted back toward camp, Mickey kept 
shaking his head and muttering, ‘ But 
where are the moufilon?” 

In camp, a good lunch and a snooze 
refreshed me. When hunting time came 
again about 3 o’clock, I decided to take 
another whirl at sheep hunting. 

This time, instead of following the 
crest of the mountain, we kept to the 
east side so we could better look into 
the basins and heads of the canyons. 
Again we saw fresh kudu sign and very 
old sheep sign--and the wait-a-bits 
were worse than ever. 

Then, as often happens when things 
look most gloomy, we saw a ram. He 
was about 400 yards away, and busily 
browsing on a ridge across the canyon. 
As little as I knew about aoudads, 1] 
could tell with binoculars that he was a 
young ram, a four or five-year-old 
probably. Most of his body was con- 
cealed by brush, but I could see the 
long, light-tan hairs on his brisket 
wave in the breeze. 

We watched him for a moment in 
silence. Then Elgin tapped me on the 
shoulder. ‘“‘Not too bad,” he whispered. 





“If one of us gets the chance, let’s pop | 


him.” 

“Right,” I said. 

We stayed frozen until the ram fed 
back over the ridge, then we scrambled 
up over the comb of the mountain to 
get out of sight—Mickey, Elgin, myself, 
and three natives who were carrying 
our rifles and our water. 

For about a quarter of a mile we 
sneaked along, watching the wind and 
fighting wait-a-bit thorns curved like 
fishhooks and strong as steel. I’m sure 
hunks of our flesh, dried into jerky, are 
still dangling on the bushes back there. 

When we arrived at a point opposite 
the head of the canyon where the ram 
should be, we sneaked quietly over the 
ridge. Elgin and Mahmet, the No. 1 boy, 
waited while Mickey, the two villagers, 
and I pussyfooted along the side of the 
canyon where we expected to find the 
sheep. 

Soon Mickey signaled for me and the 
two natives to stay put while he 
scouted ahead. Quiet on his rubber 
soles, he was quickly out of sight. 


t was cool on the shaded east side of 

the range. And quiet. A little breeze 
rustled the dry wait-a-bits. A _ bird 
started to sing. Far below a native boy 
was cursing a stubborn camel, and his 
voice floated up to us loud and clear. 

Suddenly I heard a rock roll in the 
canyon below us. I looked but saw 
nothing. Then one of the natives prod- 
ded me with a finger. ‘‘Kebeche el ad- 
jer!” he whispered. I knew no Arabic, 
but he could only be telling me that 
he’d seen the ram. He pointed. Below 
us and clear across the canyon, the 
ram was sneaking out. Apparently he’d 
seen or heard Mickey. 


| 
I sat down, put the loop of the sling | 


high on my left arm, got the crosswires 
of the scope on the .270 steady on the 


ram’s back as he angled through the | 
brush and rocks 200 yards below me. | 


As the rifle roared in the narrow can- 


yon, the ram staggered, almost fell, | 


then reversed his course and rimmed 
around to my right. The next bullet 
was behind, but the third put him down. 

“Got him!” yelled Elgin from the 
ridge above. 


“That first shot hit him,” yelled | 


Mickey from the other direction. 


It took a bit of doing to climb over | 
the rocks and through the wait-a-bits | 
to where the ram lay. If things had | 
been different, I’d have been disap- | 
pointed that he wasn’t a 12 or 14-year- 
old buster, but he wasn’t a bad ram to | 
begin on, and a man as out of condition | 


as I was can’t be too choosy. 


So far as I have been able to find out, 


that aoudad was the first ever taken on 
his native heath by an American. The 
animals, however, have been success- 
fully transplanted to suitable localities 
in Texas and New Mexico, where a few 
are shot each year (see “The Bearded 
Texan,” OUTDOOR LIFE, August, 1953). 

It was so dark when I got to the ram 
that a color photo was impossible, and 
I was doubtful of the results even with 
fast black-and-white film and a 2.8 lens. 
I took a few pictures at 1/25 of a sec- 
ond and hoped for the best. 

We plodded back to camp over cattle 
trails worn two feet deep in solid gran- 
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OUTDOOR LIFE 


ite over thousands of years. I was 
pretty weil bushed, but I made it. I had 
begun my sheep hunting at one end of 
that 6,000-mile chain of sheep that goes 
halfway around the world. Now I had 
collected a specimen from the other 
end of the chain. If I never hunted 
sheep again I was still far luckier than 
most. 

For the next few days Elgin and 
Mickey hunted hard. Once, just as 
darkness fell, they saw a ram and a 
ewe silhouetted for a moment right at 
the top of a dome-shaped desert peak. 
They returned the next morning, but 
couldn’t locate the ram again. I took a 
|few strolls with Balazina, our No. 2 
| gunbearer, shot a Dorcas or two for 
meat, and did a lot of glassing in hopes 
|that I’d see sheep from the valley. 
Presently we were almost out of water 
|} and were convinced that the drought 
| had driven the sheep to another range, 
| just as drought moves Mexico’s desert 
| sheep. 

Our next stand was comparatively a 
| paradise—a rest camp built by natives 
under the supervision of the French, so 
| that the occasional traveler or govern- 





ment official in this wild and forbidding 
land will find a roof over his head. It 
wasn’t far from one end of the high 
| and terribly rugged Kapka mountains. 
| The underground stream in a neighbor- 
|ing wadi was still running, and the 
| wells had water in them. I had a daily 
shower and clean clothes. The refriger- 
ator was making ice cubes, and every- 
thing was rosy. 

A favorite sheep ground of Mickey’s 
was about 15 miles from the rest camp, 
over country so rough that it was im- 
possible to drive there. Since I already 

| had an aoudad, Mickey’s plan was for 

me to stay in camp and shoot enough 
| guinea fowl and gazelles to feed the 
crew. He and Elgin would collect a 
packtrain and head back to a little 
range where he’d always found the 
| mysterious aoudad and where the pre- 
| vious year a French client of his had 
shot the world-record ram. It sounded 
like a good deal to me. 


be should have seen the packtrain 
when he finally assembled it. In my 
day I have packed thousands of miles 
in Mexico, Arizona, Wyoming, Idaho, 
Alberta, British Columbia, the Yukon, 
and Iran. This was the wildest pack 
outfit I ever laid eyes on. Assembled in 
front of our rest houses, it was enough 
to send an orthodox Alberta . packer 
into convulsions. 

Mickey and Elgin were to ride tough 
little Arab ponies on toy-size home- 
made saddles. Some donkeys were to go 
along, but most of the gear was to be 
carried on two enormous and ill-bred 
camels. As they knelt there waiting to 
be packed they wore on their faces the 
look of almost intolerable smugness 
common to camels. 

| I have encountered many camels be- 
fore in my wanderings—in the Somali 
country of northern Kenya, in India, 
| Pakistan, and Iran. That smug look 
| had always reminded me of someone, 
| but who it was I couldn’t quite remem- 
| ber. Then, as I photographed the outfit, 
| it suddenly dawned on me that a camel 
|looks exactly like Jack Benny waiting 


for the audience to get through laugh- 
ing at his joke. 

When the packing was completed 
and the camel riders were perched atop 
the packs, all smugness vanished from 
the faces of the beasts. They roared, 
spat, and bellowed camel curses in a 
way to make the blood run cold. 

I took it easy after Elgin and Mickey 
left, and it was a good life. Every morn- 
ing Monique and I would go out in the 
car and cruise up and down the dusty 
road. Our daily quota was two Dorcas 
gazelles and half a dozen guinea fowl. 
Generally I’d shoot one gazelle in the 
morning, one in the late afternoon. I 
generally got the guinea fowl in the 
morning. 


MY armament for this pot hunting 
was a fine .270 Model 70 Winches- 
ter with a 4X scope, and a shotgun that 
was probably the most horrible firearm 
ever to frustrate a member of the 
human race. Mickey had rented the 
scattergun for us in Ft. Archambault. 
It had about a two-inch drop at the 
comb, a three-inch drop at heel, and 
the pulls on the two triggers were 
about 20 pounds each. The 13-inch 
stock was too short for me. Every time 
I managed to yank off a barrel I could 
count on having that miserably thin 
comb bang my cheek and my thumb 
bust me in the nose. I did some lousy 
shooting with it, but I managed to keep 
the outfit fed. 

Meantime, Elgin and Mickey had 
pushed their nondescript packtrain 
hard. They got to the sheep mountain 
and made camp in time to hunt in the 
cool of late afternoon. The mountain 
they chose was rugged, enormous 
boulders piled one on the other and 
thick with villainous wait-a-bits. Again 
they saw but little sheep sign, and that 
old. They climbed high and followed 
the ridge going out. Headed back to 
camp at dusk, they traveled lower 
across the heads of the canyons. 

Getting close to camp, Elgin and 
Mickey hadn’t seen anything with hair 
on it. Then, far across a wide canyon, 
they saw a movement in the scrubby 
thorn trees. A moment later they made 
out the spiral horns of a greater kudu, 
one of the finest of all trophies Africa 
offers. 

As Elgin fed a cartridge into the 
chamber of his .300 Weatherby, an- 
other kudu materialized. It was larger 
than the first and had a great sweeping 
pair of horns with the 2% turns char- 
acteristic of the mature bull kudu. 

This bull came up out of the brush, 
and stood on the open ridge looking as 
grand, wild, and beautiful as any ani- 
mal can look. He was about 300 yards 
away. 

With the crosswires steady on the 
bull’s shoulder, Elgin touched off the 
big .300. The kudu made a frantic leap 
and disappeared over the ridge. “You 
hit him!” Mickey shouted. 

They found him piled up dead about 
20 yards down the slope. As they were 
examining him, the other and smaller 
bull, obviously puzzled at what had 
happened, slipped slowly through the 
brush on the other side of a wide can- 
yon. Elgin’s bull had horns measuring 
4912 inches along the spiral—a fine 
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kudu anywhere and exceptional for 
French Africa. 

Elgin had shot the kudu close enough 
to camp to arouse the porters, camel 
men, and assorted helpers. They came 
out to cut up the carcass and haul it to 
camp. That night under the bright Sa- 
hara stars there was singing and feast- 
ing on roast kudu. 

Next morning Elgin and Mickey 
were out early. They struck out across 
a big open valley to another range. 
Again all the sign they found was old. 
Instead of returning to camp to rest, 
they spent the unproductive hot hours 
dozing against a boulder, protected to 
some extent from the sun by the sparse 
shade of some wait-a-bits. When it 
began to cool off, they drank the last of 
their water and cut across a valley to a 
big rocky butte. 

The sun was going down now, a great 
shimmering red ball as it dipped to- 
ward some blue and ragged mountains 
to the west. Sahara sunsets are gaud- 
ily crimson because of the ever-present 
dust in the air. 

“Bad luck,” said Mickey gloomily. 
“We can hunt tomorrow morning, and 
then we have to go. The camels can 
last a long time without water, but not 
the donkeys and horses.” 

As they worked around the side of 
the mountain heading toward camp and 
gradually losing altitude, both were 
weary and depressed. 


hen Mahmet whispered and pointed 

Ahead, almost a quarter of a mile 
away, they saw an aoudad ewe picking 
her way up a ridge, She was big, and 
would make an interesting trophy. 

Elgin was tempted. He walked over 
to a boulder, took a rest over it, and 
put the scope on her. The light was so 
poor and she was so far away that he 
couldn’t see her well. He changed the 
Weatherby variable-power scope from 
4 to 7 power, and then she stood out 
clearly. 

“Don’t shoot yet,’”’ Mickey whispered. 
““Maybe there’s a ram with her.” 

As he spoke, a large aoudad ram 
walked slowly out of the brush behind 
her, started up the hill, then stopped 
to leok around. 

Elgin held the crosswires in the 
scope about a foot over the ram’s 
shoulders and squeezed that trigger as 
he’d never squeezed it before. The ram 
disappeared as if the earth had been 
jerked from under him, and a moment 
later the whump of the striking .300 
Weatherby 180-grain bullet came float- 
ing back. 

As was the case with the first mou- 
flon, it was too dark to take color 
photos, but Mickey took some with his 
camera wide open at f. 2. The ram was 
a fine one, well up in the records for 
Barbary sheep. 

The two of them had roasted back- 
strap of aoudad over thorn-tree coals 
that night, and Elgin was so happy 
that he borrowed an odd musical in- 
strument from one of the camel men, 
tuned it like a banjo, and gave a con- 
cert.

BEARS ATTACK?

cover when available. By watching 
how an animal reacted as I stood up 
and moved about, I could tell if it saw 
me. And I'd talk to it so I would be 
sure it heard me. If I could, I'd circle 
it so it would get my scent, regardless 
of wind direction. 

Three of a bear’s five senses—see- 
ing, hearing, and smelling—should be 
enough to identify me as a human 
being. I didn’t intend to let it use its 
senses of feeling and tasting. 

Animals that I was certain had seen, 
heard, and smelled me—all three— 
would be counted as “interviewed.” No 
bear would be tallied twice if known to 
be the same animal. Cubs still with 
their mothers would not be counted 
either, as they follow the lead of old 
bears. I wanted to get the reactions of 
as many different bears as possible. 
All bears met would be entered in a 
“general” count. 

With these rules in my mind, steel 
tape and notebook in my pocket, and a 
high-powered rifle in my hand, I started 
out from my home in Hoonah. 

The interview count grew slowly. In 
only about one out of five cases was I 
able to carry out all three parts of the 
experiment. 

The next four completed interviews 
were with medium-size bears. They 
didn’t even growl during their inter- 
views. I discovered one thing of special 
interest: many bears, upon seeing me, 
would circle to get my scent. This saved 
me much time and maneuvering. 

Case No. 6 in the general count was 
interesting and unusual. It involved a 
situation widely accepted as deadly. 

It happened while I was groping 
through head-high grass in August, a 
time when hay spiders have their webs 
strung profusely in the meadows. The 
place was the mouth of Hawk Inlet on 
Admiralty Island, a well-known habitat 
of big brownies. 

As I blundered along with an arm 
across my face for protection from the 
webs, I unknowingly walked over the 
brink of a steep cutbank, and plunged 
eight or nine feet. Tumbling into the 
tall grass at the bottom, I was startled 
by a series of hoglike snorts, flashes of 
flying fur, full-throated whoofs, and 
sounds of animals galloping away. 

Collecting my wits, I climbed as fast 
as I could back to the top of the bank 
and looked toward the sounds. Nearly 
100 yards away, a large brown bear was 
running. Now and then I glimpsed two 
small cubs at her heels. They stopped 
abruptly, and all three of them stood on 
their hind legs, looking back at me and 
apparently wondering what had dis- 
turbed them. 

After peering for a few seconds, the 
old bear dropped to all fours. Then, 
followed by the cubs, she came straight 
toward me at a full run. Naturally I 
wondered if this was a charge. 

The fur on her neck and back didn’t 
appear to be standing on end, nor were 
her ears laid back. Her mouth was open, 
but I felt this was for convenience in 
breathing rather than from anger. I 
couldn’t imagine a bear charging with- 





out anger and I couldn’t believe that this 
animal was angry. But if this wasn’t a 
charge, what was it? “Perhaps the 
bear is curious,” I thought. 

Knowing I couldn’t outrun her in the 
tall grass, I quickly planned some tac- 
tics in case this developed into an emer- 
gency. I drew an imaginary line about 
20 yards away, with the idea of trying 
a shot into the air if the big bear came 
that close. I didn’t want to shoot her, 
for the cubs would starve without their | 
mother. I could fire a shot at any time, 
of course, but I wanted to let the animal 
follow her natural inclinations as far as 
possible. Suddenly, with no sign of fear | 
or anger, the bear turned to her left, | 
seemed to go through the bank, and ran 
straight to the heavy timber. | 

I found a well-worn trail, leading | 
from a nearby river, through the bank, 
and into the timber. Evidently the bear 
had come back to the trail because it 
was the quickest way to the woods. The 
fact that she had run toward me for | 
some distance was merely coincidental. 

The next bear worthy of mention was 
one I met while working for a salmon 
cannery. My work was in the Dry Bay 
area, 50 miles south of Yakutat (See 
“Alaska Comes to Me,” September OUT- 
DOOR LIFE), where most of the canning 
fish were caught. I had the job of count- 
ing salmon that commercial fishermen 
hauled from nearby streams and 
dumped into a common bin. From there 
they were taken directly to the cannery 
in Yakutat. 





lived in a tent near this fish bin. 

Besides counting fish, I also kept a 
canvas over the fish to protect them 
from the sun and from ravens and sea- 
gulls. Sometimes a bear would take a 
few salmon and chew up others. This 
was bear country. 

Before going to bed each night, I 
made a final check to be sure the canvas 
hadn’t blown back, exposing the fish. 
One night I found a two-year-old bear 
on the fish. He’d pulled the canvas back | 
and was standing on the pile, calmly 
gorging himself on choice sockeyes. 

The bear looked up as I came near, 
then went on with his supper. I stopped 
about 60 feet from him, and asked him 
if he realized he was stealing. He an- | 
swered with a short growl and a side- 
wise glance. He seemed to be saying, 
“Look out, bud, or you'll be next.”’ 

I was amused by his show of tough- 
ness. Fie wasn’t a big brownie, though 
he was the size of an average adult 
black bear. I’d seen him around before. 
He’d impressed me as a pretty good | 
little bear, seldom molesting things, and | 
willing to step aside to avoid trouble. 
But things were different new—he’d 
found food. In the animal kingdom, the | 
biggest finder is the keeper, and I was 
just a smaller beast trying to chase him 
away from his food. I couldn’t help ad- 
miring him when he growled at me. 

However, I couldn’t allow sentiment 
to interfere with science. I hurled a few 
oaths at him and yelled, “‘Get off those 
fish and stay off!” 

The bear’s response was so sudden 
that for an instant I had the uncanny 
feeling he understood English. Down 
from the pile he came, grim determina- | 
tion showing on his face as well as in |} 
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his actions. He came straight for me, 
walking with the gait so peculiar to 
angry bears. From the front, their nat- 
ural tendency to be pigeon-toed seems 
exaggerated. Their legs, while slightly 
bowed, look stiff. Their eyes hold stead- 
ily on their adversary. In this pose and 
frame of mind, they usually look a lit- 
tle bigger than they do at other times. 

As he came nearer I spoke sharply to 
him, much as you might to a misbehav- 
ing child. He instantly reared up on his 
hind legs and stood there eyeing me 
steadily. I thought I saw a change in 
his expression as I talked to him in a 
softer tone. In a few seconds he dropped 
| down and began wriggling his nose and 
sniffing the air. There was no sign of 
anger now in his expression. 

He took a few steps to one side, sniffed 
vigorously, took a few more steps, and 
sniffed again. He continued this until 
he’d completed about one fourth of a 
circle. His whoof of surprise when he 
caught my scent was loud and sudden, 
but no more so than his actions. He 
made for the brush at top speed. 


© yt why will a bear see and hear a 
person—even at close range—and 
apparently not recognize him as a hu- 
man? And why will he suddenly become 
panic-stricken upon catching the per- 
son’s scent?’ I have theories, but 
they’re hard to prove or disprove. 

It seems as if the nerves from their 
ears and eyes don’t usually connect to 
whatever part of the brain it is that 
gives warnings or causes caution and 
|fear. Only the nerve from the nose 
seems invariably to have this direct 
hookup. 

The most outstanding example of 
this peculiarity that I’ve run into con- 
cerned an adult bear I found taking fish 
from a gill net one night in the East 
River near Dry Bay. 

I saw this bear come out of the brush 
at dusk and wade along the net toward 
the splashing fish. Putting on my head- 
lamp and grabbing a shotgun loaded 
| with fine shot, I jumped into a boat and 
| started rowing to the net. I didn’t want 
|to kill the bear—just drive him away. 
| While still about 55 yards from the 
bear, I stopped rowing and waited for 
him to turn away so that I wouldn’t 
shoot him in the face. A fish hit the net 
near shore and the bear turned to go 
| after him. As he did, I shot him in the 
rear end. At that distance the fine shot 
doesn’t injure a bear, but stings. The 
bear ran splashing ashore and stopped. 

I fired another shot over him. The 
flash of the gun muzzle was large and 
bright in the gathering darkness. 

The bear milled about uncertainly, 
walking this way and that. I went 
ashore just downstream from him, in- 
tending to drive him into the brush. 
When he spotted me, he started walking 
my way. 

I turned on the headlamp and put the 
beam on him. He reared up on his hind 
legs and stood looking at me. He was 
a creature from Mars, standing 712 feet 
tall, with coal-red eyes glowing. 

Yelling and talking to him seemed to 
have no effect whatever. Even another 
shot in the air didn’t bother him. 

Lowering himself again to the 
ground, he started calmly wading out 








along the net. He was going back to 
his fishing! I stood dumbfounded. What 
was I to do with an animal like this? 

By wetting the back of a hand and 
holding it up, I found there was a light 
but steady breeze blowing downstream 
—from the bear to me. 

Walking alongshore behind the bear, 
I went upstream until I was about 40 
feet above him and then started wading 
out into the river to get directly upwind 
of him. Watching him closely, I went 
slowly out. I was beginning to wonder 
if he had a nose or I had any odor. 

Suddenly he threw his head up. In- 
stantly there came the loud whoof so 
common to a surprised bear. Water 
splashed in all directions as he raced for 
shore. And he didn’t hesitate there. I 
could plainly hear brush cracking 150 
yards away as he raced from the area. 

It didn’t figure. How could a bear see 
and hear me, be shot, see a spotlight, 
hear the report of a gun, and not know 
that I was a human? 

Brown bears wait for their noses. 

Of all the bears I’ve run across in the 
woods, only one was sick. I feel certain 
he hadn't been shot, though he may have 
been injured internally in a fight. 

Wading down a salmon river on 
Kodiak Island, I rounded a bend and 
was greeted by a constant groaning and 
growling. It was a bear somewhere in 
the dense undergrowth on my left. 

With the aid of my 7 x 35 Bausch & 
Lomb binoculars, I finally spotted him. 
He was standing up, chewing a well- 
rotted spot on a dead cottonwood trunk 
leaning at a sharp angle above him. He 
was unaware of me. As I stood watch- 
ing him, it occurred to me that here was 
an excellent chance to measure a bear’s 
natural height when standing on his 
hind legs. 

Taking a firm grasp on my rifle, I 
started toward the bear. Should the 
moaning and groaning change to a pitch 
of anger, I could race back down the hill 
and into the river. I could even shoot 
the animal in an emergency, but this I 
didn’t want to do. 


A’ I drew near, the bear backed out 
of sight in heavy growth. But the 
groaning kept up steadily, telling me 
the bear’s approximate position and 


frame of mind. Judging from the 
sounds, he'd stopped about 35 yards 
away. 

I was thankful for his noise for by it 
I could keep an “eye” on him while I 
did my measuring. I worked hastily. 
The distance from the ground to the 
chewed spot on the snag was seven feet. 
From his tracks, I judged him to be 
about a three-year-old. 

In the immediate area of the cotton- 
wood snag were numerous beds where 
the bear had lain. At the head of each 
bed was a pile of slimy, frothy substance 
that the bear had vomited. 

I had the opportunity of watching this 
bear, off and on for several days. After 
a few days during which he moved slug- 
gishly and groaned intermittently, he 
appeared to be normal again. 

In my years of guiding and hunting, 
I’ve seen the reactions of a number of 
injured bears of various sizes. Wounded 
bears usually try to their last breath to 
escape. I’ve walked up to several whose 





backs had been broken, paralyzing their 
hind legs, and finished them with a shot 
through the head from a .44 Special re- 
volver. To the last, they tried to drag 
themselves away by their forelegs. 

Sometimes wounded bears, if unable 
to run or if followed too closely, will try 
to defend themselves by attacking their 
pursuers. Such an incident can create 
excitement of the highest order, espe- 
cially if the bear’s attack is successful. 
There have been cases of this, and no 
doubt the number would be higher were 
it not for the caution of most hunters 
and guides. 

I know it’s considered poor strategy 
to follow an injured bear into heavy 
cover, without first giving him time to 
die or stiffen up from his wounds. But 

for experimental reasons—I’ve often 
followed as closely as I could. In a few 
cases I’ve caught up with the bears 
before they died. A few, when pressed, 
have tried to drag themselves toward 
me or catch me with their forepaws. 
One bear still sticks sharply in my 
memory. 


Waking along a beach on Admiralty 
Island once, I was surprised to hear 
gunfire around a point just ahead. As 
I rounded the point I saw a fishing boat 
cruising along a few hundred yards off- 
shore. About 200 yards farther along, 
I saw fresh bear tracks. At nearly the 
same instant I noticed a large patch of 
bear hair, blood, and bits of fatty tissue 
on the beach. The fishermen had been 
shooting at a bear on the shore and 
had hit him. 

I followed the tracks and blood trail 
up over a low bank and into a fairly 
open patch of alders. I went very slow- 
ly, spending more time looking around 
for the bear than walking. After going 
about 300 yards in 45 minutes, I spotted 
the bear lying—apparently dead—-a few 


steps ahead. . oor ET 


I threw sticks at the bear and yelled 
at him. No response. In these cases, 
however, caution is always in order. I 
put the end of my rifle barrel just be- 
hind the animal’s ribs and shoved. 

Suddenly, with a low growl, he swung 
his head and shoulders around so sud- 
denly that I was caught completely off 
guard. As I involuntarily jumped back, 
a dry, sharp snag pierced the foot of 
my left hip boot, holding it fast. The 
rest of me continued on over backward. 
In the fall, my right elbow struck an 
alder sapling hard; my rifle flew out of 
the hand and landed crosswise almost 
under the bear’s nose. When I tried to 
move my right hand I found it was 
paralyzed. 

I lay back as far as I could; my left 
foot held by the snag about two feet 
from the bear’s mouth. Though the 
suddenness of all this had startled me, 
I still noticed that the bear’s hindquar- 
ters hadn’t moved, and his growls 
sounded weak. 

That big brown bear and I lay just 
looking at one another for what I think 
must have been seconds, although it 
seemed longer. I tried cautiously to 
free my foot, afraid to try too hard for 
fear of arousing the animal to a final 
effort. I had no desire to have a foot 
bitten, even by a half-dead bear. Then 
the growling stopped and I noticed that 
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the bear’s eyes looked dazed and un- 
focused. Feeling safer now, I gave an 


y} | energetic tug and the boot came free. 
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35 
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The bear seemed not to notice, and 
in a few seconds his head dropped to 
|the ground and rolled sideways. 

He was an old male, measuring near- 
‘ly eight feet from the tip of his nose 
|to the tip of his tail. His teeth were 
| worn smooth, and several had been 
broken badly sometime in the past. 

I felt good as I returned to camp that 
day, even if my right hand and forearm 
ached and my left boot was useless. 

Judging from what I’ve seen so far, 
I'd say that if any group of bears be- 
long in a separate category, it’s the 
large, old, males. Their advancing age 
and the scars of life’s battle seem to 
affect a bear’s nature much as they do 
the natures of humans. 

As I continued to study brown bears, 
friends and others gradually learned of 
| my experiments. I seldom told anyone 

voluntarily for fear of what they might 
think. The big brown has such a repu- 
| tation that anyone intentionally seek- 
ing him out just for experimental 
reasons might be suspected of suicidal 
tendencies. 
| As people heard what I was up to, 
| they asked questions. Their remarks 
| were usually caustic, or direly prophet- 
| ic, such as, “Boy, you’re really asking 
jfor it!”’, “You tired of living?” Or 
“You’ve been in the bush too long.” 
Advice has been free and plentiful. 
Some has been helpful. 

Several people have told me where 
they’ve heard of unusually large, or 
; mean bears. I’ve been glad to get this 
information, for these are the bears J 
| like to check on. 





Imost invariably, when hearing of 

my project, people will ask if I am 

not scared of the big bruins. The truth 

is that in most of my encounters with 

bears I haven’t been afraid, though a 
few times I’ve felt some concern. 

I’ve seen a good many skinned car- 
casses of large brown bears. The 
firmness and size of their great muscles 
is mighty impressive. I’ve often won- 
dered how many horsepower a large 
brownie could develop. So, as a big 
bear stands, perhaps 15 feet away, 
growling ominously and working his 
powerful jaws, knowing what’s under 
that big fur coat is enough to cause 
some anxiety in any person interested 
in his own physical well-being. 

My sense of danger is always tem- 
| pered somewhat by the feel of the high- 
| powered rifle in my hands, by my con- 
fidence in the weapon, and in my ability 
| to use it. The rifle, however, may seem 





| to shrink a little if the bear is very close, 


large and angry. 

I don’t feel that I’m unusually brave. 
One of the things I’ve learned from my 
35 years of hunting is that almost every- 


|one is afraid of something. 


I was born in the cornstalks of Iowa 

|} and grew up with all types of guns. I 

feel confidence in my ability to use them. 

| Regardless of whether this confidence is 

fully justified, so long as it’s there it 
gives me courage. 

The rifle I use now is powerful enough 

to lend courage to anyone. The caliber 

is an improved version of the .375 


H. & H. Magnum. The rifle, of my own 
design, is short, light, and handy, weigh- 
ing 7% pounds and having a 21-inch 
barrel. It’s built on an Enfield action, 
with my own stock, and has an extra- 
long magazine made by welding parts 
of two Springfield magazines together 
to accommodate handloads using long 
bullets. 

Loaded with 85 grains of du Pont No. 
4350 powder, or a corresponding charge 
of No. 4064, behind a 350-grain Barnes 
bullet, or a 300-grain Hornady, it may 
not be as powerful as lightning, but it 
seems to kill big game almost as quickly. 

During the 12 years I've been study- 
ing bears, I’ve tried to be free to do 
nothing but observe them during that 
part of the year when they’re out of 
hibernation. My bank account hasn’t 
always allowed me this pleasure, but

have known Earl Fleming, author 

of “Do Brown Bears Attack?’ for 
a good many years, and have known of 
his experiences and records he has 
kept on contacts with bears. The past 
few years Earl has been employed by 
me on the Kodiak Refuge, and we have 
come in contact with a good many 
bears together. I have looked over the 
records of his encounters with brown 
bears throughout Alaska. 

His opinions on bears are those of 
most professional workers in the field 
who work in close contact with the 
animals. All of us learn to understand 
and respect them, and thus our opin- 
ions are formed and differentiate from 
those who only hunt bears or have few 
contacts with this fine game animal. 

Bears are inquisitive animals and 
also good bluffers; their eyesight is 
poor and they often come running 
toward a human to see what the crea- 
ture is. Most hunters shoot before the 
bears get close enough to see or smell 
the hunters, while Earl has the nerve 
to stand his ground, and in the end 
bluffs out the bears.— Will Troyer, Ref- 
uge Manager, Kodiak National Wildlife 
Refuge, Kodiak, Alaska. 





when not completely free, I have still 
been in the woods in bear country. 
Sometimes I was working for the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service as a stream- 
guard, predator-control or enforcement 
agent, or making surveys of bears and 
other animals. Other times I was guid- 
ing bear hunters, prospecting, photo- 
graphing, or fishing commercially in 
salmon streams—always in areas where 
the big bears lived. In addition, I’ve 
spent the remaining parts of many of 
these years in the woods, prospecting, 
trapping, guiding, and taking pictures. 

The number of bears in the general 
count now stands at 402. This is the 
total I’ve met. Of these, I’ve been able 
to interview 81 at distances ranging 
from 12 to 100 feet. The 81 heard, saw, 
and smelled me. 

So far I’ve never had to shoot a bear 
in self-defense, nor have I been injured 
by one. Occasionally, though, my heart- 





beat has increased a bit when the hum 
of my 16 mm. movie camera or the 
click of a still camera’s shutter has 
alarmed a bear at close quarters, caus- 
ing the animal to rear up, huffing and 
growling (see cover). 

My count represents bears in nearly 
every place in Alaska where big browns 
are found, as well as grizzlies in the 
Alaska Range. It includes all classes 
of bears under many circumstances. 
Large, small, male, and female bears; 
in daylight, in the dark; while feeding; 
mothers with cubs; bears sleeping, trav- 
eling, fishing. And it includes wounded 
and dying bears. I also studied a num- 
ber of glacier bears in the St. Elias 
Mountains. 

This study of brown bears has taught 
me something about two creatures— 
bear and man. 

First the bears: 1. Bears are basically 
timid. 2. Most bears are curious. 3. They 
are individuals in their personality 
traits. 4. Mother bears feel strongly 
protective toward their young. This is 
more pronounced during their first year. 
5. Cubs stay with their mothers for two 
years and get most of their education 
during their second year with her. 6. 
Cubs will eventually starve or be killed 
if their mother is killed during their 
first year of life. 7. Brown bears live 
mostly on vegetation, supplemented by 
salmon in season and carrion when 
available. 8. Bears do not get fish by 
slapping them out of the water. They 
catch their fish in the water with fore- 
paws and mouth. 9. Bears seem to be 
very nearsighted. 10. Any bear possibly 
will charge if sufficiently provoked or 
disturbed. 

I believe that most bears accused of 
charging were not actually charging 
at all. They may well have been coming 
toward the accuser (this is especially 
likely to happen if the intruder is down- 
wind from the bear) either from curi- 
osity or in an effort to escape. A shift- 
ing breeze can make it impossible for a 
bear to tell the exact direction from 
which a frightening scent comes. 


Ne some facts about men con- 
fronted by bears. 

Seldom do they underestimate: 1. Size 
of bears met. 2. Number of bears seen. 
3. Size of tracks. 4. Any danger to 
themselves. 

And now here’s what’s happened to 
me since I started carrying my steel 
tape: 1. Bears stay farther away and 
make smaller tracks than formerly. 2. 
Getting some first-hand knowledge of 
the big bears has increased my interest 
in them. Familiarity may sometimes 
breed contempt, but it can also dispel 
ignorance and false beliefs. 

If anyone should ask me to name my 
idea of hunting at its finest, I know just 
what I’d pick. To my way of thinking 
you can’t beat selecting a certain brown 
bear—after first deciding that his coat 
and size are as good or better than those 
of other bears seen—and then stalking 
and outguessing this particular animal. 
Getting close enough for good pic- 
tures can be even more of a challenge. 

It would be fitting, I think, if among 
the last man-made tracks on earth 
could be found the huge footprints of 
the great brown bear. THE END

you’ve never experienced it, you simply 
don’t know what sort of a feeling that 
gives a fellow. Especially when he’s 
had a chance at two good trophy bulls, 
| and missed them both. Worst of all, 
|I didn’t even have a legitimate excuse. 
| Max had been with me to witness 
my first miss. Charlie Elliott was along 
and took some pictures. We were hunt- 
ing a tremendous scope of country on 
the rim above Pass Creek. The day 
was delightful—cold, with a few lazy 
clouds hanging around the horizon, and 
| white peaks shining against a sky so 
|blue that it seemed unreal. On that 
| first day, I got the swing and feel of 
|the high country. 

From a knoll on the skyline, Ray 
had showed me my first elk. I couldn’t 
see it right away. We were looking 
across the valley into an open area 
which seemed to be ringed with clumps 
of scattered bushes, and he finally 
lined me up with one of the clumps. 
I saw the bull then and suddenly real- 
ized why I hadn’t spotted it before. 
I was looking for something the size of 
a Hereford. This creature didn’t look 
much larger than a potato bug. What 
I'd thought were bushes, were tremen- 
dous trees, and the pebbles in the 
meadow were not pebbles, but huge 
glacial boulders. This was my first ex- 
perience with the crystal-bright air 
and tremendous distances of the West- 
ern range. 

“Before I come hunting for these 
critters again,” I said, “I’l train by 
sitting on my roof edge and spotting 
ants in the driveway.” 

The bull was alone and not very 
large, so we decided to pass him up. 
I moved off down the ridge for a better 
look, and two ravens came down one of 
the air currents and hovered over me, 
barking like rabbit dogs. 

“Those two birds have me treed,” I 
told Ray, at my heels. 

It was my first close look at a raven, 
but from that day I watched for th2m, 
and enjoyed the power and sweep of 
their flight. 

We were about to turn back to get 
our horses when I happened to glance 
down the slope into the timber. Less 
than 50 yards away stood a cow, and 
believe me, she was bigger than the 
animal I'd seen in the distance. She 
was looking straight at me. It was the 
first elk I had ever seen at close range, 
but no one had to tell me what it was. 
We simply stood and stared at one an- 
other, and I experienced one of my 
great moments of the hunt—that of 
discovering an elk before the guide 
| spotted it. 
| Ray glanced at me, followed my 
open-mouthed stare, and saw the cow. 
She was already moving and another 
cow trailed behind her. He grabbed 
|my arm and pulled me out of sight. 
| Then he ran for my rifle in the saddle 
scabbard. We hadn’t spooked the elk 
too bad, but by the time Ray got back 
with the rifle, the herd had moved 
around the hillside and stopped on an 
open slope not more than 300 yards 
away. In the bunch were seven cows 
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and two bulls. Both the bulls were 
small, though, and we decided not to 
try for a kill. I wanted my first elk to 
be a real trophy. 

We hunted slowly, often pausing on 
the ridge crest to glass the open hill- 
sides and “parks” as they call clearings 
in this part of the country. In the dis- 
tance we saw a good many cows and 
bulls. As Max had predicted, they came 
out of the timber around midday, 
grazed for a while, then returned to 
the forest to lie down. Shortly after 
lunch, we spotted a herd bull with his 
gang of cows. They were only two 
narrow canyons away. It was the first 
better-than-average six-pointer we'd 
seen that was close enough to stalk. 

We crouched under a knot of trees 
for an anxious half hour and watched 
the elk feed across an angling slope, 
over the backbone of a ridge, and into 
heavy forest that covered the north 
slope. 

“Chances are they’ll lie down when 
they hit that timber,” Ray said. ‘‘We 
should find them not too far below 
the top.” 

We rode through a couple of big 
arroyos—back at home we call them 
gullies—-and tied our horses in some 
trees, one ridge away from where we'd 
seen the elk. From there we stalked 
afoot, through three inches of snow. 

Ray saw the bull before I did. The 
big fellow was lying down in the snow, 
with a dozen cows strung out around 
him. The herd was little more than 200 
yards away, at a sharp angle downhill. 

“Try for a neck shot,” Ray whis- 
pered. “That'll stop him cold.” 

As carefully as i ever squeezed off a 
shot on the rifle range, I held where I 
thought his neck vertebrae should be, 
and tightened my grip until the rifle 
cracked. I never saw a thimbleful of 
powder get so much action. The whole 
herd went from a sleeping start into 
full flight-—all but the bull. The bark 
of my rifle brought him to his feet. He 
half fell on his side, jumped up again, 
and started to turn around, like a dog 
trying to bite its tail. 


he rifle shot spooked Ray almost 

as badly as it did the elk. He was 
on his way downhill as though he in- 
tended to be on top of the bull by the 
time my 130-grain chunk of lead got 
there. Without knowing why, I ran 
along with him, and was at his heels 
when he skidded to a halt about half- 
way down slope. 

“Better shoot him again,” the guide 
said. 

I tried to put on the brakes, but 
there weren’t any. Both feet kept go- 
ing, leaving me suspended momentarily 
in the air. I hit the roof-top slope as if 
I'd gone in for tobogganing, without a 
toboggan. Before I could recover, I 
saw the bull jump downhill, fall, get 
up again, and take off. 

Ray was gone again, jumping logs 
and brush like an old coon dog I used 
to own. I tried to follow, lost my foot- 
ing a second time, and plowed into the 
snow, switching ends twice and sliding 
to a halt with my feet uphill and my 
rifle barrel stuck in a snowbank. 

Before I had time to uncorkscrew 
myself and continue the wild flight, the 





herd appeared in a meadow across the 
valley. When I looked at them throug 
my glasses, I recognized the head that 
I had failed to hang on my trophy wall. 
He wasn’t limping or even hurt, so far 
as I could tell. I was sure of it when 
he thumbed his bugle at me—raising 
his muzzle and ringing his melodious 
tone into the mountain valley. Three 
young bulls with him, encouraged no 
doubt by the derision of their elder, 
whistled again and again, making the 
woods echo with the chorus. I sat in 
the snow and watched them climb out 
of the valley over a low pass. 

Ray puffed back to where I was just 
getting up and brushing snow off the 
seat of my pants. 

“I believe,” he stated, as if expound- 
ing a basic truth out of the Bible, “that 
you missed him.” 

I didn’t see how, but he was right 
The tracks showed no sign of a hit 
only that the bull had slipped and fallen 
in the excitement. And that was how 
I missed my first chance at a trophy 
bull. 


| Sh the next few days we saw a good 
many elk—-mostly cows and young 
bulls. My tentmate, Raleigh Rollins, 
had made a long side trip to Bruin 
Creek, at the head of the valley, and 
brought back a good trophy 3oth 
Fulton Lovell and Doc Roper had made 
outstanding kills in Blind Basin, half a 
day’s saddle journey from our main 
camp at Butte. Fred Jones, Bill Lovell, 
and Charlie Elliott had hung their 
antlers on the rack. Ray and I were 
the only team that hadn't scored 

With three more days to go, I made 
the long ride to Bruin, where some out- 
standing heads had been seen by the 
guides. Bill Lovell and Don Wildon, 
his guide, said that in the deepening 
snows around the rim of Yellow Moun- 
tain, the elk were ganging together for 
their annual migration into the Jackson 
Hole country. Bruin Creek appeared to 
be our last desperate bet for a good 
head. 

Raleigh and Bill went with us. We 
rolled up our sleeping bags, packed a 
few essentials, and rode up the valley 
toward Bruin. The wind was cold 
Storm clouds had massed over the mam- 
mouth ridges flanking the valley, and 
a scattering of flakes drifted across the 
flats. At the head of the valley, clouds 
were dumping a load of snow which 
blotted out the peaks towering above 
the canyons. 

“If we stay here another week,” I 
observed, “we'll probably run into some 
polar bears.” 

“If a blizzard’ll bring ’em in, we 
will,” Ray agreed. 

The elk around Yellow Mountain 
were still high, where Fred and Bill 
had found them. Ray and I started 
this phase of the hunt by stalking one 
big fellow to the very crown of a mas- 
sive ridge. For 200 yards we crawled 
on our belt buckles in the snow to get 
a long shot at him. But he went out of 
sight over the rim, unhurt, and Ray 
kindly excused me on the basis of the 
hard climb, and the distance from 
where we buried in the snow to where 
the elk stood. 

Now here we were on the day before

we had to leave, at the start of another 
long stalk, which might be our last. 
Like a couple of fiddler crabs, we 
backed around the slope, keeping the 
tree clump between us and the herd. 
My hunting coat, gloves, and hat were 
plastered with snow. I hadn’t done so 
much crawling since my days in three- 
cornered pants, but I stayed at Ray’s 
heels and we wormed our way into a 
little draw where I could stand up, 
stretch my legs, and gulp in great 
draughts of air. The guide gave me a 
quizzical look and along with it, a 
doubtful compliment. 

“Durned if you ain’t tough enough,” 
he said, ‘‘but you sure blow a lot.” 

Now we could walk 200 yards before 
we had to take to our bellies again. 
We snaked along the slope to a rock 
outcropping, from which we could see 
the herd. The bull stood motionless, 
not more than a few yards from where 
we'd last seen him. 

“It looks like our luck might hold,” 
Ray said. 

I can’t adequately describe that next 
half hour. I’ve hunted deer and turkeys 
in the south-Georgia swamps, and I’ve 
stalked a few political opponents in my 
time—upwind, too—but I’d never made 
a trip like that before. Inch by inch 
we crossed that frozen, rocky hillside. 
Inside my gloves, my fingers turned 
into icy claws that I used to help pull 
me along.

I checked the distance 
with Ray. 

“It’s durn sure more than a quarter 
of a mile,” he said. 

To say that I wasn’t excited wouldn’t 
be totin’ quite fair. I’d already missed 
two of the critters. This was the long- 
est shot I’d had. If I missed this one, 
I wanted to do it in style. I dug in my 
heels, and adjusted the sling as care- 
fully as if I were shooting for a score 





on the rifle range. Then I took a deep 
breath and let out half, held steady 
about two feet above the bull’s shoul- 
der, and let fly. 

I didn’t feel the jar when the gun 
went off. I hardly heard the noise. 
The bull didn’t move a muscle, but a 
second later, when the sound blast 
reached the slope, every cow jumped in 
her tracks. 

“Whack ’im again!” Ray barked. 

The bull began to turn slowly, and 
I wasn’t so deliberate this time. I 
squeezed off a quick one, but at that 
distance had absolutely no idea where 
it went. 

“Whack ’im again!’ the guide 
clipped a second time. 


his one was much too quick and I 

saw it plow snow over the animal's 
back. Then he stepped downhill and 
out of sight into the timber. No one 
will ever know how I felt at that mo- 
ment. I’ve lost a political fracas or 
two, but even those didn’t leave me as 
totally disappointed as I was when I 
saw that magnificent trophy being 
swallowed up by the trees. 

“You hit him,” Ray said calmly. 

We took off across the slope. My 
bellows were beginning to work up a 
full head of steam when we came to 
the rim of a deep canyon that we 
hadn’t seen. We followed its edge for 
200 feet or more, and found a place 
where we could slide to the bottom on 
the seat of our pants. My hip pockets 
were beginning to wear thin from slid- 
ing. But getting up the far canyon 
wall was another matter. It was like 
trying to balance and move on a 
greasy treadle. But Ray was patient, 
and 40 minutes later he pulled me over 
the rim. 

There was a spot of blood where the 
bull had stood on my first shot, an- 
other where he’d turned, and then a 
scattering of crimson drops in the 
white snow.

It was also one of the 
largest heads taken by hunters with 
Max Wilde’s outfit during the entire 
season. 

Snow had begun to fall again, sift- 
ing through the branches of the trees. 
I hardly noticed it. By the time we 
skinned out the trophy, opened the 
meat to cool, and rode back to the main 
camp on Butte Creek, daylight of this 
late-October day would be at least 
four blustery hours behind us. But 
that night I’d have tackled the trail 
even without a horse. This was the 
finest big-game hunt in my life. THE END

sible in accepting only those from hon- 
est, reliable sources. Occasionally, how- 
ever, one of the other kind slips in 
—just as inferior articles sometimes, 
but not often, are advertised in other 
lines of business. I’m sometimes asked 
why a magazine of large circulation is 
used to offer one dog for sale. The an- 
swer is that the dog may come from a 
top-bred litter, or that it may be a 
leader to offer other dogs the breeder 
has when he answers your inquiry. 
The breeder may tell you the adver- 
tised dog has been sold, which may be 
correct, for most likely he had the dog 
in his kennel some time before the 
magazine reached you. Or he may 
have had a large number of interested 
persons write in before your letter ar- 
rived. 

The dog buyer who desires to be 
really selective might state his desires 
in an advertisement and then screen 
the responses. This is a particularly 
intelligent approach for the man who’s 
looking for a good example of one of 
the rarer hunting breeds, or for a dog 
that must meet standards that are 
very high. 

A situation that would demand a 
buyer’s caution would be the offering 
of an “all-purpose” hunting breed. 
There isn’t any such thing. A hound 
follows his game either by foot scent 
or by sight. Bird dogs seek and find 
air-borne body scent. The trailing 
hound hunts head low, the bird dog head 
high. No dog can do both at once. Re- 
triever breeds have coats developed to 
shed water; other hunting breeds do 
not. 

Whatever else you do while shop- 
ping for a dog, never let yourself be- 
come attached to one prior to making 
your final decision. If you should take 
a dog home with the understanding 
that its papers will be available later, 
you may, in time, discover that you've 
become attached to a dog that is un- 
registerable. You might be able to 
force the seller to take the dog back, 
but by then you may not want to. 

I believe that all the great coon dogs 
I’ve seen, passed, at one time or an- 
other, through the hands of profes- 
sional dog dealers. The same may be 
said of some prominent dogs of other 
hunting breeds. Some dog dealers are 
as ethical and conscientious as any 
businessman you'll ever meet, and they 
can be helpful in locating the dog you 
want. Dealers don’t always own dogs 
they offer for sale, but they generally 
keep on hand some dogs that have come 
to them or they’ve gathered, and they 
know where to find others. 

When you buy a mail-order dog on 
trial from a dealer or breeder, you fre- 
quently pay all the shipping charges. 
Often these charges add up to more 
than the price of the dog, and this 
sometimes comes as a surprise to a 
buyer. When he realizes it, he seldom 
returns a dog, even though it may not 
be satisfactory. Instead, he’s inclined 
to think he’s been gypped. Misunder- 
standings along these lines can readily 
be avoided if the buyer points out spe- 





cifically what he wants when he writes 
to the dealer or breeder. 

Tell him exactly what you want, and 
demand a positive statement from him 
on what dogs he has to offer, their 
qualities, and training. Question gun- 
shyness, and ask the seller what he 
means by a “started” dog. Have the 
dog you are interested in definitely 
identified by color, markings, and sex, 
and not by just a call name. Ask for 
specific facts, not generalities. Save 
all your correspondence on the subject, 
including copies of your letters, so that 
if any question of fraud should develop 
you can produce these data as evi- 
dence. Finally, don’t expect something 
for nothing. 

In any disputes between buyers and 
sellers, kennel clubs are unable to be 
of service to either unless purchase 
agreements are in writing. Unless per- 
formance by both parties is complete 
at the time of the transaction, a writ- 
ten contract is the only worthwhile 
protection. 

If you do your negotiating over the 
telephone, have the seller confirm the

What I had to say earlier about get- 
ting a professional trainer to appraise 
“on-trial” dogs applies under these cir- 
cumstances too. He could be especially 
helpful if you’re after a mature, 
trained dog carrying a big price tag. 

Hunting dogs are expected to do so 
many different jobs in so many differ- 
ent ways, it is difficult to advise a 
buyer just what to look for when mak- 
ing his choice. I rate a livable tempera- 
ment as the most important single 
quality in a sporting dog. A dog can be 
a real hotshot in the field, but if he 
can’t be depended on to act properly in 
and around the home he’s less than an 
asset. No one wants to be paying hos- 
pital bills or settling damage suits in- 
curred by his dog’s misbehavior. 

Two things all good hunting dogs 
must have in abundance are courage 
and zest to find game. They must also 
have the proper physical conformation 
to do their jobs well. I’ve come to 
have great respect for what I call 
“trainability’”—a combination of intel- 
ligence, instinct, and temperament. 

Special breeds, of course, must have 
special qualities. Gaze hounds need 
keen sight and running gear designed 
for speed. Beagles should be balanced

Some popular hunting breeds are 
plagued with strains of otherwise bril- 
liant performers that are just natu- 
Some sportsmen are willing 


to 


a high degree of talent, but dogs that 
cower and flop on their bellies at a 
harsh word aren’t to my taste. 

Study the pedigrees of the dogs of- 
fered to you. You won’t have to be an 
expert to understand them if they 
show the winning and producing field- 
trial records of the dogs. The sire of 
the dog offered should show a record 
of field-trial wins, and the wins should 
represent either quality, quantity, or 
both. Don’t let the seller trade only on 
wins of the sire, grandsire, great- 
grandsire, or a dog even farther back 
in the line. 

The dam, on average, is as respon- 
sible as the sire for the quality of the 
dog being offered. She also should be 
a field-trial winner. Lacking this, she 
should at least show that her sire was 
a quality hunting dog with a proved 
record. And his sire—and his sire’s 
sire. 

In examining pedigree papers, it’s 
important not to confuse field and 
wins. A bench-show win 
means that the dog has excelled to 
some degree in a beauty contest. It 
tells you nothing about what kind of a 
hunting job he can do. In almost every 
hunting breed, bench strains and field 
strains are as foreign to each other as 
are the different breeds. 

Some care will be required to avoid 
confusing bench-show champions and 
field-trial champions when examining 
pedigrees. Some time back a fellow 
proposed a mating between my stud 
and his female. I inquired about the 
field background of his dog, and was 
told that her sire was an international 
field-trial champion. I’d never heard 
of such a thing in Irish setters, and I 
asked the name of the dog. It was Int. 
Ch. Field Master of I'd known 
the dog well. He was a beautiful ani- 
mal, but he’d seldom been permitted to 
damage his long coat afield. He had 
won bench titles in the U.S. and Can- 
ada, but that “Field” in his name was 
just something that sounded nice to 
the lady who'd christened him. 

An authenticated pedigree issued by 
the registering body is usually more 
reliable than any other. When the 
American Kennel Club says “cham- 
pion” it means bench champion. Field- 
trial champions are known as “Field 
Trial Ch.” or “F.T.Ch.” Any Field Dog 
Stud Book ‘champion’ is a field-trial 
champion. 


he American Kennel Club does a 

fine job of serving needs of those 
interested in obedience training and 
obedience trials, most bench shows and 
bench breeding—plus supervision and 
authentication of beagle, _ retriever, 
spaniel, cocker, basset, and dachshund 
field trials. Aside from those breeds, 
other studbooks carry the weight for 
true hunting dogs. For example, the 
A.K.C. recognizes a few of the point- 


ing-breed trials, and, when certain re- 
quirements are met, awards ‘A.K.C. 
field-trial championships.’ These titles 
are seldom earned without merit, but 
they don’t command nearly the respect 
accorded to bird-dog field-trial cham- 
pionships recognized by the Field Dog 
Stud Book. In fact, most bird-dog 
trials recognized by the A.K.C. also 
offer F.D.S.B. recognition out of con- 
sideration for patrons who would 
rather have a F.DS.B. “win” than 
A.K.C. “championship points.” 


he F.D.S.B. registers 10 to 20 times 

as many dogs of the more popular 
bird-dog breeds that are active in the 
field than does the A.K.C. Of the 
20,000-plus greyhounds in this coun- 
try, the A.K.C. registers only about 25 
a year. Hunting and racing grey- 
hounds have their own registry in the 
National Coursing Association. Most 
fanciers of the coonhound breeds, par- 
ticularly those of bench strains, look to 
the United Kennel Club (which also 
recognizes some bench shows) for reg- 
istration and recognition, though there 
are at least four other good books that 
also register them. The A.K.C. recog- 
nizes the black-and-tan coonhound, but 
some fanciers of that breed feel the 
A.K.C.-minded group is on the wrong 
trail and they have their own strain 
and standard under the U.K.C. 

The list of stud registries given on 
page 105 should prove helpful to the 
novice, whatever hunting breed inter- 
ests him. Most registries, under vary- 
ing circumstances, will cross-register. 
Only a few of the hundreds of field 
trials receive wide publicity. To get a 
line on trials in your area, write to the 
studbooks catering to the breeds that 
interest you. 

Studbooks and pedigrees began with 
the Kennel Club Stud Book of England 
85 years ago. In the early days, a dog 
was of whichever breed his owner 
claimed for him. Some claims were in- 
credible, but they were accepted. Then 
the books were closed on those breeds. 

Dog breeding became an activity 
that, within the rules of the great ken- 
nel clubs, was cramped for new ge- 
netic resources. Despite this, many men 
have worked with known genetic fac- 
tors to improve the old breeds and cre- 
ate new ones. They know that the true 
test of a hunting dog is the manner in 
which he does his job, not how well his 
papers say he should do it. 

Where there are established breeds 
for the game he'll be hunting, the nov- 
ice buyer will serve his own interests 
best if he’ll stick to those that are rec- 
ognized. Only from parent stock of 
fixed and known genetic characteris- 
tics can puppies of predictable talent 
be produced. 

It is often said that “‘To get a cham- 
pion you don’t necessarily go to a 
champion—go to the dogs that pro- 
duced him.” The logic behind that is 
that a proved combination is always a 
better bet than an untried one. A 
champion may not be able to repro- 
duce himself, but his parents can. 

It makes more sense to select even a 
fair prospect from a great family than 
to accept the best individual from a 
poor or unproved one. A dog from an 
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unproved family may show desirable 
characteristics, but it is likely that he 
will carry some undesirable genetic 
factors. 

The terms “inbred” and “line-bred’’ 
often are misunderstood. Line-breed- 
ing involves breeding constantly with- 
in one rather large family, combining 
dogs with a common successful ances- 
tor. The technique is used for gradual 
improvement of an already successful 
strain. Inbreeding is much the same 
except that it involves combining 
closely related individuals. Its use is

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justified only when a breeder is trying 
to hold a combination that is more suc- 
cessful than any other available. 

When you've narrowed down your 
selection to a single litter, an experi- 
enced friend might be helpful in spot- 
ting some defects in the puppies that 
you wouldn't notice. However, no one 
can beat the law of averages in pick- 
ing the best hunting prospect out of a 
litter. 

I know a successful breeder of bench 
cockers who feels she can tell more 
about a dog’s skeletal structure an 
hour after birth than she can months 
afterward. I saw her call the mark on 
an hour-old puppy that has since be- 
top hunting dog show up only as the 
animal matures. 

Sometimes, of course, a cull can be 
spotted and discarded early. Shy belly- 
floppers and cripples can hardly escape 
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detection. It takes only a moment to 
check for navel hernia—a protrusion 
of the belly at the navel. Inspection 
for an effective bite also is in order. In 
every hunting breed, the lower front 
teeth should close just behind the 
upper front teeth so that they just 
meet firmly when the dog’s mouth is 
closed. 

While examining a litter, note if the 
kennel and the rest of the seller’s prop- 
erty is clean and orderly. Dirt, offen- 
sive odors, and disorder are danger 
signals. 

When you’ve made your choice, be 
sure to get the pup’s medical record 
from the seller so that your veteri- 
narian will know where to start when 
the time comes to inoculate the dog for 
distemper, hepatitis, and other dis- 
eases. Also, don’t waste any time get- 
ting the pup registered. Use the stud- 
book that commands the greatest re- 
spect in the breed you've selected. Im- 
mediate registration sometimes means 
an appreciable savings in the fee, and 
it always minimizes the possibility of 
papers getting lost. 

One final word. Though they require 
infinitely more care than older dogs, 
puppies seem to have a far better 
chance of being welcomed by wives. 
At my house, it works best if I take 
the little lady along when I go to pick 
up a puppy I’ve already selected. I put 
the appealing little thing in her arms 


|}and let it do the selling job. It works 


for me; maybe it will for you. That’s 
for you to plot and plan. In any event, 
good luck.

here’s an old woods road going up 

the mountain. That afternoon the 
standers took stations there—Dave be- 
side a big sawdust pile, Fran on a knoll 
overlooking a ravine, Les beside a stand 
of spruce, and Chet high up in the 
ledges. Dick, Nels, and I did the driv- 
ing. 

We cut in from the highway, angling 
cross-country toward the standers, and 
it wasn’t long before we got over being 
cold. The terrain was practically verti- 
cal, thick with undergrowth, tangled 
with evergreens, and booby-trapped 
with boulders and blowdowns. 

That’s one thing I like about southern 
New Hampshire deer country. It’s ac- 
cessible, and yet half a mile from the 
road you’re in woods as deep and primi- 
tive as those of any wilderness. Deer 
like it too. You'll find more deer to the 
square mile in this edge country of 
forested mountains and farmlands than 
you will in big woods. 

Thrusting our way through the un- 
dergrowth, we floundered along, fight- 
ing our way up the mountainside. I 
couldn’t have seen a deer 30 feet away, 
but the deer could hear us a mile off. 
That was all right; that was how we 
wanted it. The wind was right, too, 
for pushing them out to the waiting 
standers. 

I hadn’t gone a quarter of a mile be- 
fore I was sweating. Off to my right 
I could hear Nels bulling through the 
brush, and now and then Dick’s whistle 
to my left. Then, from Dick’s direction 
I heard a rifle crack sharply in the still 
air, followed by a shout. 

When I got there Dick had just lo- 
cated his deer, a fat young buck which 
had run 100 yards with its flag down 
before sprawling over a down tree 
trunk beside a grove of pines. Dick 
walked up to the buck cautiously, his 
rifle ready, for he hadn’t forgotten the 
time a few years ago when a deer he’d 
“killed” came to life and slit his jacket 
with a sharp hoof.

when we wound up that drive it was 
too late to start another. We got back 
to camp about dark and hung the buck 
on the pole beside two other deer 
brought in that opening day. That 
night, Chet and I kept our shirttails 
firmly tucked in while the successful 
hunters described in wearisome detail 
the superior woodcraft and keen-eyed 
shooting with which they harvested 
their deer. 

Though snow was forecast for the 
next day, the ground again was bare, so 
we joined the same group to drive the 
Morgan Hill section. I wanted to go 
back to Bog Mountain to look for my 
ridge-runner, but I was. overruled. 
Maybe it was just as well, for on the 
first drive young Dave Lahue anchored 
a four-point buck with a .32 Remington 


slug behind the shoulder. It was on 
that morning, too, that Nels distin- 
guished himself 

Les Boyer was driving, and as he 


waded through a thick screen of spruce 
he heard a deer go out ahead of him.

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| get up. A shot from the Mauser ended 
Nels’ hunt. His first bullet had mush- 
roomed through the left lung, and 
bleeding had been internal. 

So Nels and Dick had their deers, 

and only Calamity Janes was left with 
a tag to fill. Dick even rubbed it in a 
little. With his deer all tagged, he vol- 
unteered to act as photographer. And 
later, wandering through the woods 
with my camera and his usual luck—or 
superior woodsmanship-——he came upon 
| a buck and a doe and took their picture. 
| Chet bagged a deer that day, too, and 
| by next morning we’d just about run 
out of drivers. Even without snow, the 
rest of us decided to hunt on an indi- 
vidual basis, which was all right with 
me. Driving is an effective way to hunt 
deer, especially on bare ground, but for 
my money stillhunting is a lot more 
satisfying. Besides, I couldn’t get my 
mind off that big ridge-running buck 
I'd branded over on Bog Mountain. I 
wanted a return match. I asked for 
snow that night, but the weather man 
wasn’t listening. 

By the time it was light enough to 
see clearly I was already in the woods. 
I started at the foot of the mountain 
and worked my way up. I figured the 

| buck would still be snoozing in the 
thick spruce growth after a night of 
feeding along the ridges. 

I took plenty of time, because still- 
hunting is a far different proposition 
from driving. Years back, I used to 
think the more a person traveled in a 
day the more deer he’d see, but it 
doesn't work that way. I’d begun to 
suspect this even before Pete Lufkin, 





the veteran Maine guide, set me 
straight. 

“Most men can outthink a deer,” he 
told me, ‘‘but I never saw a man yet 


who could outrun one.” 
Pete’s logic is clear. The hunter who 
barges through the woods heedlessly 


warns every deer within a mile, and 
once warned the deer holds all the 
cards. He’s on home grounds, with 


scenting ability, keen ears, and speed 
all on his side. If he prefers, he can 
| vanish into an evergreens patch and let 
the hunter pass him by. 

Pete also used to say, “Hunt deer on 
the balls of your feet and the seat of 
your pants.” 


hat’s how I hunt them now. I move 

at a snail’s pace, stopping every 
few yards to look around, and when I 
come to a likely looking spot I sit down 
for a spell. It’s easier on the legs, and 
can be very productive. Deer are curi- 
ous critters. Occasional soft forest 
sounds don’t bother them. In fact, 
sometimes I think these sounds even 
attract them. 

I sat for half an hour on a ledge over- 
looking a patch of dark growth, and 
then I wandered slowly up the side of 
a hardwood knoll to keep watch on a 
runway below. As I sneaked through a 
grown-up clearing, a pair of grouse 
thrummed up from a clump of dead, 
brown ferns ahead. And, perversely, 
they both flew straight away through 
the clearing, a perfect chance for a 
double. If it had been bird season, one 
| would have hurtled behind the nearest 
| tree while the other would have taken 








my hat off with a rocketing zoom. Even 
alternating slow walking with stops, a 
man travels a lot of country, and by 
noon I’d worked far back among the 
ridges near the mountaintop. I’d found 
a bed still warm and matted, I'd 
seen scraped branches where a buck 
had rubbed his antlers, and I’d come 
across scuffed patches where deer had 
pawed the frozen leaves, but that was all. 
AS I ate my lunch with one eye on 

the slope below, it began to snow. I 
hoped it was just a squall and not a 
badly timed answer to my prayers. By 
the time I'd finished eating I began to 
get cold. It was still snowing and I was 
a long way from camp. I started to 
work back in case this should develop 
into a real storm, and then as I set off 
down the mountain I had a strange 
feeling. 

I was certain I was heading the right 
way, but just to make sure I checked 
the compass. It had a different idea, 
directing me to the right instead of the 
way I was facing. I couldn’t believe it. 
At first I thought something was affect- 
ing the instrument, but after I walked 
a short distance and tried it again, the 
needle still insisted that north was in 
front of me and camp to the right. 

I learned iong ago that a compass is 
more reliable than my homing instincts, 
so I followed its direction. But some- 
how I still couldn’t help feeling that 
this time it was playing tricks and was 
leading me deeper into the mountains. 
It was an uncomfortable thought, and 
I began walking faster. 

Looked at objectively—say from the 
camp .fireplace—there’s no reason for 
this feeling of anxiety which sometimes 
borders on panic. There’s no danger. 
Your friends will come looking for you 
if you’re lost, you have matches and 
emergency rations. But somehow, deep 
in the mountains with snow blotting out 
visibility, it’s difficult to be objective. 

I was beginning to feel a little more 
than uneasy as I threaded my way 
through the woods, following that crazy, 
mixed-up compass course. Then, all at 
once, the snow squall ended. I looked 
around and recognized a ledge I'd 
climbed that morning. I could be ob- 
jective then. Of course the compass 
was right. 

I'd been moving fairly fast, and now 
I realized I was a little winded. I de- 
bated whether to sit and rest, or go on 
down the mountain and do my resting 
there. It was a more important decision 
than I realized. Finally, I decided to 
stay on the mountainside. 

The nearby ledge was a good spot 
for some trail watching. I'd spent half 
an hour there in the morning, keeping 
an eye on a well-traveled runway be- 
low. It was an even better spot now, 
for at this time of day the big buck 
ought to be moving into his feeding 
grounds. As I sat, enjoying the fact 
that I knew where I was, I thought of 
the hunter Archie Harndon guided one 
time in Washington County, Maine. 

It was midafternoon when the hunter 
reached camp but he couldn’t wait to 
start hunting, so set out to look for 
deer while Archie straightened up the 
cabin. After a while Archie went to 
the spring for a bucket of water, and 
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while there he noticed a man sitting 
beside a tree on a little knoll. The man 
saw him about the same time and came 
running up with tears in his eyes. 

“I'm lost,” he panted. “I’m up here 
hunting and I don’t know how to get 
back to camp. Can you help me?” 

“T guess so,”’ Archie replied obliging- 
ly. “I’m your guide, and if you take 
another step or so you'll be able to see 
the camp privy.” 

A sudden swish of branches below 
caught my attention. Gripping the 
rifle, I strained my eyes into the dark 
growth, and my heart began to thud. 
I heard something that sounded like the 
click of a hoof on a rock, and then I 
heard a whisper of moving spruce 
boughs. A second later a brown splotch 
took shape among the evergreens. AS 
the deer came into the open I saw that 
it wasn’t the big ridge-runner, and I 
hesitated with my thumb on the safety 
catch. 

I had a tough decision to make, and 
I only had seconds in which to make it. 
I wanted the big buck. I'd been think- 
ing of him for three days and hunting 
him all today. If I took this spikehorn 
my chance for a crack at the big boy 
would end. If it had been morning, I 
think I'd have waited. But time was 
growing short. I might never see the 
ridge-runner again, and a spikehorn in 
the freezer is a lot better eating than 
any eight-point buck in the bush. 

I raised the Savage and centered the 
white front bead on the buck’s neck. 
This time I didn't miss. At the blast 
the deer stumbled two steps and crum- 
pled in a heap. I had my deer. 

And I would have been satisfied 
except for one thing. At the foot of the 
mountain I stopped to drink at a little 
spring I'd visited that morning, and 
there in the muddied snow at its edge 
were the prints of a king-size deer. I 
was sure it was my ridge-runner, for 
there couldn't be two deer that size on 
30g Mountain. The tracks had been 
made less than an hour before—since 
the snow had ended. 

Then the ifs came 
come on down the mountain I'd have 
been here an hour ago. If I'd been 
crouched here at the spring I'd have 
had a chance at the big buck. Even 
now he was probably lying up in the 
evergreens close by, and if I hadn't 
shot the spikehorn I'd still have a 
chance. In a kind of fascination, I fol- 
lowed the tracks in the dusting of snow 
till I lost them under a canopy of 
spruce. I was glad. I don’t think I 
could have stood it if I'd jumped him 
in the swamp. 

So the return match went to the big 
ridge-runner, and he'd left his mark to 
prove it. I'll be looking for it in the 
flaming uplands when bird season rolls 
around, and next December I'll be back, 
crouched on that ridge, hoping to re- 
new an old acquaintance. For I know 
now that deer are where they find 
you.

I was recovering a lot of line now be- 
cause the boat drift was in my favor. 
Soon I saw the salmon’s black-dotted 
green back as he hovered near the top, 
almost motionless. 

Wen warned as the boat drifted 
closer, ‘Be careful, he’ll bolt.’ 

Suddenly the chinook spotted us, 
rolled three or four times, then cat- 
apulted into the air. He fell back hard, 
leaped again, and launched a run that 
had my spool whizzing. 

The chinook took out 
than half of my 


a little more 
line, surfaced again, 


but didn’t leap clear. Now I fought him 
more daringly and his runs and dives 
were not so long. When we boated him 
he was only a few pounds lighter than 
the fish Wen had caught earlier. 

“Well, how do you like motor-mooch- 
ing?’ Wen asked. 

“It’s for me,” I said emphatically. 

Motor-mooching for chinooks is as 
different from the old system of trolling 
with 1-lb. weights and heavy spoons 
and plugs as whittling is from broad- 
axing. Pacific Northwest moochers use 
springy glass rods between 8 and 9 ft. 
long that vary in weight from 6 to 12 
oz. Almost any standard casting reel 
holding plenty of 8- to 20-lb.-test mono- 
filament line will do. Sinker weights 
run between 114 and 342 oz., depending 
on tide and depth. 

Salmon moochers present their her- 
ring baits whole, plug-cut, or spinner- 
cut. Hooks range in size from 2/0 to 
6/0, with 3/0 and 4/0 the most popular. 
Leaders are about 6 ft. long and sev- 
eral pounds lighter in test than the 
lines. When whole or plug-cut herring 
are rigged, two hooks placed from 2 to 
3 in. apart are preferred. 

Those who favor whole herring for 
bait insert the top hook (nearest the 
rod) through the fish’s lower jaw, close 
to the snout, and pull it out through the 
upper jaw—tightly enough to seal its 
mouth. The end hook is inserted near 
the herring’s tail and drawn through 
the side so that the point is turned 
toward the dorsal fin. After the leader 
has been pulled taut, a properly rigged 
whole bait should swim in the twisting 
manner of an injured herring. 

Plug-cut baits are made by slicing 
off the head of a herring and removing 
the guts. Both hooks are then worked 
through the center of the sloping head 
cut, which is made at an angle of about 
45°. The top hook is inserted, point up- 
ward, in the side, to the front of the 
dorsal fin. The other hook is inserted 
under the skin forward of the tail on 
the opposite side, point facing the dor- 
sal fin. Some moochers allow one hook 
to dangle free. The big secret lies in 
the 45° bevel cut which removes the 
herring’s head. When angled correctly, 
a plug-cut bait swerves in a way that 
attracts salmon. 


ae who favor herring spinners 
carry a cutting board and razor- 
sharp knife. They place the herring on 
the board and make about a 45° beveled 
cut just behind the gill covers. Then a 
cut is made along the back of the her- 
ring from the top of the first cut to the 
base of the tail. A third cut, again from 
head to tail, opens the belly. Finally, 
the knife is inserted in the first cut be- 
hind the gills and carefully drawn along 
the backbone to the tail, and the spin- 
ner is removed. Despite its name, a 
triangular herring spinner should swim 
in a twisting, erratic manner, not spin. 

All chinooks aren’t hooked on the 
standard motor-mooching drift. Some 
anglers get best results by dropping 
their baits deep and reeling them in 
slowly. Others vary their mooching 
drifts by halting a dropping bait for a 
few minutes every 10 or 15 ft. before 
allowing it to sink bottomward again. 
Chinooks are likely to strike a motor- 





mooched bait at any level. Sometimes 
they’ll trail it almost to the boat and 
make a rush for it right under the 
angler’s nose. 

My third Westport chinook pulled 
that stunt as I was reeling in my spin- 
ner for our trip back to the landing. He 
was a 20-pounder, and he struck so 
savagely within a few feet of the boat 
that some of the spray dampened my 
shirt. It took me nearly half an hour 
to bring him in 

“The tide’s a little nearer ebb,’’ Wen 
said after the fish had been netted. “It 
may be a bit rougher crossing the bar 
than it was going out.” 

“That’s all right with me,” I said, my 
eyes on my chinook. “It was worth it.”

HUNT PHEASANTS

Except in territory that’s rarely 
hunted, a lone sportsman without a 
dog can figure on little shooting. How- 
ever a group of men working together 
can often get good shooting without a 
dog. The idea is to set up drives that 
sandwich the pheasants between groups 
of hunters-—-or between hunters and 
bare terrain that running birds can't 
cross undetected When valking 
abreast through a field, especially any 
of the corn or soybean fields that are 
so numerous in typical ringneck coun- 
try, one or two members of the party 
should always be posted at the opposite 
end to intercept the sprinters 

If hunting pressure has been heavy 
or if the birds have disappeared after 
the bombardment of opening day, try 
the deep woods (especially those not 
grazed by cattle), the swamps, and 
marshes 

In open country, it’s always a good 
bet to find water and then hunt near 
it. There’s usually dense cover around 
farm ponds, potholes, drainage ditches, 
and brooks. That, of course, is the 
reason pheasants will retreat there 

Several seasons ago, with the end of 
the second day of Ohio’s pheasant 
season only an hour away, John Mox- 
ley, Bill Hendershot and I needed a 
couple of birds to fill our limits. We 
were in Henry County, Ohio. As usual- 
ly happens in flat country that has 
been hunted intensively, most of the 
roosters had disappeared. More by ac- 
cident than anything else, we found 
where quite a few were hiding. 

Bill’s pointer, Bags, cast across a 
thick stubble field, but instead of 
swinging back again, he continued to 
the edge of a small woodlot. At the 
very edge of it, the dog suddenly 
swapped ends and stiffened into a styl- 
ish point. We hurried to the dog and 
flushed five hens from under his nose. 
Just inside the woods, he pinned three 
more. 

That 15-acre woodlot was all that re- 
mained of a blackwater swamp drained 
years ago. One damp end of it was 
grown up in dense, matted, swale 
grass. In this small pocket of cover 
alone we found 22 hens and four cocks. 
Two of the latter filled our limits, so 
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rubber soles and heels

we've never again neglected those 
|small, isolated patches of cover when 
hunting pressure is heavy. 

Under the federal government’s soil 
bank plan, these odd clumps of cover 
aes becoming more numerous every- 
| where. Many farmers now have a small 
|}area completely out of cultivation. 

Ringnecks are unpredictable, though. 
| Just as they retreat to dense growth, 

so do they sometimes spend the day 
right in the center of bare or almost 
bare fields. Across northern Indiana 
and Illinois, more than one hunter has 
discovered that a pair of binoculars 
can save him plenty of footprints. He 
| just drives the narrow township roads 
and scans the open fields until he sees 
pric Then he walks out to flush 
|them. He’ll find enough birds in a day’s 
| time that way to make it pay off. 
| Perhaps the best advice of all to 
| Sportsmen looking for a good place to 
| hunt pheasants is something that wild- 
tim ecologists have known for a long 
time: that pheasants rarely exist where 
| there is little or no lime in the soil. In 
Ohio, for instance, the limit of good 
pheasant range is almost as clear-cut 
as if a pheasantproof fence had been 
erected there. This is the line reached 
by glaciers on their southward surge 
during a prehistoric ice age. These 
glaciers carried limestone rock with 
them, crushed it to powder, and left it 
| in the fertile soil. Pheasants are abun- 
dant north of this line. South of it 
| they’re rare. 

By the same token, pheasants will 
probably be most plentiful where the 
lime content is highest—where there 
is a layer of limestone just under the 
| surface or perhaps where farmers have 
|liberally applied agricultural lime. 
| Sometimes it’s amazing the effect this 
|}has on the quality of shooting. You 
| can obtain a map showing the various 
| soil types in most regions by writing to 
|the state’s soil or land conservation 
| bureau. A pheasant hunter can also 
profit by keeping on a friendly basis 
/ with local farmers who commonly use 
lime to fertilize their fields. 

To find the pheasants is only half of 
| the hunt, though. It’s still necessary to 
| bag them. A big rooster isn’t a partic- 

ularly difficult target, but he can carry 
more lead pellets than any other Amer- 
| ican gamebird. For clean kills, it’s or- 
| dinarily necessary to hit them with 
| four of five pellets while they’re within 
| 40 yards of the gun. A good all-around 
| combination for pheasants is a 12 or 16 
gauge gun with modified choke and 
high-velocity loads of No. 6 shot. A 
| skilled and careful hunter can do fine 
with a 20 gauge, but the smaller load 
of shot it throws will handicap the 
weekend gunner. 





t’s a wise hunter who tunes up for 

pheasant season, or for any up- 
land season, by breaking a few clay 
pigeons. Just a few hours on a few 
afternoons can mean the difference be- 

| tween a successful and an unsuccessful 

| season. 

There’s one time when a man alone 
or a pair of men can hunt pheasants 
with better than average success. It’s 
just after a fresh snow falls. For many 
| Sportsmen in the northern tier of states, 


the pheasant season hasn’t really be- 
gun until there’s white on the land- 
scape. Then they look for pheasant 
tracks. 

For one hunter it’s a game of per- 
sistence alone. He walks the track 
until the quarry stops to rest or makes 
some other mistake. It’s a more fas- 
cinating contest with two hunters. 
While one follows the track, the other 
can swing around and try to head off 
the birds. It’s made to order for plenty 
of action and for putting birds in the 
bag. 

John Moxley, who makes a business 
of raising pheasants for his game farm, 
points out that there are several sim- 
ple and economical ways for a group 
of sportsmen to help build up flocks in 
any good pheasant range. A _ typical 
scheme is one that Bill Hendershot 
pioneered several years ago. The Ohio 
Division of Wildlife endorsed it as a 
project for all of the 600 conservation 
clubs in the state. 


gern step is to build a half-acre en- 
closure of chicken wire in pheas- 
ant territory early in the spring. The 
bottom of the fencing is embedded in 
the ground, a job made easy by first 
plowing a furrow all around. Electric 
fencing wires are also strung about 
three feet high to eliminate predators. 
Then one cock pheasant and five or six 
hens, all with wings clipped, are re- 
leased inside to do what comes nat- 
urally. 

Hendershot recommends that the 
first clutches of eggs be removed as 
soon as they’re laid. Production for 
the project can be doubled by hatching 
these eggs in incubators or by placing 
them under bantam hens. 

The hen pheasants in the enclosure 
will invariably nest a second time, and 
as soon as these eggs are hatched nat- 
urally, the hens are allowed to escape 
with their broods into the surrounding 
area. If time and the budget permit, 
it’s good to provide cover to keep them 
nearby. Wildlife biologists everywhere 
are finding that sorghum planted in 
narrow strips is extremely good for 
this. It provides dense cover and plenty 
of grain, even after heavy snows fall. 

Hendershot’s enclosure program in- 
spired plenty of outside help. R. D. 
VanBuren, a retired rural mail carrier 
and dedicated bird hunter from near 
Bowling Green, Ohio, would drive over 
his former postal route in the spring 
and call on the farmers he knew. He 
asked them to save the eggs from the 
pheasant nests they destroyed when 
mowing hay. 

He was soon swamped with eggs. 
By putting all the idle incubators he 
could locate into use, he managed to 
release a good percentage of adult birds 
back into the field that summer. He 
fed the birds, incidentally, with waste 
screenings he collected free around 
local feed mills. They were glad to get 
rid of the stuff. 

VanBuren’s personal program can be 
copied by anyone or any group in 
pheasant country anywhere. It costs 
little and it’s effective. 

Since pheasants prefer to nest in 
hayfields—in clover, alfalfa, trefoil and 
the like—about half the season’s po- 





tential crop is eliminated early. Mow- 
ing hay not only disrupts and exposes 
nests, but often it kills the incubating 
hen. 

Recently conservation officials have 
devised a means to save some of this 
loss—with flushing bars. These are 
gadgets attached to farm tractors to 
nudge hens off of their nests ahead of 
the blades. Outdoor clubs can do far 
worse than to furnish these to any 
farmers who will use them. 

The best way to assure a plentiful 
supply of ringnecks, Moxley always 
emphasizes, is to provide adequate food 
and cover. Sometimes that’s difficult 
in areas of intensive farming, but one 
Medina County farmer has a dandy 
system: As he planted around the per- 
imeters of his cornfields in the spring, 
Tony Viddle mixed a little sorghum seed 
with his seed corn. When the corn was 
picked in the fall, the operation simply 
broke over the stalks of sorghum. It 
left a fine fringe of food and cover 

“Just consider,’’ Moxley said, ‘““‘What 
a couple of hundred pounds of sorghum 
seed could do in any community.” 

It sounded good to me. THE END

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not much good for salmon. The two 
fish, running in from the sea, seem to 
behave differently. Once a salmon 
makes it over the fish ladder to the top 
of the dam, he zooms off for some up- 
stream destination. Steelheads loiter in 
the calm water above the dam, and 
they’re willing to do business as long 
as they stay. 

Though we didn’t expect much action 
until we portaged around the dam and 
hit the fast water and deep holes below 
it, Bob and Duane went to work without 
delay. Both were using 814-foot glass 
rods with sensitive tips but plenty of 
backbone for handling big fish. Bob was 
using an open spinning reel with 12- 
pound-test monofilament line, while 
Duane used an enclosed reel with 10- 
pound-test line. Each wore a fishing 
vest with plenty of pockets for leaders, 
sinkers, and a few favorite lures, and 
each carried a potato sack in the back 
of his vest to lug fish home in. The 
hoys gave the river a thorough going 
over, but we weren't surprised when 
nothing happened. Then the roar of 
water plunging over Benbow Dam and 
the column of mist rising into the frosty 
air above the gorge reminded us that 
we were nearing our portage. We landed 
to the left of the dam and stopped 
briefly to chat with Jack Andrews of 
the California Department of Fish and 
Game, stationed there to count and 
check fish as they passed through a 
trap near the top of the ladder. The 
salmon run was approaching its peak, 
he told us, and while we watched, sev- 
eral lunker kings went through, two 
or three big enough to scare a man 
back to shore. 

“Let’s get going,” Duane urged. 

We made an easy carry around the 
dam and put the raft back in the river 
at the foot of the fish ladder. There 
were rapids coming up now, so Bob and 
Duane knelt on the canvas floor, facing 
downstream, and held the sides of the 
raft as high as they could to keep us 
from shipping water. 

Fishing is prohibited for 3,000 feet 
below the dam. We made a fast, fairly 
dry run through that stretch, then shot 
on into the Boundary Hole, the first 
fairly deep spot beyond the closed area. 

The hole is a spooky place, with high 
mountains on both sides and giant red- 
woods shading it along the south bank. 
The timber is dense, the rocks are 
moss-covered, and there isn’t even a 
game trail alongshore. But it’s a top- 
notch place for salmon and steelheads 
in season, and we weren’t surprised to 
see several fishermen casting from the 
north bank. 

Another half a mile would take us 
down to the Forbidden Hole and if dad, 
Jay, and Neil were on schedule we’d find 
them there. But the Boundary Hole 
looked too good to pass up, so we 
beached the raft on the south bank and 
stepped out. Bob moved a few yards 
downstream, Duane a little farther 
above, and I stayed by the raft. I was 
still rigging up when one of the fisher- 
men across the river, Vic Haberstock 
of Garberville, coaxed a 25-pound king 
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into a smashing strike right in front of 
me. The fish took him downriver at a 
fast clip. It was 45 minutes later when 
I saw return with his salmon. 

Before I could get started Duane was 
fast to a chub. I saw him check and 
turn it at the end of a long downstream 
run, and then Bob yelped “Fish on!” 
and I turned my attention to him. The 
antics of his fish hinted at something 
bigger than a chub, so I laid my rod 
aside and picked up my camera. 

The salmon battled upstream 
down, fighting the reel drag and the 
strain of the rod every inch. The cur- 
rent favored the fish but it finally weak- 
ened. When Bob brought it within 
reach, still thrashing and kicking up 
spray like a mill wheel, it turned out 
to be only a 6'2-pounder after all. 

We were admiring it when, 100 yards 
upstream, Duane’s rod jackknifed to 
the savage strike of a buck king. 
Again I grabbed my camera, but he 
said “Don't bother, just a smoker.” 

A smoker is a salmon that’s been in 

fresh water long enough to turn a 
bit dark, losing the silvery color of a fish 
just in from the sea. It’s the first step 
in the strange process that ends with 
all Pacific salmon dying after they’ve 
spawned. Smokers never put up as good 
a scrap as sea-run bucks, because when 
they begin to lose color they also start 
to lose their zip. But we don’t look 
down our noses at them, for they make 
very fancy eating when they’re smoked. 
Eventually a smoker turns gray or 
black, and its beautiful orange-red flesh 
bleaches out almost white. If we catch 
one at that stage we throw him back. 
Duane fought the fish for 40 minutes 
before he finally got a hand in its gills 
and skidded it up on the rocks. It was 
a big, reddish, 20-pound buck, a fit can- 
didate for the smokehouse. 

When I had the pictures I wanted, 
we agreed it was time to keep our ap- 
pointment at the Forbidden Hole. We 
climbed aboard the raft once more and 
shoved off into the treacherous, boulder- 
strewn water below the Boundary Hole. 
We were getting along fine when, row- 
ing desperately to avoid a rock, I caught 
one of the little oars on a snag and 
snapped it off at the blade 

With the current spinning us like a 
top, I thought for a minute we were in 
trouble, for there’s no boat on earth 
harder to manage than a rubber raft 
under such conditions. But Bob grabbed 
the spare paddle and dug in on the side 
opposite the unbroken oar, and between 
us we managed to straighten out and 
head tor quiet water. There we con- 
verted the paddle into an oar by whit- 
tling the grip off and lashing it in the 
grommet with fishline. 

The Forbidden Hole, as I said earlier, 
is my favorite fishing spot the whole 
length of the South Fork. It’s an al- 
most inaccessible place, reached either 
by a tough hike or by floating. While 
a few of our friends have floated it 
many times, to my knowledge not many 
outsiders have tried it. Because it’s the 
first really deep pool, much deeper than 
the Boundary Hole, where fish can rest 
below the dam just a mile upstream, 
it’s a favorite spot for them to drop

Time to Change Lures? 


much like fashions in women’s 

dresses. The wobbling bass plug 
that’s a sensation this season may be 
gathering dust on tackle counters two 
years later. The next “new” lure an- 
glers are offered may be a close copy, 
in plastic, of a wooden plug that went 
out of style 20 years ago. And a few 
men stubbornly cast the same lures for 
decades, whether their fish stringers 
be full or bare. 

Try as I will to keep on open mind, 
I’m a bit inclined to fall in with that 
group of obstinate old-timers. “Might 
work,” I’ll muse as I examine a new 
type of spinner. ‘‘Made to catch fisher- 
men, not fish,” I'll decide as I study 
another invention. 

It’s easy to form a strong allegiance 
to a few lures that have accounted for 
big catches in the past, but that kind 
of loyalty should be practiced in mod- 
eration. You'll catch more fish if you’re 
willing to try a new-fangled device 
when your standard lures fail. 

Let me tell you about some of the 
times when I changed my luck by 
switching lures: 

My wife Grace and I were fishing for 
bass in a small reservoir in Texas. Our 
guide had suggested a brand-name lure 
I'll call the Super Surface plug. It was 
his opinion that not one of the lures 
in the large assortment Grace and I 
had was suitable for this water. 

I didn’t argue with the fellow. I just 
ignored him, silently tying on a surface 
lure that had been one of my pets for 
years. Grace put on one of her favorite 
surface plugs. 

We worked these lures and others 
like them with all the skill we could 
muster, circling the tank (Texas for 
pond) to cover all the water. Our com- 
bined efforts took two small bass. 
Meanwhile our guide was muttering 
about the advantages of the Super plug. 

Again Grace and I circled the lake, 
tying on lure after lure from a well- 
stocked tackle box that had served us 
well on bass waters all over the coun- 
try. This time we took a couple of two- 
pounders. Considering that the tank 
held dozens of bass twice that size, it 
was a miserable performance. 

At noon we surrendered. “Where,” 
I asked the guide meekly, “can we get 
some Super Surface plugs?” 

The nearest store that sold them was 
20 miles away, but we hurried off to 
buy some of the magic lures. Once I 
saw it, I realized that the Super plug 
was a type I'd fished with a decade 
ago with indifferent success. I’d aban- 
doned the plug because it took a lot of 
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manipulation with rod and reel to give 
the lure a fish-catching action. There 
were other plugs with a built-in action 
that did as well for me. Ali you had to 
do was reel them in. 

Well, the bass in the Texas tank 
were crazy about the Super Surface 
lure. Why, I don’t know. The plug is 
as simple in shape as a cigar. Its colors 
are standard. Left idle on the surface, 
it floats. A sharp tug on the line will 
make the lure dip under the surface. 
All very routine, yet the Texas bass 
saw something special in this lure. 

That Texas incident took place in 
1938, but I have a reason for starting 
the saga of the Super Surface plug 20 
years behind the times. I left Texas 
with the notion that our big catch with 
the Super was just a fluke, but 10 
years later on a Tennessee lake I ques- 
tioned a man who’d murdered the bass 
while the rest of us had gone almost 
fishless. The man with all the fish con- 
fessed that he had a secret weapon. 
It was a Super Surface plug. 

I have already said that I’m bull- 
headed about adding lures to my col- 
lection. To prove it, I left that Ten- 
nessee lake without bothering to buy 
a few Super Surface lures for future 
use. Then, five years later, I arrived at 
a bass lake in Alabama and asked the 
boys at the dock what the fish were 
hitting. “Bass are hog-wild for a new 


kind of lure,” I was told. 
called the Super Surface plug. 

I bought some Super plugs then, and 
I've kept a couple in my tackle box 
since. I can’t give the real trade name 
of this oldfashioned bass killer, but you 
can pick up one like it from the follow- 
ing description: It’s simply a cigar- 
shape piece of painted wood or plastic 
about 41% in. in length. There’s one 
set of treble hooks at the tail, another 
set dangling from the painted belly. 
It’s available in several colors, a silver- 
sprinkled job being a favorite of mine. 
Fish the floater with tugs and pauses 
to make it dip and bob on the surface. 

I’m always skeptical when someone 
tells me I must have a certain lure or 
bait to make a good catch on a par- 
ticular lake or stream. Fish that are 
hungrily smashing one deep-running 
wobbler, say, will ordinarily hit other 
lures that are handled in about the 
same way. Usually, not always. Now 
and then you bump into a new lure 
that just has to be added to your collec- 
tion. 

A type of plug that has a propeller 
blade either at the rear or at both ends 
won a place in my tackle box by re- 
peatedly taking bass when other top- 
water lures—plugs that should have 
done as well—didn’t interest the fish 
at all. 

I bought my 
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Miniature Smokehouse 


@ Like smoked fish? Here’s how 
to set up a marvelously efficient 
smokehouse in an hour’s time at a 
cost of $10 or less. Get an old re- 
frigerator, a junk item that costs 
next to nothing, and rig a 110-volt 
hotplate in the bottom of its stor- 
age cabinet. Place on the hotplate 
a large iron skillet filled with chips 
of alder, hickory, apple, or any oth- 
er nonresinous wood. 

When the split or filleted fish 
are spread on the refrigerator’s 
wire shelves, just turn on the hot- 
plate and close the refrigerator 
door. The tight, insulated cabinet 
holds the hot smoke so efficiently 
that fish will be done in five hours. 
A pan of chips takes about three 
hours to burn. Replenish chips 
once for each batch of fish.— 
Sophronia B. Kalin. 
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floating lure to cope with some Ar- 
kansas bass that seemed bored with 
everything but the plug with the 
churning prop. Later I had the same 
experience with a _ similar propeller 
plug on bass water in Vermont. 

The prop lure that outscored every- 
thing else in Arkansas had a single 
propeller at the rear. The Vermont 
killer had props both fore and aft. 
Both lures needed to be fished with 
churning, sputtering jerks followed by 
short pauses. 

Several manufacturers make these 
prop-fitted lures under various trade 
names. I like those with aluminum or 
silver-color bodies, though there are 
several other colors that will at times 
do as well or better. You have to ex- 
periment. The propeller lures aren't 
worth a darn at certain times and 
places. When things are right, how- 
ever, they’re sensational 


ften you get dramatic results by 

using a different type lure in water 
where most anglers are offering the 
fish some standard item. For example, 
I've had great success by casting hair 
bugs on bass lakes where plugs and 
spoons were considered the only suit- 
able lures. There was nothing new or 
unorthodox about the kind of hair bugs 
I used. They were only new in the 
sense that these fish seldom saw any- 
thing but spoons, plugs, and other hard- 
ware 

You can also reverse that strategy 
by using a plug, spoon, or live bait in 
water where flies and bugs are the 
usual bill of fare. Fish, like people, 
mostly stick to a routine diet, but they 
can be tempted by some rare tidbit 
when they're not really hungry. That's 
why it pays to change lures when your 
old favorites go stale 

Though I’m continually trying new 
lures and rediscovering old ones, I find 
I can get along very well with half a 
dozen surface lures. Underwater lures 
are another matter. Try as I will, I 
can’t keep my working stock of sink- 
ing lures below a dozen, and on most 
fishing trips I carry 15 or 20 under- 
water designs—-spoons, plugs, and spin- 
ners that will do different things at 
different depths 

The need for a larger assortment of 
underwater lures is linked with the 
fact that more fish take lures that 
work beneath the surface. Surface fish- 
ing is grand sport when you find it, but 
there are comparatively few days each 
year when fish are feeding on the sur- 
face. So the bulk of your lure collection 
should be made up of models that go 
down where most fish are. 

In addition to the supply of long- 
tested favorites that remain in my 
tackle box, I have storage boxes in 
which I keep lures that for one reason 
or another have been retired from 
active duty. I periodically sort through 
these and pick out a couple that seem 
worthy of another trial. Sometimes a 
battered old plug will do better than a 
brand-new lure of the same design. 

Now and then I paint a retired lure 
a different color and put it back in 
circulation with good results. I’ve never 
found it necessary to produce fish-scale

A New Twist 


By DICK CHEZ 


fter working on it for two years, 
A I’ve finally solved the frustrat- 
ing problem of how to tie a May- 
fly body that looks and acts so much 
like the real article trout can’t resist it. 
Friends and I have tested it on streams 
in northern Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
and it works fine. In fact, it’s a killer. 
The chief reason it works so well, I 
think, is because the body isn’t tied on 
a hook, as many are, but on thin, flex- 
ible wire, which gives the finished fly 
a more natural appearance. It looks 
delicate, but it’s tough. And it’s easy 
to tie—as the above drawings show. 
There’s nothing special about the 
wire— it’s just a thin, single-strand va- 
riety stocked by most*heBby shops and 
five-and-tens. After I tie a body on it, 
I then attach it to the head of a hook, 
leaving a bit of wire over for just that 
purpose. 
The tail consists of two deer hairs

put on with a bit of glue before the 
body floss is wrapped on the wire. 

Hackle and wings are attached after 
the body is tied to the hook. 

Hackle is ordinary cock hackle, but 
the wings aren’t real feathers. They’re 
ready-made of a transparent plastic 
material, and may be bought in most 
hobby or tackle shops. Those I use 
cost 1¢ a set, are drake size, segmented 
into fine squares, and look like the 
wings of almost any large ephemera. 
For a more natural effect, they may be 
tipped with India ink. 

It isn’t necessary to tie these May- 
fly bodies one at a time. I usually tie 
about 12 at a time by stretching the 
thin wire around a regular fly-line drier, 
then tying on the bodies one after the 
other. When I have as many as I want, 
I just snip them off, trimming the rear 
up close. 

I call it ‘“‘Dik-C Per-Fect May.” THE END 





effects in painting lures, by the way. 
Plain colors have always worked as 
well, in the sense that bass taking a 
green-scaled plug will just as readily 
hit that plug if it’s painted solidly with 
the same shade of green. 

The three new types of underwater 
lures that have most recently won a 
top-drawer spot in my kit are a lead- 
headed jig, a bottom-bumping metal 
plug, and a lure that looks like a be- 
headed sunfish. 

The jig, which I first encountered in 
Southern bass waters, is just a hook 
with a rounded lump of lead up near 
the eye and a cluster of feathers or 
hair trailing back over the point and 
barb. The lead head of this jig will 
ordinarily be painted yellow or white, 
perhaps with eyes of a contrasting 
color. The streamer material covering 
the hook is usually white or yellow, the 
combinations varied to suit the chang- 
ing whims of fish and fishermen 

This jig is heavy enough in relation 
to its size to cast like a bullet with 
either spinning or bait-casting tackle 
It sinks quickly to the bottom, and 
that’s where it gets the bass. The single 
hook is positioned with point and barb 
upward, so the jig can do a lot of 
bottom-bumping without snagging 

This jig isn’t much to look at, and 
it hasn’t a bit of built-in action except 
for the faint flutter of its trailing 
feathers or streamer hair. The angler 
has to hop it along the bottom with 
rod and reel action. But the man who 
uses this lure properly can often clean 
up on bass that ignore more glamorous 
inventions. 


he lead jig is already a standard 

favorite of Southern bass fisher- 
men. Most Northerners either don’t 
know about it or are unwilling to try 
it. They should. The beginner will lose 
some jigs on snags before he gets the 
hang of touching the bottom then lift- 
ing the lure, but a skilled operator can 
work wonders on bass when conditions 
are right for this bottom-hopper. 

The metal plug that’s another of my 
new favorites is a silver-color job of 
unusual design. It’s a long metal spoon 
with the sides folded upward and the 
nose pushed down—a combination 
spoon and plug in appearance. The 
nose of this deep-running lure will 
bounce it off the bottom without too 
much danger of snagging. It can be 
trolled fast or slow, handled with spin- 
ning or bait tackle. 

This plug-spoon has been getting a 
lot of publicity as a deadly lure for 
bass. It deserves that acclaim. I have 
tested the device thoroughly in all 
kinds of water, and it is remarkably 
successful with pike and pickerel as 
well as bass. 

The last of my recently acquired 
pets is a lure I'll call the beheaded 
sunfish. Made of plastic, it has the flat, 
rounded look of a small sunfish, except 
that the front of the plug is whacked 
off slick and clean, forming a flat front 
that makes the plug wobble enticingly 
in the water. 

Like the lead-headed jig, the head- 
less sunfish doesn’t look like much of 
a lure. I owned a couple of sunfish for

crannies among logs, stumps, 
and assorted debris. Some retrieves he 
made as soon as the plug hit the water, 


| wriggling it snakelike across the sur- 


lun avcaingst the hank—within civ inchac 


face. Other times he'd let the plug lie 
still momentarily, then flip his rod 
tip gently from side to side. Then the 
front end of the lure would swing al- 
ternately from side to side while the 
tail remained motionless. 

“Got to find out what they want,” 
he explained. “Most of the time the 
slower you fish the better they like it. 
In the winter these smallmouths like 
.» . there he is.” 

The bass mauled into the plug as 
Perk dropped it into the downstream 
pocket formed by a fallen log. Then he’d 
twitched it several times and the 
spotted bass hit. 

“Log ahead,” said Tom, leaning back 
on the paddle to slow our rush toward 
a submerged trunk spanning the creek. 

“Sit steady,’ Perk cautioned. He 
stole a glance downstream, while man- 
handling the bass across the top of the 
water and into the boat. 

The creek narrowed and the water 
picked up speed. Perk grabbed the ex- 
tra paddle as our slender craft skidded 
up on the log. Just before the boat 
came to a complete stop, teetering top- 
side, both paddlers dug deep. We slid 
across, and I relaxed my grip on the 
gunwales as Perk cornered the flop- 
ping bass on the boat’s floor. 

As Perk dropped him into the live 
box, I saw the sharp, clean markings 
that show up so clearly on a freshly 
caught spotted bass. About three quar- 
ters of a pound, it was a typical creek 
fish. 

Perk put five more into the boat in 
the next half hour, and his landing 
technique was something to _ see. 
Spotted bass invariably head for bot- 
tom when hooked, but the 15-pound- 
test line would bring them up before 
they reached the brush below. Since 
all casts were short, the fish would be 
within five to 10 feet of the boat by 
the time Perk got them to the surface. 
Forced upward, the fish would jump. 
Utilizing the momentum, Perk never 
let the fish get back into the water, but 
kept him coming up and over, drop- 
ping him neatly into the boat. 

“Beats a landing net all to pieces,” 
he laughed. 

“Pullover ahead,” 
we rounded a bend. 

A massive oak, its roots undercut by 
last spring’s floods, had toppled across 
the creek. Tom headed us for the spot 
where water was breaking over the 
trunk. 

“Steady,” again cautioned Perk, 
dropping his rod. ‘‘Slow ’er down, boy.”’ 


Tom reported as 


H: knelt in the bow, cushioned our 
contact with his hands, then 
hopped nimbly from boat to log. “All 
out. Be careful. The log’s slick and the 
water’s cold.” 

I moved to the front of the boat and 
hopped out on the log opposite Perk. 
It looked easy when Perk did it. But 
my sneakers hit the moss-covered tree 
trunk and skidded off, and I went knee- 
deep before I could stop. Then Tom got 
out. 

We pulled the boat up on the log a 
couple of feet and slid it over. Before 
noon this operation—and similar ones 
—became as natural as changing lures. 

If there was four inches between a

log and the water, Perk and Tom put 
the boat under the log. I didn’t believe 
it possible at first, but it soon became 
routine. Where a trunk didn’t com- 
pletely span the creek but its branchy 
top did, we got up as much speed as 
possible and crashed through. There 
were some bottlenecks, of course, and 
I guess you could call our method of 
getting around them “portaging.” I 
called it something far less formal. 
No skill was involved. We just dragged 
the boat up the bank, around the ob- 
struction, and shoved it back into the 
water. 


I was ready for a break when Tom 
nosed the boat on a sandbar at noon. 
Foil had protected our sandwiches 
against a soaking, and there was a jug 
of coffee. 

“Funny thing,’ he said. ‘I lost the 
biggest smallmouth I’ve caught in 10 
years. I hung him while fishing Ten 
Mile three years ago. Got him in the 
boat after a hard fight, and weighed 
him on a scale—four pounds one ounce. 
Then I held him out at arms length 
in both hands—to admire him. He 
jumped right out of my hands into 
the creek. Probably still there.” 

Then he went on to say that the big- 
gest spotted bass he ever caught 
weighed 4% pounds. It came out of the 
Calcasieu 15 years ago. But the biggest 
he ever heard of went 5', pounds, 
taken from the mouth of Ten Mile 
where it runs into Whisky Chitto. 

‘Man, what a fish that was,” he said. 
“What a fisherman too. Billy was the 
best creek fisherman I ever knew.” 

“What's so different about a creek 
fisherman?” I wanted to know. 

“The best way to answer that is for 
you to do some,” Perk said, and I no- 
ticed Tom grinning at the remark. 
“Tom, I want you to take off down 
bank squirrel hunting. You haven't got 
a gun, but you just see how many 
squirrels you could kill if you’d had 
one. Go till you get tired, find a sandbar 
by the creek, and go to sleep. We'll wake 
you when we get there. Grits is gonna 
do some creek fishing.” 

With Perk paddling, I fished. I fished 
slow, fast, top, and underwater. And I 
fished quite a bit of the time in the 
brush. I caught one fish. I lost another 
when I jumped him over the boat in- 
stead of into it. And I failed to hook 
two that hit while I was changing the 
rod from right to left hand after cast- 
ing. 
“What am I doing wrong?” 
pleaded. 

“Turn around and fish like I say,” 
Perk replied. “Keep that plug in the 
water. You can’t catch fish with it dan- 
gling off the end of your rod. This creek 
fishing is a lot of sweat and persist- 
ence. A buddy I fish with wondered why 
I catch four times as many fish as he 
does, so we started checking. I av- 
eraged 200 casts per hour to his 50— 
that explained it.” 

I stuck the six-foot rod through a 
brushtop and flipped the lure toward a 
pocket on the other side. It dropped 
gently 18 inches from the bank, and I 
waited for praise. 

“Can’t catch ’em out in the middle 
of the creek,’’ was all I heard. “Lay it

| hit a spotted bass you won’t catch him 
| this trip. Can’t you cast left-handed?” 
| “Nope. Why?” 

“You waste time changing hands, 
and you've lost two bass that hit while 
you were doing it. But you can’t learn 
now, so do the best you can.” 

My best wasn’t very good, but it got 
better. I found I was wasting casts on 
spots that are good only in summer— 
fast water on the edge of eddies-—but 
nonproductive in winter. ‘‘Cold’’ weath- 
er finds the bass back at the calmest 
part of the little pools. I learned that 
you only have time to work one out of 
every four or five possible fishy spots, 
so it pays to pick the right one. As all 
the elements began to fall into place, I 
finally began to catch fish. When I’d 
taken half a dozen we swapped seats 
and I paddled. 

Paddling was deceptive too. It took 
practice before I could play the ob- 
stacles correctly. In one narrow, fast 
stretch, I didn’t get my end of the boat 
far enough over into the slot, and we 
wound up half on a stump with six 
inches of water aboard. 

We found Tom and I traded places 
|with him. I walked the bank and 
| watched Perk and son do a masterful 
|job of creek fishing. It was easy to 

keep ahead of the boat, since the creek 
literally doubled back on itself time 
and again. 

When we reached the bridge where 
we'd left the wagon, it was a little 
after 5 p.m. 

“Might as well leave the boat here,” 
Perk said, ‘and float on down to U.S.

Perk made on high water in Decem- 
ber, one pair of anglers spent 14 hours 
the following July and then got little 
more than halfway through it. 

A good creek boat is a special thing. 
Perk made his out of marine plywood. 
It’s 14 feet long, squared off at both | 
ends, has a four-foot uplift in front | 
and a three-foot one behind. The middle 
seven feet are flat. With this construc- 
tion, the boat pivots easily and is well | 
adapted to riding up on—and seesaw- | 
ing across—half-submerged logs. With 
a 26-inch width and 11-inch maximum 
height, it slides between and under ob- 
stacles that wouldn’t permit the pass- 
age of a beamier craft. 

All creek boats should have live 
wells, since a stringer would be torn | 
from the boat within 100 yards. 


ps has kept records on his creek 
fishing for 20 years. During that 
time he averaged 17 bass per day. He’s 
checked the stomach contents of hun- 
dreds of spotted bass, and found that 
the year-around major item of diet is 
crawfish. However, this bass will eat 
about everything that falls into the 
water or flies near it. From their stom- 
achs Perk has taken snakes of various 
kinds, mockingbirds, and swallows. 

I saw how they could catch low- 
perching birds. Once, Perk accidental- 
ly hung his lure on a limb six inches 
above the water, and a small bass tried 
three times to reach it before succeed- 
ing. The stunt left him hanging. 

About 4 o’clock we began to hear an 
occasional rumble as the fast traffic on 
U. S. 190 crossed the bridge which was 
our goal. At 5 o'clock the sun was be- 
ginning to set, and the bridge sounds 
seemed nearer. 

“Grab a paddle and let’s move,” 
Perk said finally. “It'll soon be dark.” | 

With both of us leaning into the pad- | 
dles, we moved along at a good clip, 
but it was past 6 o’clock when we final- | 
ly saw a flickering campfire and heard 
Gwen’s hail. 

Up a nearly vertical, 20-foot bank | 
is a sorry place to take a boat out of 
water, but that’s where they built the 
bridge. 

Gwen lost no time checking the live 
well. It was almost full of bass, all as 
lively as when they were first caught. | 
There were 57 of them, to be exact. Un- 
known to me, Perk had kept count so 
we wouldn’t exceed our joint two-day 
limit of 60. 

Despite the great fishing they offer, 
the Cajun creeks aren’t likely to be 
overfished. There are many of them, 
and they’re all open to the public. Be- 
sides the eastern streams mentioned 
earlier, some in western Louisiana are 
the Calcasieu, Six Mile, Ten Mile, 
Whisky Chitto, Bundick’s Creek, 
Spring Creek, and Anacoco Creek. 
Fishermen can successfully fish these 
streams, though it requires time, pa- 
tience, and sweat. Many who may try 
it, I suspect, will call it quits after the 
first few pullovers. But some will stag- 
ger through. From then on, they'll be 
known as creek fishermen, consumed | 
with memories of cold, fast water be- 
neath festoons of Spanish moss, the 
pleasant exhaustion of honest effort, 
and the sight of a mess of bass.

meet your special requirements. 
Where you live, and just how and 
where you'll be shooting are the main 
considerations. If, for example, your 
section of the country has developed a 
special type of hunting boat, by all 
means investigate its good and bad 
points. Such boats are usually devel- 
oped over many years to suit local con- 
ditions. But when they’re transplanted 
from home waters or used in ways dif- 
ferent from those originally intended, 
they’re likely to be _ unsatisfactory. 

Even within the same area, conditions 

may change. Usually boats of this sort 

are heavy, should be kept in the water 
to remain tight, and seldom take out- 
board power satisfactorily. 

There’s a long list of these specialized

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types. Some of the better-known ones 
are the Barnegat sneak box, the skull 
boats common from _ Connecticut’s 
marshes to Maine’s Merrymeeting Bay, 
the Mississippi sculling boats, the, grass 
boats or kidney boats of the West and 
Midwest, and the beamy flat-bottomed 
Cape Cod gunning skiffs. Such boats 
are made by small builders who cater 
to local demand. 

Manufactured boats, on the other 
hand, are much more readily obtainable 
even though some aren't always 
stocked by dealers and must be ordered 
direct. These craft fall into two broad 
classifications: 1. Hunting models. 2. 
Combination hunting-fishing models. 

The manufactured hunting types 
differ from the regional craft by not 


being extreme in any respect. Usually 
the manufactured jobs are rather 
beamy craft with the width carried 


well into the ends, and with fairly high 
sides. Though they’re decked-in, these 
boats have quite large cockpits. Popu- 
lar lengths are 10 and 12 feet, and you

have a choice of sharp and square- 
sterned models. Understandably, such 
boats are designed to meet quite a va- 
riety of hunting conditions. 

The combination boats are intended 
not only for a broad range of hunting 
conditions, but also to be suitable for 
fishing. Most are a cross between the 
true hunting boat and the conventional 
flat or semi-V-bottomed fishing skiff. 
Also they are a compromise between 
the two in stability, roominess, and per- 
formance with a motor. Their big ap- 
peal is to sportsmen who want a great- 
er measure of such features than the 
more compact hunting type can pro- 
vide. This combination type is also a 
sensible buy if you’re as interested in 
fishing as in hunting, but feel you can’t 
afford, or don’t want to bother owning, 
two distinctly different boats. 

Both the strictly hunting and the 
combination hunting-fishing types come 
in various constructions. However, if 
you have your mind set on a certain 
type and size boat, you may have to

take the construction as it comes. 
Wood boats, including strip-planked 
and lapstrake hunting models, are los- 
ing out to the more modern construc- 
tions. Possibly this is because nearly 
everyone nowadays wants a light- 
weight boat, and one that will be easy 
to maintain and remain leakproof even 
under adverse conditions. 

Panel plywood is by far the most 
popular building material for flat and 
V-bottomed models. Aluminum is used 
extensively for round-bottomed offer- 
ings. Also the simpler shapes of alum- 
inum hulls—notably the John boat and 
pram types—have become quite popu- 
lar along the Mississippi and Missouri 
Rivers. And on large, very shallow 
marshes they’re widely used with the 
motor mounted on a transom board so 
that the propeller operates in only a 
few inches of water. Still another type 
of drive popular with hunters on wide, 
thin waters is the air-drive demount- 
able motor. 

Molded-plastic hunting boats also are 
on the market, and the old canvas- 
covered construction has been given 
improved twists with better ways of 
filling and finishing the coverings. 

Panel plywood makes a light, strong, 
easy-to-repair boat. It shouldn't leak, 
and the price is likely to be in the low 
bracket. Where kits are offered, parts 
will be cut of panel plywood. Or if 
you're gathering material to bulid your 
own, the plans will undoubtedly specify 
waterproof plywood. A plywood hull 
will take fiberglass nicely and be tight- 
er and stronger. Where ice will be en- 
countered, however, sheating with cop- 
per at the waterline still appears to be 
the only real safeguard. Even the 
thinnest ice can do a lot of damage to 
an unprotected wood or plywood boat.

Sgomnene may also tell 
plywood boat wears’ excessively 


when dragged repeatedly over a sand 
or gravel bottom. Fortunately, in 
hunting you’re more likely to _ en- 
counter mud or soft bottom, which will 
hardly harm your boat. Even so it’s 
wise to fasten one or two rub strips on 
each side of the keel and parallel to it. 
They’ll not only take much of the wear 
but will also help break the bottom 
suction of the mud, making it much 
easier to push or drag the boat over 
shallow spots. 

Aluminum boats are light in weight 
and the only maintenance may be the 
upkeep of the dull-finish paint. These 
boats withstand hard use exceptionally 
well, and won’t be cut by ice. Any 
metal hull can be noisy in ice, but most 
owners agree that their aluminum 
boats are not objectionably so. Alum- 
inum gives off a dull sound, not the 
sharp ring of the old galvanized-steel 
hunting boats. 

Molded-plastic boats are virtually 
one-piece units. Ordinarily the only 
seam is between the molded hull and 
the deck. These boats are reasonably 
light, and so far have proven very dur- 
able. However, as one manufacturer 
explains, the problem of producing 
them is to create enough demand for a 
single model to justify the high first 
cost of the molds involved.

water. Slight leakage such as you 
might tolerate during the summer can 
be a nuisance now-—-even dangerous. 
Keeping comfortable in boat hunting is

in fishing, wet floorboards are more of 


ja hazard. Even on a “non-skid” finish, 


it’s easy to slip. Another thing, it 


‘| doesn’t take much water in the bottom

it still tippier. Spray should be guarded 
against, too. Wide decks and a cockpit 
coaming help keep it out. It’s a good 


“|idea for any boat to have some sort of 
|spray shield or shelter for fall use. 


Size of a hunting boat is important 


| because it not only affects your com- 


fort and shooting, but is also a big 
factor. In general, hunters 
prefer a smaller craft than ordinarily 
used in fishing. They want a boat that’s 
small enough for maneuvering in 
small streams, through sloughs and in 
marsh and muddy areas, yet large 
enough to provide fair room for your- 
self, your decoys, and hunting gear, 
and possibly for a partner and a dog. 

If you’re young and agile, or ex- 


| perienced with boats and capable with 


a gun, you can perhaps use a boat 
that’s tender and tricky to shoot from. 
Otherwise you'd better rely on one 
whose size or hull form make it stable 
and steady. Theoretically, round- 
bottomed boats are less steady than 
flat-bottomed ones, or boats with a 
slight V on the bottom. Actually, most 
round-bottomed hunting models have 
floors that are quite flat, the round is 
mostly at the turn of the bilge. Size— 
particularly the boat’s width and the 
extent to which it’s carried into the 
ends—is the big factor in stability. So 
be much 
steadier to move about in and shoot 
from than a comparable sharp-sterned 
model. The larger or more open a 
body of water is, the bigger and more 
stable the hunting boat should be. 


he boat, of course, is not the only 
safety factor. How you load it also 
counts. Decoys should be stowed prop- 
erly and equipment kept from under- 
foot. Carry guns carefully, preferably 
leaving them in their cases with 
muzzles pointing in a safe direction. 
I hate to see guns placed in the 
bottom of the boat with a dog running 
back and forth over them. A friend 


|had a hole blown through the side of 


his boat that way; someone had left a 
shell in his gun. I’ve also seen a gun 
used as a pole to shove off from shore, 
and even to break ice with. That’s just 
asking for trouble. 

Don’t stand up to shoot unless you’re 
your boat is stable enough and 


standing hunters can tip the craft 
enough so you'll overbalance. For some 
reason, such accidents seem to hap- 
pen with larger boats rather than the 
small ones. 

When it comes to performance, re- 
member that the more provision the 


designer has made for outboard power, 
the poorer the boat will handle with 
oars or a paddle. Different hulls, in 
being poled, will follow the same pat- 
tern: the double-enders and_ slim- 
sterned boats are easy to handle; the 
broad-sterned ones more difficult. 

Besides outboard and _=air-drive 
motors, and oars or paddles, there are 
other ways of propelling a hunting 
boat. Electric outboards have the ad- 
vantage of being quite silent. Then 
there are the various hand-propulsion 
units that operate with one hand. And 
sculling, using a single oar through or 
over the stern, is as effective as row- 
ing once you get the knack of it. 
Sculling also leaves one hand free and 
lets you see where you're going. Row- 
locks placed so that you row and face 
forward are preferred by some rowers. 
Where a pushpole will be used it’s sen- 
sible to have one with a patented end: 
it’s designed not to sink into the bot- 
tom and to pull out easily. 


ee manufacturers fit hunting boats 
with end tubes through which 
slim poles can be shoved on down into 
the mud to hold and steady the boat for 
shooting. Another way to get simiiar 
results is to have such fittings attached 
to the gunwales. 

Many hunters, of course, use their 
regular outboard boats for hunting. 
Some use them for transportation to a 
distant blind. Such a boat can cross an 
open stretch of water safely and quite 
comfortably while a small hunting boat, 
loaded with decoys and gear, is towed 
astern for the actual shooting. Some- 
times the outboard boat is camouflaged 
for shooting, as well as for setting out 
decoys. Some hunters carry a take- 
down framework that can be quickly 
set up and covered with marsh vegeta- 
tion at the shooting site. 

More and more blinds are being built 
to handle an outboard boat. If the 
blind is on stilts, the boat may be 
parked beneath, handy for retrieving 
cripples. One friend’s blind is a three- 
walled affair, with a gate for running 
the boat in. It’s a tight fit inside, for 
shooting is done though openings in 
the camouflaged walls. Another friend 
uses the parked boat to hold excess de- 
coys and gear-——-plus his dog—leaving 
the shooting platform alongside un- 
cluttered. Incidentally, any time you’re 
using an outboard motor for hunting, 
it’s sensible to not only determine 
what your local regulations say about 
outboards, but also to respect the feel- 
ings of local sportsmen. 

The growing popularity of another 
type of hunting—jump shooting on 
streams and ponds—is reflected in the 
demand for various types of portable 
crafts. Small canoes are quite popular. 
They’re safe if you’re used to them and 
will sit on the bottom to shoot. If 
two hunters are aboard, both can shoot 
by sitting back to back on the floor. Or 
one man can shoot while the other 
paddles and steadies the canoe against 
recoil. Folding and inflatable types 
serve well where long carries are in- 
volved. By matching a boat to the type 
of hunting you have in mind, chances 
are good you'll have more fun and get 
more game.—J. A. Emmett.

looking at me. Then she gave a loud 
snort, and a buck that had been follow- 
ing the herd turned to run.” 

John went on to say that he had to 
shoot through the trees in front of him, 
while the buck was turning. He shot 
three times, and the buck staggered on 
two of the shots. John followed him, 
and found he’d lain down within about 
100 yards. He got up as John ap- 
proached, and ran again. The man on 
the next stand shot at him twice. 

“Soon the dog that had been chasing 
the herd came along and took up the 
buck’s trail,’’ John continued. ‘I tried 
to keep up with the dog, but couldn't. 
I saw where the deer had rested again 
another 100 yards farther along, but 
the dog had jumped him before I could 
get there. The buck ran 200 yards 
farther, and lay down in the view of 
another stander, but it was too far 
away for him to get a shot. Again the 
dog closed in and jumped the deer, and 
it ran past a third stander. This time 
when the buckshot cut loose, the deer 
went down for good.” 

With better luck, John Chason killed 
another deer later. Alabama law per- 
mits two bucks for the season. 

John kept lamenting the wasted 
buck. Several of us were standing 
under the great live oaks in front of 
Thomas Earle’s house, talking about it. 

“Wonderful hunting,” I ventured. 
“But buckshot has a certain average 
of messiness.” 

“There seems to be no other way,” 
John said. “Rifles are too dangerous.” 

Things looked pretty bleak for me. 
Was this going to be another of those 
seasons I hadn’t had a shot? And even 
if I should have one on this last drive, 
now coming up, what about that aver- 
age of deer escaping, carrying shot? 

I mentioned this to Thomas Earle, 
who guided me to my stand. 

“It isn’t that bad,” he said. ‘People 
get buck fever and don’t aim carefully 
enough. Hit them in the head and 
neck, at close enough range, and 
they’ve got to drep.”’ 

When we reached my stand, the 
hounds were already running. 

“You stand there under that old 
sweet gum—” Thomas began, but his 
voice broke off and dropped to a fierce 
whisper. “Shoot that buck!” 

I looked around, but couldn't see any 
buck. I said, “I don’t see him. You 
shoot him.” 

“My gun’s in the car, 
“Shoot.” 

“Where ?” 

“Over there by that sapling.” 

There were hundreds of saplings 
there. I looked at what I thought was 
a stump. The stump moved. Then I 
saw the prettiest sight a deer hunter 
can see in the woods—the sun glinting 
on a bit of antler. The buck stepped 
out into the open and paused. 

While it hesitated, I thought of the 
advice Thomas had just given me. I 
took a little longer to aim to be sure of 
a head and neck shot. When I fired, 
the buck dropped in its tracks. 

And so it was—thanks to buckshot, 
hounds, and high water—a deer season 
that hadn’t passed me by. THE END

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CAMPING: 


Gear for Small Camp

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ITH hunting seasons under way, 
W let’s look at the basic require- 
ments for one and two-man 
camping gear. This is the kind of equip- 
ment you need for a weekend or a week’s 
stay in a hunting camp, or for a station- 
wagon trek to your favorite deer coun- 
try or grouse cover. 

Many hunters habitually stay in a 
hunting cabin, or drive to the hunting 
area each day from a nearby motel, 
hotel, or farmhouse. But if you want to 
spend more time hunting and less travel- 
ing back and forth, try camping right in 
the hunting area. You can get into the 
woods earlier each day and stay later if 
you're camped just down the trail a 
piece, or back over a ridge. 

One and two-man camping gear is 
more compact than that required by a 
whole family, but it can still be efficient, 
comfortable, and handy to cart along. 
If you can drive near to, or directly to, 
the spot where you plan to pitch camp, 
you can take nearly anything you'd like. 
On the other hand, if you must pack in 
some distance, keep your muscles in 
mind when deciding what to carry. 
Back-packing gear is more a list of 
what you must have, rather than what 
you'd like to have. 

Fortunately, gear for a hunting camp 
needn’t be elaborate. Hunters are more 
interested in hunting than in camping 
and about all they require of a camp is 
adequate shelter from bad weather and 
for sleeping in comfort. As long as a 
tent is roomy enough for sleeping, dress- 
ing, and as a shelter from rain, hunters 
are reasonably happy. 

One and two-man parties can get 
along well with a small tent that’s easy 
to carry and pitch. Unless foul weather 
is definitely expected, or insects are like- 
ly to drive you inside for long periods, a 
pup tent or one of the smaller umbrella 
tents will do. They’re especially suita- 
ble if you have to back-pack for any 
distance. ; 

A small two-man tent of these types 
depending upon floor area, design, and 
material—will weigh anywhere from 
414% to about 20 lb. without poles (1 to 
4 lb. more with poles). Many tents can 
be pitched with poles cut on the spot, or 
hung from ropes slung between trees, 
or suspended from a branch. Special 
poles for small tents usually telescope, 
fold, or come in sections so that they 
may be readily toted. If you can carry 
such poles, they’ll save you time and 
trouble. 

The modern pup tent is a great im- 
provement over the pup tents of World 
War I design that many of us camped 


in when we were kids. They had neither 
windows, screening, sewed-in floors, nor 
even door flaps in most cases. Today’s 
small tents have all these features and 
more, making them a real pleasure to 
live in, unless you insist upon standing 
up to get ready for bed. 

Some modern small tents are sus- 
pended from lightweight external frames 
which permit moving a tent about when 
it’s fully pitched. This makes such tents 
ideal where it’s difficult to drive stakes 
or anchor guy ropes, such as in snow, 
loose sand, ice, or rock surfaces, and it 
can be turned to escape wind, smoke, or 
other bothers, even with sleeping gear 
inside. Just lift and turn. You can buy 
these tents from one of our large mail- 
order houses for less than $50. 

Other modern small tents have built- 
in frames of fiberglass, opening like a 
beach umbrella. This type can be set 
up in about 30 seconds and costs less 
than $40. 

Tents of similar size—-without exter- 
nal bracing frames, yet with many mod- 
ern features—sell from about $13 to $25 
for the better designs. The more expen- 
sive ones have more windows, better 
canvas, and better details, and all pro- 
vide good shelter and are easy to erect. 

If you desire real walk room, better 
space for stowing gear, and still want 
something easy to tote and erect, check 
some of the smaller umbrella tents, or 
those of the ‘‘canoe”’ or “explorer” types. 
While of about the same floor area as 
pup tents, these models are designed so 
you can stand in at least one spot, and 
they have room for two men and con- 
siderable gear. Some are shaped like a 
tepee but have good screened windows 
and door, and yet weigh only about 17 Ib. 
with poles. They average about $50, 
with some as low as $30 and others as 
high as $75, depending upon design, ma- 
terial, and details. 

For a one-night stand or weekend 
hunt, shelter of pup-tent size may be all 
you'll need. But if you plan to stay sev- 
eral days or want considerable two-man 
comfort under cover, I’d go for one of 
the types with more headroom. An- 
other approach is to pitch two of the 
smaller tents with the doors facing each 
other. That way you can talk across the 
fire, yet be in your own individual tent. 

So far as sleeping gear goes, a strictly 
two-man tent usually prohibits the use 
of cots, but with a sewed-in floor and air 
mattresses, you'll be just as comfortable 
as on a cot. Just be sure your air mat- 
tress doesn’t leak, and carry a patching 
kit. 

If your sleeping bag is of summer 











weight, you might be wise to invest in 
another summer-weight bag to nest in- 
side the one you have. Two lightweight 
bags are warmer than one heavier one. 
A flannel liner will also help keep you 
warm, and will keep the inside of your 
bag clean. If you have room, take along 
a couple of heavy wool blankets to go 
under, as well as over you, should the 
temperature suddenly drop. 

If your stay is to be short, you won't 
need a fly over your cooking and eating 
area, another saving in weight. And 
since most men like to cook over a wood 
fire, you needn’t carry a camp stove un- 
less you want to. I like at least a small 
one or two-burner camp stove for fast 
breakfast coffee or ham and eggs with- 
out having to get a fire going. They’re 
mighty convenient in damp weather, or 
after a night storm has soaked all your 
kindling -wood, though strictly speaking 
you should always keep some kindling 
under cover against just such a situa- 
tion. And with a camp stove, there’s no 
breakfast fire that must be thoroughly 
extinguished before you leave to hunt. 
A small stove is also welcome for a 
quick cup of something hot when you 
get back, without waiting for a wood 
fire to get going. 

There are several types of portable 
stoves for asmall camp. You can choose 
from the familiar gasoline-burning 
types, the newer bottled-gas types, and 
now some which burn canned fuel. The 
latter are light in weight, and cook well. 
There are also several types of really 
small stoves burning alcohol, kerosene, 
naphtha, or benzine that do a fine job on 
a minimum of fuel and weight. Many of 
these also make good tent heaters if 
used with care and adequate ventilation. 
Some of the bottled-gas stoves may be 
difficult to use if the temperature is way 
down below zero; but for normal fall 
weather, all function efficiently. 


As fall evenings are long, you'll need 
some sort of camp lantern besides 
individual flashlights. There are several 
types of liquid, bottled, and canned-fuel 
types, all giving fine white light by use 
of mantles. Take along an extra mantle 
or two, and also carry extra fuel if your 
stay is to be long. Some lanterns burn 
8 to 10 hours on one filling, which should 
certainly be enough for a two-night 
camping trip. 

Now, what cooking utensils should 
you take along for a two-mantrip? One 
frying pan, one stew pot with cover, two 
plates and cups, and knives, forks, and 
spoons are basic. Besides these you'll 
appreciate a long-handled fork, a couple 
of big spoons and an extra plate for 
serving, a spatula, an extra stew pot, 
and a coffee pot. A long, sharp knife 
will come in handy. A roll of paper tow- 
els or a box of paper napkins will be 
useful. 

There are some excellent two-man 
cooking kits on the market. A new one 
of heavy aluminum, selling for under $9, 
has a 4-qt. pot for stews (which also 
serves as carrying case with handle for 
the entire kit), a coffee pot with cover, 
one frying pan (cover of stew pot), two 
plates, and two cups. Handle of the fry- 
ing pan also fits the coffee pot. This same 
company also makes a one-man kit, con- 
sisting of cup, plate, frying pan, and

| stew pan, which sells for less than $4. 
You might prefer a couple of one-man 
| sets instead of a two-man kit, so that 
| each man can cook to suit his own taste. 
| Incidentally, many campers find alumi- 
|num cups too hot to drink coffee from, 
| and so replace them with the enameled 
ones. 

Carry some soap-filled metal scouring 
| pads for cleaning up after meals, and 
| for your own use, take a cake of hard- 
| water soap plus a cloth towel if you 
| prefer one to a paper towel. 

For a camp ax, I prefer the so-called 
| tourist or Hudson Bay style with a long 
| handle and about a 2-lb. head. Unless 
|}you plan some very heavy chopping, 
this should do well. These axes cost $3 
or $4, with an extra $1.50 for a sheath. 

Get a sheath and keep it on the ax when 
|it’s not in use. And like many other 
| campers, I like to carry a small pocket- 
| knife in addition to a belt knife. A small 
|}camp shovel is just the ticket for ditch- 
| ing the tent as well as digging a gar- 

bage pit and latrine. 

Regardless of the size of a camp, food 
| is one of the most important considera- 
tions. It’s usually better to carry what 

you need than to try to catch or bake it. 

What to eat depends on personal prefer- 

ence, budget, and whether you're going 
| by car or packing everything on your 
back. If you’re going by car, a small ice 
chest will be a great convenience. In it 
you can keep such things as butter, 
milk, and meat fresh longer, and can 
| have a wider variety of menus with 
sandwich spreads, cheeses, and mayon- 
naise. If the foods are cold when put in 
| with the ice, they will keep two or three 
days in fine shape, and considerably 
longer in cooler weather. For ice, freeze 
water beforehand in clean milk cartons. 

They’re easy to handle, won’t leak, and 

when the ice melts you'll have pure 
drinking water. 

Unless you're positive there’ll be 
| plenty of pure, fresh water where you'll 

camp, you will be wise to carry enough 

to use until you can find some. There 
| are excellent water bags that will carry 
|up to 2 gal. of fresh water and cool it 
| through evaporation. They’re made of 
| flax, and if you soak the bag well before 
you put in the water and hang it on your 
| car bumper, you'll have cold water when 
| you arrive. You might prefer vacuum 
| jugs instead, or you can now buy 1-gal. 
|canteens. You can, of course, purify 
doubtful water at camp by using hala- 
| zone tablets according to directions on 
the package. 

If you like to carry fresh water with 
you while actually hunting, there’s a 
new canteen which holds a pint, and is 
carried either over your shoulder or 
looped to your belt. It’s aluminum, flat, 
and only 6 in. in diameter. 


A Se meats will keep well for several 
days if kept reasonably cool. Steaks, 
ham slices (beware of pork), bacon, 
hamburger, and cold cuts all keep pretty 
well in an icebox or in watertight con- 
tainers in a cold brook. And, of course, 
the various canned meats keep indef- 
initely. 

Bread will keep several days if well 
wrapped. And unless you'll have some 
sort of oven for biscuits or corn bread, 
you'll do well to carry bread with you 





instead of taking time to bake while 
in camp. 

Carry some candy, concentrated fruit 
juices, and some sort of vegetables, plus 
potatoes. Many vegetables come in de- 
hydrated form for back-packing and 
other go-light trips (see “Which Foods 
for Camp?” June OUTDOOR LIFE). Talk 
menus over with your hunting partner 
and others who know the score, to get 
their suggestions. Grub for a two or 
three-day hunting-camping trip can be 
carried compactly without too much 
difficulty. 


f you have a station wagon, you can 
eliminate a tent. With air mattresses, 
and screens for the windows, you can be 
mighty snug in the wagon; and if the 
hunting turns bad, you can easily shift 
to another area. 

Whether you’re breaking camp to 
move to another spot, or loading up at 
home to start the trip, check over your 
camping gear and food to be sure it’s all 
there. Nothing can be more frustrating 
than to get to camp and find your tent 
poles, lantern, or food is 200 miles away. 
It’s also a good idea to check the list 
before you head for home. 

If you plan to leave your car and then 
back-pack your gear on the final leg to 
camp, you'll need some sort of knapsack 
or packboard. The canvas rucksack or 
knapsack is fine for soft items, and even 
for such things as canned goods—pro- 
vided you pack something soft next to 
your back and shoulders. Packboards 
will carry almost anything comfortably 
if lashed securely, and pack baskets will 
take almost anything you can fit into 
them. If one man carries the heavy 
goods and the other the bulky but lighter 
items, swap from time to time to give 
each other a break or at least a change 
in load or carrying conditions. 

Now a word of caution about back- 
packing: don’t load yourselves until you 
can hardly stagger along on level 
ground. Covering rough ground or 
grades will be difficult enough. A 50-lb. 
pack will seem like 100 after a mile or 
so unless you're in top shape. For a few 
days before you start off, you might well 
get in some conditioning with about the 
Same type of load you plan to carry. 
Unless you're used to it, packing a 
heavy load on your back can be danger- 
ous to back muscles. A bad sprain can 
happen quickly, ruining your hunting 
trip. 

Take it easy. And if you have a great 
amount of gear, make two trips to the 
site from the car. It will be easier on 
your muscles, and you might spot your 
game on the way back for the second 
load. 

A combination hunting-camping trip 
doubles the fun of either alone. It en- 
ables you to be in the hunting area 
longer, and combines the thrills of the 
hunt with the pleasure of loafing by the 
campfire, trying to outlie your partner 
about what you've seen and done since 
morning coffee. 

A hunting trip from a snug cabin is 
fine and I'd not pass it up in bad weather, 
But if the weather is reasonably good, 
try a tent or station-wagon hunt for the 
fun of it. With modern camping equip- 
ment available at reasonable cost, there’s 
plenty of fun to be found.—C. B. Colby,

At least we'd located a big muskie, 
and big muskies hang around reefs 


near deep water and a good food 
supply. We decided against using the 
traditional muskie baits—suckers, or 
minnows—because they’re bottom 


feeders. We wanted our bait near the 
surface swimming naturally under our 
boat. That meant we’d almost have to 


best bait. But muskies eat them. 
In the morning we ran up a cove and 


| fished for perch over a large weed bed. 





The way to fill your livebox with perch 
is to use small garden worms on No. 8 
hooks just above a weed bed. Keep 
the seven to nine-inch perch, they’re 
best for large muskies. When we had 
six, we headed for the ledge where our 
muskie lived. 

While still 1,000 yards from the reef, 
we shut off the outboard and sneaked 
up with our oars barely touching the 
water. Muskies often lie deep near the 
edge of reefs, so we stayed on the deep- 
water side, a good long cast from the 
reef. Fortunately, there was a light 
breeze that drifted us down the reef to 
a long point of land, giving us com- 
plete coverage of the target without 
our having to row. Little waves 
marked the reef, and in one place a 


black rock thrust up through the 
water. The bar on the point was cov- 
ered with weeds. The place just 


smelled of muskies. As we rigged up 
and set our booby trap under the boat, 
I felt the old familiar excitement 
mounting, as it always does when I 
stalk game. 

Our plan called for three casting 
rods, one over the boat’s side with the 
bait for the booby trap, and one each 
for Fred and me to cast lures to the 
reef. In baiting our trap, we were 
careful to pin the hook through both 
lips of the perch. This way, the bait is 
able to swim naturally for hours. Then 
we put it over on the same side from 
which we planned to cast to lessen the 
danger of hooking a big fish under the 
boat. Next we selected our lures and 
began fishing down the reef, working 
every foot of it thoroughly. 

We got no action, so we went back 
and started down the reef again. This 
time I cast a large red-and-white 
spoon, let it sink to the bottom, brought 
it up fast, and let it sink again. Half- 
way down the reef a muskie boiled up 
behind it and was as quickly gone, all 
in one motion. It looked like our 
muskie. 

“There goes the ball game,” 
said. 

“It’s only the second inning,” I said. 

I changed lures fast, putting on a 
big, wobbling, surface type. I sent it 
sailing right back at the muskie. It 
worked. Just as suddenly as before, 
the fish was there, inches from the 
trebles, following it like a hound on a 
trail. 

“Careful,” Fred warned in a voice 
pitched high with excitement, “he’s go- 
ing to grab.” 

But he didn’t. He was just window

Gordon’s Comeback 


HY HAVE sportsmen forgotten 
WV the Gordon setter? That’s the 

question often asked by Gordon 
breeders, and by those who knew the 
dog afield years ago. It’s a valid ques- 
tion, too, for it’s rare indeed today to 
see a gunner following a Gordon in pur- 
suit of game. Yet it can readily be an- 
swered by anyone who is aware of the 
fate that has befallen this grand old 
breed at the hands of a majority of the 
breeders themselves. 

Many who have undertaken to breed 
the Gordon have been impressed with 
his beautiful, tan-trimmed, ebony coat, 
and his majestic bearing. They have 
been happy to see him galloping—of 
late somewhat clumsily—across a green 
lawn, and pleased at the prospect of his 
gathering ribbons at dog shows. Their 
interest has been primarily to produce 
a handsome dog. 

A large number of these breeders have 
never been afield with any dog, and have 
no conception of the thrill that comes 
from working grouse country and seeing 
a dog quiver at the whiff of game scent. 
They have forgotten, if they ever knew, 
that the Gordon was bred to be a hunter 
and was once a favorite of old-time meat 
hunters. He was well established in this 
country as a field dog before the English 
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Gordon with part of day’s bag. He 
is Ch. Midshipman Ready, owned 
by Mrs. Travis Look, Lakewood 


and Irish setters arrived, and long be- 
fore the pointer appeared on the scene. 

It was the invasion of the English 
setter, particularly the Llewellin type, 
that first started the Gordon on his way 
to becoming a bench dog rather than a 
field dog. Coupled with that was the 
trend West and South for gun dogs. 
Hunters in those areas demanded more 
speed from a dog than the Gordon gave. 


Why the need for speed? Because 
game in almost all sections is becoming 
scarcer, despite efforts to protect and 
restock. The dog that finds it has to 
cover a lot of ground, and can’t spend 
the day pottering around the gunner’s 
feet. He has to get out and go and work 
his ground thoroughly, even in grouse 
and woodcock country, and particularly 
in the open country of the South and 
West. 

Speed and intensity go hand in hand. 
One could never rightly accuse a Gordon 
of not working his ground, but the 
ground he can work has become smaller 
with the years and the birds have spread 
wider. Perhaps the first blow the Gor- 
don sustained was the failure of his 
breeders to change this characteristic 
as hunting conditions required, and to 
keep pace with the English setter and 
the pointer. Instead, many chose the 
easier course of shifting their breeding 
operations to the English, or to the 
pointer, and allowing the “beauty” 
breeders to further reduce the Gordon’s 
speed as they strove for high, upstand- 
ing withers at the cost of straight shoul- 
ders, and thereby restricting the dog’s 
stride. 

That some Gordons were speedy and 
could very well have been effectively 





used to improve this characteristic in 
the breed generally was evident in a 
Connecticut kennel of some 200 Gordons 
bred for real service. Some of aes dogs 
have run down and caught foxes, a feat 
that taxes the fastest hounds. 

Those, briefly, are some of the reasons 
why Gordons lost favor with sportsmen. 
But now comes a ray of sunshine, for 
there are some breeders ranging from 
New England to the Carolinas who are 
trying to bring the Gordon back to his 
rightful heritage. 

At one time the Irish setter took a 
dive into oblivion as a bird dog, and only 
here and there did you see one compet- 
ing in trials against other gun dogs. A 
few were successful in short-range 
shooting-dog stakes at small trials, but 
were lost in or ridiculed out of the open 
and all-age stakes. Back in the 30’s, a 
few breeders tried to improve the Irish 
by importing stock, but it wasn’t until 
the Red Setter Club got under way that 
the red dog began to come back. Today 
many of them can give the best of the 
English a close contest in the field. 


he success of this club’s breeding 

activities stimulated several Gordon 
breeders to try doing the same thing, 
and today they are coming up with some 
respectable field dogs. About four years 
ago, at the Red Setter National near 
Dover, Del., one Gordon, up from Caro- 
lina, almost stole the show. Since then 
Gordon breeders in New England states 
have made remarkable progress. 

These breeders are not confining their 
trial efforts to events limited to Gordons, 
which would not necessarily show a 
comparative field dog, but are going out 
against other breeds. They should be 
commended for this, and I hope they 
keep improving the breed until they can 
meet all comers. 

The Gordons that came to this coun- 
try after the Civil War were stocky, 
heavy, brush-busting types. They lacked 
speed and were apt to be clumsy. Evi- 
dence indicates this was the original 
type developed by the Scottish Duke of 
Gordon, from whom the breed takes its 
name. By 1890, because English field 
trials demanded more of a dog than bird 
instinct and retrieving, the breed had 
dwindled to a few scattered specimens. 

B. (Kingrail) Waters, a leading train- 
er of his time, wrote in 1890, ‘A des- 
ultory attempt is being made (in 
England) to establish a Gordon standard 
that calls for a lighter, racier dog.” Eng- 
lish bench-show breeders in England 
accomplished this, and their lead was 
soon followed by American breeders. 
But they didn’t stop at a “lighter, racier”’ 
type. They went in for majestic beauty, 
high withers, long sloping back lines, 
and silky coats, and ended up with 
Straight shoulders, a _ herring-gutted 
body and inefficient hindquarters. 

That was the type of Gordon our pres- 
ent-day field breeders had to start with, 
and they may have to take lessons from 
those who developed this and other 
breeds in England by outcrossing to the 
English setter. The American Kennel 
Club would not recognize or register 
such a cross, but the American Field 
Stud Book, in which the majority of 
upland game dogs are registered, would. 
The Field looks upon all setters as one

You don’t need a whole store full of 
lures. Most muskie anglers are suckers 
for every new plug, spoon, spinner 
that pops up on the market. I know, 
for no one was more of a lure collector 
than I when I first started hanging 
around muskie waters. I had an idea 
that all you had to do to catch a rec- 
ord-breaker was find the right lure. I 
never found it, but I collected lures. 
Then one July day I met a young fel- 
low from Pittsburgh who taught me 
that it’s the way you fish a lure that 
counts. 

I was fishing the Allegheny River in 
northwest Pennsylvania when I rounded 
a bend and saw a tall, thin fellow bat- 
tling a monster muskie. I watched till 
he landed it, as pretty a 46-pounder 
as I ever saw. 

Since I hadn’t caught a muskie that 
trip, I wanted to see what magic lure 
had taken this one. To my astonish- 
ment, the muskie had come in on a 
big red-and-white spoon similar to one 
I'd used many times with no such luck. 
I asked the fellow about it, and he said 
only possessed two muskie lures, 
that spoon and a surface plug. 

“You don’t need any more,” he said. 
“‘My dad fished for muskies all his life 
and he got down to these two. It’s all 
in how you fish them.” 

From then on I began learning how 
to put muskie appeal into a lure, and

My all-around favorite muskie lure 
is a yellow, silver-spotted surface plug 
with a revolving head, to which is at- 
tached a metal propeller that kicks up 
a real ruckus in the water. The first 
time I saw it used was on New York’s 
famous Lake Chautauqua, 60 miles 
|south of Buffalo and certainly one of 
|the finest muskie waters this side of 
| Milwaukee. 

A friend had invited me up for a 
few days’ fishing and as luck would 
have it, I arrived at Bemis Point in 
| the midst of an unseasonable hot spell. 





|The muskies responded to the heat | 


| wave like tired old men, and took to 
| lying around dormant in the shade of 
rocks and in deep water. 

I spent hours casting my best over 
some choice water without a single 
rise, while my host rowed. Finally he 
|dropped the oars, rummaged in his 
tackle box, and came up with a yellow 
|lure I’d never seen. “Take the oars,” 
|he said, “and let me show you some- 
| thing.” 
| My friend cast to the shoal I’d been 
fishing and raised one of the best mus- 
kies I’d seen all summer. But the fish 
wouldn’t strike; he just followed the 
lure to the boat. 

Then I showed my companion some- 
thing he’d never seen. On my line was 
a jointed minnow with a sucker finish. 
I dropped this in the water right in 
front of the muskie’s face and pulled 
it away fast. The muskie stiffened, 
back-finned a few inches, then sudden- 
ly burst after the lure. In seconds I 
was fast to 44 pounds of jumping, div- 
ing, rolling TNT. 

This little trick of dropping a lure 
in front of a muskie following a differ-

Anyhow, 
it sold my friend on decoy fishing. 
When you cast this yellow lure let 
it lie motionless for a good long half 
minute. Give a muskie time to swim 
up and look it over. Then pull it away 
fast, making the propeller kick up a 
fuss. Muskies can’t stand this, 
come up with fire in their eyes. 


F pian good lure is a double-bladed 
spinner with’ red-and-white or 
dark peacock feathers over the treble. 
Let this one sink to the bottom, then 
suddenly jerk the rod tip up and begin 
the retrieve. All the way in, lift and 
lower the rod tip. This causes the spin- 
ner to rise and flutter back toward 
bottom with an action that can give a 
dyspeptic old muskie a sudden and 
vigorous appetite. 

A third favorite is a big, spotted, 
banana-shaped surface plug with a 
built-in wobble. Fish this ahead of a 
light sinker and retrieve it very slowly. 
The plug’s action, when fished right, is 
too much even for the most sophisti- 
cated muskies. They charge it with 
their jaws snapping. 

Big red-and-white spoons should be 
made to dart from side to side and 
flutter back toward bottom.

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there are times when all they'll do is 
raise a muskie that will follow it in to 
the boat. Then it’s time to use them as 
decoys to a baited hook. 

Decoy fishing as described here is 
legal in four of the five principal mus- 
kie states—-Wisconsin, Michigan, New 
York, and Pennsylvania—each angler 
being permitted to use two rods in a 
boat. In Minnesota, however, an angler 
is limited to one rod when muskie fish- 


ing. So if you plan to use the decoy- 
fishing system there, one angler would 
have to cast lures while the other fished 


the baited rod, a bit of teamwork seen 
now and then in that state. For fishing 
in other muskie states, better check the 
fishing laws. 

Muskies aren’t the only that re- 
spond to decoys. You can knock 
big northerns for a loop with it. The 
first time I tried it on northerns w 
with Les Wood, a Pennsylvania game 
warden, at Saranac Lake in New 
York’s Adirondacks. The northerns 
would do nothing but window-shop our

It 
saved the day. 

Decoy fishing has paid off every- 
where I’ve tried it. And I’ve never 
known a muskie or pike fisherman to 


try it when the fish were only follow- 
ing without adopting it permanently

34-ounce sinker. I tossed it out into the 
deepest part of the hole, and as soon 
as I felt the sinker touch bottom I 
picked up the lure with a quick flip of 
the rod tip. It took two casts to get a 
strike. The fish was a 15-pound female 
silver, as full of fight as a leg-caught 
wildcat. Pound for pound, silvers are 
better scrappers than kings. I finally 
took the starch out of her, and as I was 
working her into an eddy away from 
the main current dad came along. 
“Nice fish,” he said, and when I turned 
around he was putting a 30-pound buck 


| king in the boat.

“Both,” he answered with a satisfied 
| grin. 


found a good spot to beach my sil- 
ver, where a spring had laid down 
It’s a rule of our 
fishing parties that everybody lands his 
own fish, and while it isn’t always easy, 
there’s a bot of satisfaction when you 


| bring it off. We do it the hard way, and 
| bare-handed too. 


It’s illegal to use a 
gaff in Humboldt County, where we 


| were fishing. We could carry a landing 
| net, but for fish the size we were after 


| it would have to be at least 30 inches 








across, and who wants to lug that big 


|a net in rough, wild country? 


Picking ’em up isn’t too difficult if it’s 


| done right. The first rule is to play the 


fish until he’s whipped to a frazzle. In 
the final stages of the fight, you keep 
his head guided toward shore and keep 
steady pressure on him. That way even 
a 40-pounder, thoroughly tired, will wig- 
gle up halfway out of the water and lie 
on his side or belly. That’s the time to 
reach for him. 

A salmon’s teeth can shred your fin- 
gers— it’s happened to me plenty of 
times—so to play it safe we wait until 
he opens his gill covers and shows the 
red fan of gills inside. Then we slide 
two or three fingers into the gills with 
a quick easy motion, lift him, turn away 
from the river, and keep going. That’s 
all there is to it. 

Just as I picked up my silver, I heard 
dad, standing only a few feet away, 
mutter, “Caught on a snag, and on the 
first cast.” 

When I looked at him he was backing 
out of the water with a turn of line 
wound around his arm, to break free. 


| Then a lightning bolt in reverse ex- 


ploded out of the river over by the far 
bank, and I’ve never seen a fisherman 
move faster than dad did to get the line 
unwound from his arm. 

He was using a nine-foot glass rod 
and 20-pound-test line. The line was 
tight as a fiddle string, and about that 
time the salmon did a barrel roll close 
to the top, sounded, and lit out up- 
stream. I’d have run with him along- 
shore to save line, but not dad. He put 
both thumbs on the reel’s spool, leaned 
back until his rod took a shape about 
like a carpenter’s square, and hung on. 

“T'll turn him,” he said grimly, and 
then added as an afterthought, “if the 
line holds.” 

The line held. Three hundred feet up 
the pool the king switched ends and 
started back, coming like the wind. Dad 
got back a fair share of his line, and

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terms. It wasn’t until the fish was 
beached almost an hour later that I had 
a chance to confirm what I was sure 
had to be true: dad had worn his 
thumbs raw enough to bleed on that 
first long run. But I guess it was worth 
it, for after that he and the salmon both 
knew who was boss. 

Neil came back while I waited for 
dad to produce picture material, and 
dumped a 32-pound king in the boat. 
“That fixes Jay and me with our limit,” 
he announced, ‘‘and if your dad trounces 
that one, he'll have his three and we 
can start the hike out.”’ 

I stayed with him and kept my cam- 
era ready, hoping his fish would do a 
war dance or two on top before it quit, 
but no soap. Little by little the surging 
power went out of its rushes, and at 
last dad led him up on a shelving beach, 
wheedled his great head out of water, 
and slid a hand into the gaping gills. 

“The biggest king I’ve seen in five 
years,’ Dad gloated, and then added, 
“but my arms are ready to drop off.”’

bank, carrying his fish. When we got 
close enough to Duane I saw him reach 
under my coat for my camera.
